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FOREWORD 


Historians  may  long  dispute  the  exact  place  and  date  of  the 
birth  of  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet,  but  none  will  question  that  he  was 
one  of  the  most  colorful  and  successful  soldiers  in  the  annals  of 
colonial  America.  An  able  organizer  of  men  and  a brilliant  strat- 
egist, he  played  a dominant  role  in  the  successful  effort  of  Britain 
to  establish  its  hegemony  over  the  territory  which  later  became  the 
United  States.  Without  his  leadership,  the  entire  history  of  North 
America  might  have  taken  a different  turn. 

It  is  but  natural  that  the  papers  of  such  a significant 
commander  should  provide  one  of  our  richest  sources  for  the  study  of 
this  struggle  for  empire.  One  can  only  regret  that  those  portions 
of  his  correspondence  which  deal  with  his  exploits  from  the  begin- 
ning of  his  service  with  the  Royal  American  Regiment  as  lieutenant 
colonel  in  1755  to  1757  were  destroyed.  The  story  of  the  raising 
of  this  famous  body  of  English  troops  from  Pennsylvania  and  other 
colonies  in  1756  will  never  be  told  completely  because  of  the  ab- 
sence of  the  papers  of  the  leading  actor  in  the  drama. 

It  is  fortunate,  however,  that  there  still  remains  the 
correspondence  with  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst  from  March,  1759,  to  the 
end  of  Amherst’s  command  in  North  America  late  in  1763,  which 
provides  the  content  of  this  particular  volume.  This  too  was  a 
decisive  era  in  the  establishment  of  British  control.  The  organ- 
ization of  the  frontier  outposts  and  the  consolidation  of  military 
control  in  western  and  northwestern  Pennsylvania  during  this  period 
was  vital  to  the  permanence  of  the  British  victory.  The  delicate 
problem  of  dealing  with  the  Indians  and  the  serious  threats  created 
by  the  Pontiac  uprising,  which  nearly  accomplished  what  the  French 
had  failed  earlier  to  do,  likewise  made  the  period  one  of  extreme 
importance . 

Any  person  who  studies  this  period  must  be  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  all  these  great  events  were  staged  upon  Pennsylvania 
soil.  To  an  amazing  degree  the  fate  of  the  British  Empire  was 
settled  within  our  limits  and  especially  within  western  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  is  peculiar  indeed  that  our  general  histories,  and 
especially  those  which  are  used  in  our  Pennsylvania  schools,  have 
in  general  neglected  to  mention  these  facts  and  give  them  proper 
emphasis.  It  is  amazing,  likewise,  the  extent  to  which  our 
Pennsylvania  historians  have  neglected  to  tell  this  story  or  to 
use  these  sources.  A rich  store  of  American  and  Pennsylvania 
history  is  to  be  found  in  the  Papers  of  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet, 
and  one  of  the  most  significant  portions  is  that  series  which 
is  included  in  this  volume. 


It  is,  therefore,  quite  appropriate  that  the  Frontier  Forts 
end  Trails  Survey,  a unit  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration 
sponsor^  by  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission,  should  have 
undertaken  the  transcription  of  the  Bouquet  Papers  from  the 
photostats  in  the  Library  of  Congress  obtained  from  the  British 
Museum.  The  entire  thirty  series  are  rich  in  data  on  the  history 
of  the  last  stages  of  French  rule  in  Pennsylvania;  they  tell  the 
story  of  the  British  expeditions  which  wrested  final  control  from 
them;  they  relate  the  all  important  tale  of  later  Indian  relations. 

Anyone  who  has  spent  even  an  hour  in  reading,  or  trying  to 
read,  a photostat  of  an  old  manuscript  will  appreciate  the  difficult 
labor  involved  in  such  a process  of  transcription  when  it  includes 
over  five  thousand  items.  The  greatest  care  has  been  taken  to  make 
the  transcripts  included  in  this  and  succeeding  volumes  as  accurate 
as  possible.  Every  manuscript  has  been  checked  and  rechecked  with 
the  transcript,  and  the  number  of  errors  has  certainly  been  reduced 
to  the  minimum  possible  under  human  labor  conditions. 

The  Historical  Commission  is  glad  to  render  this  service  to 
students  of  Pennsylvania  history.  Properly  conceived,  the  functions 
of  the  Commission  include  research  and  publication  as  a major  respon- 
sibility. The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  more  of  this  work 
should  be  done  and  it  intends  to  do  it  so  far  as  its  funds  will 
permit.  It  is  pleased  also  to  present  this  work,  and  the  publications 
of  the  Survey  in  various  forms  which  will  follow,  as  an  example  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  through  intelligent  cooperation  with  the 
Work  Projects  Administration  and  its  so-called  "white  collar" 
program. 


The  problem  of  adequate  labor  supply  has  been  forever  a 
bugbear  to  the  individual  or  organization  seeking  to  carry  on 
historical  research  and  writing  on  a large  scale.  Present  day 
economic  conditions  have  made  it  possible  to  assemble  on  a Work 
Projects  Administration  project  of  the  type  of  the  Frontier  Forts 
end  Trails  Survey  a large  staff  of  highly  competent  workers.  The 
Commission  and  the  WFA  have  united  in  providing  suitable  and 
competent  supervision  for  these  workers,  an  essential  in  any 
successful  historical  work.  Both  are  willing  to  submit  the  product 
of  this  cooperation  as  contained  in  this  volume  and  others  to 
follow,  as  evidence  of  what  can  be  accomplished  under  such  auspices. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  all  who  deserve  it  credit  for  the 
part  played  in  this  enterprise.  Much  of  the  original  inspiration 
for  the  work  came  from  William  F.  Mann,  former  project  head  and 
now  a student  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  Library  of  Congress 
through  the  Manuscripts  Division  has  been  patient  and  long  suffering 
in  providing  the  photostats,  and  Dr.  St.  George  L.  Sioussat,  Chief 
of  the  Division,  and  Miss  Grace  Griffin,  in  charge  of  photostats, 


have  been  uniformly  cooperative.  The  Commission  owes  a debt  of 
gratitude  to  two  important  Erie  institutions  - the  Public  Library 
and  the  County  Historical  Society.  The  Library  acted  as  agent  in 
securing  the  photostats  and  provided  quarters  for  the  transcribers, 
while  the  Society  has  cooperated  in  providing  general  project 
headquarters  in  the  Old  Customs  House.  The  patience  and  care  of  the 
many  workers  who  assisted  with  the  transcription,  and  in  typing 
and  checking  is  worthy  of  mention.  Especially  important  is  the 
work  of  those  who  type  the  stencils  for  the  complete  work.  The 
list  of  names  of  all  these  fine  workers  is  too  long  to  include, 
but  the  Commission  is  grateful  to  each  of  them  for  an  important 
service  well  done. 

Project  administration  has  been  under  Mr.  Leo  Madlehner, 
and  his  efficient  management  is  important  to  the  success  of  its 
work.  General  technical  supervision  of  all  work  is  under  the 
Commission  historian,  Sylvester  K.  Stevens,  and  his  has  been  the 
final  word  of  authority  on  all  matters  connected  with  research 
and  publication.  Students  of  Pennsylvania  history  are  indebted 
to  him  for  his  fine  conception  of  their  needs  and  his  insistence 
upon  fulfilling  them.  Immediate  technical  supervision  is  pro- 
vided on  the  Survey  by  Mr.  Donald  H.  Kent,  project  historian  and 
honor  graduate  of  Allegheny  College.  Without  his  scholarship, 
his  breadth  of  vision  in  historical  matters  and  his  meticulous 
care  for  detail,  the  work  could  never  be  available  in  its  present 
polished  form.  Mr.  Kent  has  authority  second  to  none  on  the 
history  of  northwestern  Pennsylvania  and  especially  the  era  of 
French  and  British  occupation.  This  knowledge,  accumulated  from 
long  hours  of  work  with  the  sources  of  that  history,  has  placed 
him  in  position  to  speak  with  authority  on  all  historical  details.

EDITORIAL  NOTE 


The  photostatic  copies  of  the  Bouquet  Papers,  borrowed  from 
the  Library  of  Congress,  were  carefulLy  copied  by  hand,  and  checked. 
The  handwritten  copy  was  typewritten,  and  the  typed  copy  rechecked 
against  the  original.  Finally,  before  any  mimeographing  was  done,  the 
handwritten  copy  and  the  typed  copy  were  carefully  compared,  and  any 
variation  or  doubtful  reading  rechecked  against  the  original  photostat 
It  is  hoped  that  this  will  have  reduced  the  number  of  errors  to  a 
minimum. 


When  illegible  or  almost  illegible  words  could  be  determined 
with  some  degree  of  certainty,  they  are  included  in  brackets.  When 
there  was  some  doubt,  a question  mark  follows.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  indicate  misspelled  words  or  grammatical  errors  by  the  use  of 
sic ; they  are  too  numerous.  When  there  was  doubt  whether  a given 
punctuation  mark  was  actually  a comma  or  period,  colon  or  semicolon, 
the  most  likely  one  was  chosen. 

The  description  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters,  drafts, 
etc.,  is  intended  more  as  a tentative  suggestion  than  as  a final 
determination  of  their  character.  Exhaustive  research  and  a study 
of  the  handwriting  would  undoubtedly  result  in  some  changes.  In 
all  c ases,  they  are  the  obvious  descriptions,  made  conservatively. 

Dates  missing  in  the  headings  of  letters  have  been  supplied 
in  brackets,  when  they  could  be  determined.  The  dates  in  parentheses 
at  the  top  of  the  pages  are  intended  as  a help  in  using  the  volume. 

In  a few  instances,  the  arrangement  of  reports  or  returns 
has  been  changed.  For  example,  the  list  of  officers  on  pages  261-263 
was  originally  in  a parallel  double  column,  listing  the  first  and 
second  battalions  of  the  Royal  Americans  side  by  side. 

The  index  is  intended  to  cover  only  the  proper  names,  the 
references  to  persons  and  places.  The  references  to  Bouquet  and  Sir 
Jeffery  Amherst  are  indexed  when  they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter. 
The  table  of  contents  will  make  it  possible  to  locate  the  page  number 
of  a letter  by  title,  date,  or  folio  number.  Lastly,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  chronological  arrangement  of  the  letters  is  that 
followed  in  the  original  series,  21634  of  the  British  Museum’s 
Additional  Manuscripts.

Sir 


Having  been  lefft  on  the  frontiers  to  dispose  of  the  Troops  in 
the  different  Forts  and  Posts  upon  the  Communication  with  the  Ohio, 
and  forward  Provisions  for  these  Garrisons  I received  ten  days  ago 
orders  from  Brigadier  Genl-  Forbess  to  come  to  this  Town:  But  fe  nd 

him  so  far  gone  that  I could  not  See  him,  nor  do  any  business.  In 
daily  Expectation  cf  Being  your  Excellency  here.  I differ’d  to  give 
you  an  Account  of  the  Situation  of  affairs  in  this  Department: 

But  the  last  Intelligences  I received  last  night  from  Pittsburgh 
appears  to  be  of  too  much  importance  to  loose  anytime  in  transmitting 
them  to  you. 

All  the  Accounts  of  the  Campaign  remains  unsettled:  The 

Waggons  and  Pack  Horse  require  chief fly  to  be  paid  as  Soon  as  possible, 
and  any  farther  delay  would  be  attended  with  a general  dissatisfaction 
from  the  Peonies  and  would  prove  of  bad  Consequence  for  the  Service 
of  next  Campaign. 

I should  not  even  be  Surprised  if  the  assembly  of  this  Province 
should  represent  the  Case  to  you,  by  their  Govr  and  postpone  their 
Proceeding  on  tna  King’s  Service  till  you  are  pleased  to  give  your 
orders  for  the  Payment  of  the  Said  Carriages. 

The  100  men  of  Maryl.  Troops  lefft  at  Cumberland  for  the  Gar- 
rison of  that  Fort  are  reduced  by  desertion  to  25,  and  in  a short  time 
I am  afraid  that  Post  will  be  abandonned . These  Troops  having  no  Pay 
nor  any  certainty  of  receiving  any. 

The  Provincial  Troops  of  Pensilv?  are  not  900  Effective 
men  and  no  orders  are  given  yet,  no  money  raised  to  Recruit  them. 

I must  also  inform  y?  Excellency  that  there  are  some  Indians 
of  Consequence  in  the  Town;  They  are  deputys  of  the  Six  Nations 
Settled  on  the  ohio,  and  they  insist  upon  receiving  an  answer  to  their 
Message,  the  Contents  of  which  I Suppose  Genx  Forbes  has  informed  you 
of. 


Several  Sums  cf  money  arc  due  for  the  Provisions  Sent  to 
Pittsburgh,  which  car.  not  be  paid  without  your  orders. 

I shall  not  trouble  you  with  any  more  Particulars  intending 
only  to  inform  you  f ;r  the  present  of  the  necessity  of  Sending  your 
orders  to  prevent  the  Confusion  in  which  we  are  ready  to  fall,  by 
the  unhappy  sickness  and  approaching  loss  cf  Brigadier  Forbes 

The  Doctors  not  expecting  that  he  can  live  two  days  - 
I am  with  great  Respect

New  York  March  5^  1759. 

Sir 

I had  the  favour  of  receiving  your  Letter  of  the  _lst  of  March 
on  the  3d  Instant  at  night ; I cant  express  to  you  the  very  great  con- 
cern I am  under  at  the  painfull  and  Miserable  situation  of  Br  General 
Forbes,  who  I imagine,  will  be  lost  to  us  before  this  can  reach  you, 
and  that  the  Troops  may  at  present  be  under  your  command. 

The  business  you  was  left  on,  in  making  a proper  disposal  of 
the  Troops  for  keeping  the  necessary  Communication  to  Fort  du  Quesne 
was  so  very  requisite,  that,  I think,  Br  Forbes  judged  extreamly  right 
in  leaving  you  to  execute  that  service,  and  in  the  unhappy  state  that 
I fear  poor  Forbes  is  in  if  he  should  not  be  dead,  I presume  he  is  so 
incapable  of  giving  any  orders,  that  I must  desire  you  will  continue 
to  forward  every  thing  according  to  what  were  his  intentions,  and  as 
you  May  .Judge  best  for  His  Majestys  Service. 

I have  acquainted  Governors  Fauquier  and  Sharpe  by  Letter  on 
the  ll^fr  of  February  of  my  intentions  of  going  to  Philadelphia  and 
my  desire  of  meeting  them  there,  in  order  to  settle  the  Indian  Affairs 
in  the  best  manner  we  can,  and  as  you  will  probably  have  two  or  three 
days  notice  and  certain  Intelligence  of  the  time  the  above  Gentlemen 
will  arrive  at  Philadelphia,  I should  be  glad  that  on  such  information 
you  will  send  to  me  that  I may  set  out  immediately:  Till  I have  a 

certainty  of  their  coming  I cannot  quit  the  Business  which  keeps  me 
here,  and  will  not  admit  of  my  quiting  this  place  fcr  any  length  of 
time  at  this  season,  and  makes  it  necessary  I should  not  set  out,  but 
when  I am  sure  they  will  be  there. 

I am  sorry  the  accounts  of  the  last  Campaign  are  all  unsettled, 
and  I apprehend  the  clearing  them  will  be  attended  with  many  difficul- 
ties, but  I shall  give  all  the  assistance  I can  and  I hope  the  people 
concerned  will  not  be  to  blind,  as  not  to  see  that  it  cannot  be  a- 
voided,  and  it  therefore  should  not  be  of  a bad  consequence  for  the 
next  Campaign.

On  my  first  errivel  here  I made  application  to  xne  severe! 
Governors  of  the  Provinces  for  the  continuing  the  Troops  in  Choir 
pay,  since  which  His  Majesty's  Orders  have  been  sent  to  all  the  Gov- 
ernours  for  raising  zho  same  number , and  as  many  more  as  the  number 
and  Situation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Province  will  allow,  and  as 
it  is  the  Kings  pleasure  these  should  be  raised  with  all  dispatch, 

I am  in  hopes  there  is  not  the  least  doubt  but  the  Provinces  will 
exert  themselves  in  raising  and  paying  their  men. 

I should  directly  apply  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland  in  re- 
gard to  the  Troops  which  are  supposed  to  garrison  Fort  Cumberland 
but  he  will  doubtless  be  on  the  read  for  Philadelphia  where  I hope 
we  shall  be  able  to  settle  that  and  many  other  material  affairs 

You  will  please  to  inform  the  Chiefs  of  the  Indians  who  I 
understand  are  waiting  at  Philadelphia,  and  I suppose  cannot  have 
an  opportunity  of  laying  their  Message  before  Br  General  Forbes, 
that  I shall  soon  be  there,  and  that  I shall  not  neglect  using  my 
best  endeavours  for  establishing  an  equitable  Trade  for  their  in- 
terest, and  for  insuring  a quiet  possession  to  them  and  all  His 
Majestys  faithful  Subjects  from  any  incursions  of  the  Enemy. 

I have  received  with  your  Letter  the  intelligences  from 
Pittsburgh  of  the  19 tn  of  JanY  to  the  17th  0f  Feb^y  I,  at  all  Times, 
make  great  allowances  for  Indian  reports,  and  there  is  a great  part 
of  thi3  which  I can  not  possibly  give  credit  to. 

I believe  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Enemy  to  effect,  and 
very  improbable  to  attempt  any  Enterprise  against  Pittsburgh  when 
there  is  a Garrison  of  400  Men  there,  if  they  do  anything,  the 
most  will  be  to  surprise  some  Convoys  going  to  the  Place  and  I 
dont  much  think  they  will  try  that. 

I am  very  confident  Br  General  Forbes  will  have  left  all 
necessary  orders  with  Colonel  Mercer  or  the  comanding  Officer  at 
Pittsburgh,  for  the  effectual  Defence  of  the  Place,  the  protection 
of  the  Country,  and  that  no  opportunitys  may  be  lost  in  attacking 
the  Enemy,  in  case  the  Enemy  should  give  any  by  venturing  Partys 
too  near  the  Place,  and  indeed  it  appears  to  me  as  I judge  from 
the  Strength  of  the  garrison  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the  number  of  the 
Enemy  in  that  part,  that  no  occasion  should  be  omitted  that  can 
be  taken  for  surprising  any  Partys  of  the  Enemy,  such  as  the  two 
Officers  and  2C_  Men  at  Salt  Springs  which  would  distress  the  En- 
emy extraamly  by  taking  and  spoiling  any  provisions  they  may  be 
collecting  together,  and  I am  not  sure  but  that  even  Venango 
might  be  taken  which  would  clear  the  Country  intirely  to  the  Lake. 
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(March  5,  1759) 

as  it  appears  to  me  that  some  occasions  may  offer  of  attaching 
the  Enemys  Partys  with  success,  which  Br  General  Forbes  may  not  have 
expected  at  the  time  he  quitted  the  Place,  and  that  Colonel  Mercer 
may  not  think  himself  authorised  to  act  offensively  without  further 
orders,  you  will  please  to  acquaint  him  of  these  my  intentions,  and 
as  I am  very  sensible  (from  the  Character  I have  had  of  him)  of  his 
Zeal  and  attachment  to  the  Kings  Service  and  his  Judgement  and  alac- 
rity in  executing  whatever  may  tend  to  the  honour  of  His  Majesty's 
arms,  you  will  inform  him  that  they  are  my  orders  that  he  should  take 
any  opportunitys  that  may  offer  of  attacking  the  Enemys  Partys,  to 
try  to  surprise  their  Posts  at  the  Salt  Springs,  Venango,  or  any  other 
Place  that  may  offer,  with  such  part  of  his  Garrison  as  he  shall  think 
proper,  having  allways  a due  attention  to  the  defence  and  security  of 
Pittsburgh.

I send  you  enclosed  a Copy  of  a Letter  I have  wrote  to  the

Sir 

This  moment  I receive  your  Letter  of  the  ll^*1  Instant  with 
the  account  of  the  death  of  poor  Forbes,  whose  loss  I feel  and  con- 
dole with  you,  as  I had  the  pleasure  of  being  intimately  acquainted 
with  him,  and  I lament  his  death  from  my  heart. 

His  Recomendat ion  (which  at  all  times  must  have  had  the 
greatest  weight  with  me)  of  you,  is  not  wanted  for  any  thing  that 
may  be  in  my  power,  as  I air  very  sensible  of  the  just  Esteem  he 
professed  for  you,  and  you  will  allways  find  me  ready  to  prove  the 
regard  I have  for  my  deceased  Friend. 

On  the  ill  state  of  Health  of  Br  Forbes,  I ordered  Br  Gen- 
eral Monckton  from  Halifax,  that  he  might  be  ready  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  Troops  to  the  Southward,  as  I thought  it  would  be  ab- 
solutely necessary  that  a General  Officer  should  be  there.  The 
Brigadier  arrived  here  last  night  and  I shall  either  send  him  or 
bring  him  with  me  to  Philadelphia  and  ’till  his  arrival  there  you 
will  please  to  take  on  you  the  Command  of  the  Troops  which  of  course 


Colonel  Bouquet 
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devolves  to  you,  and  which.  I should  net  think  of  putting  into  ether 
hands  but  from  th  necessity  you  yourself  must  too  we lx  know  that 
there  is  of  having  a General  Off  car  for  that  department,  and  that 
I am  likewise  certain  you  will  be  very  glad  to  have  one  there, 

I shall  willingly  accept  of  I,lr  Griffith's  offer  and  I shall 
set  out  from  hence  so  soon  as  I have  a certainty  of  the  Governours 
their  arrival  at  Philadelphia  which  I beg  you  will  please  to  send 
me  word  of.

Thof  very  unwilling  to  trouble  you  So  often  I can  not  a- 
void  informing  your  Excellency  that  the  last  Intelligences  from 
Pittsburgh  are  confirmed  in  the  inclosed  Letter  from  Col.  Mercer. 
The  visible  disafaction  of  the  Ohio  Indians  gives  me  more  un- 
easiness than  the  exsgerated  Preparatives  of  the  Ennemy,  as  it 
is  in  their  Power  to  cut  off  the  supplys  of  your  Post:  and  since 
it  remains  uncertain  when  we  can  expect  you  here.  I beg  leave 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  what  I 
know  of  the  situation  of  the  French  and  of  our  Garrisons;  in 
case  late  gen^  ferbes  had  not  done  it. 

We  never  could  know  exactly  the  State  of  their  Provisions 
or  forces  in  these  Farts,  nor  discover  for  certain  what  was  be- 
come of  the  cannon  they  had  in  the  Fort.  But  they  have  certainly 
a good  artillery  at  Niagara  and  as  the  Waters  are  clear  of  Ice 
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nothing  can  hinder  them  from  transporting  Cannon  to  Pittsburgh: 

They  had  Seven  large  Battoes  in  abanaonning  the  Fort,  besides  what 
they  can  have  built  since  and  a considerable  number  of  Horses  taken 
from  us  or  bought  from  the  Indians  (the  Indians  told  me  a thousand) 
for  which  they  had  made  Provisions  of  Hay  and  Corn  last  summer  in 
the  Hands  and  near  the  Lake. 

The  Carrying  Place  from  Lake  Errie  to  the  French  Creek  is  about  18 
miles,  an  good  Waggon  Road, 

The  new  Fort  at  Pittsburgh  having  been  first  calculated  for 
200  men  being  very  small,  crowded  with  Barraks , and  not  tenable  a- 
gainst  artillery,  Col.  Mercer  had  orders  in  case  of  an  attack  to 
make  no  Capitulation.  But  if  he  could  not  succeed  in  attempting  to 
spike  or  destroy  the  Canon  of  the  Ennemy,  in  that  case  to  burn  the 
Fort  in  the  night,  destroy  his  Provisions  & ammunition,  and  return 
in  his  Battos  over  the  Monongehela,  and  make  the  best  of  his  Way 
to  Ligonier,  or  if  prevented  to  Fort  Cumberland. 

The  Garrison  at  Ligonier  is  reduced  to  248  private  by  Sick- 
ness, Death,  or  detachm^3  to  Pittsburgh  and  I must  say  that  the 
Commanding  officer  there  has  not  the  necessary  Experience  or  mil- 
itary Capacity  for  a Post  of  that  Consequence  which  should  it  fall 
in  the  hand  of  the  Ennemy  with  all  our  artillery  and  200  Barrills 
of  Powder  would  be  such  a reinforcement  to  them,  that  it  would  prove 
a hard  task  to  dispossess  them  again  of  the  Ohio. 

The  Garrison  at  Bedford  is  now  reduced  to  about  80  men  after 
the  Detachment  send  to  Cumberland  and  as  the  Hospital  general  is 
there  and  a quantity  of  stores,  that  Post  requires  more  men 

The  rest  of  the  Posts  upon  the  Communication  down  to  Carlisle 
are  Each  garrison’d  by  an  off.  & 25  men. 

The  necessity  of  reinforcing  Cumberland,  Bedford  and  Ligonier 
are  evident,  but  there  are  no  Provincial  Troops  to  Send  The  few 
Scattered  in  the  Provinces  w^3-  or  without  furlough  I shall  endeavour 
to  collect  by  an  advertiser^  but  having  been  5 months  without  Pay 
or  Cloathing  they  will  not  be  very  fit  for  duty  Such  is  in  general 
the  present  state  of  the  frontiers  I shall  also  collect  about  100 
men  for  [X--X- ■ -X— x— If— X]  I heard  yesterday  bye  Letter  from  Bedford 
that  the  meal  of  Indian  Corn  carried  at  so  great  an  Expence  by  the 
Country  People  to  Pittsburg,  does  not  keep  sweet,  & that  they  have 
already  been  obliged  to  send  some  back  to  Ligonier  to  be  used  before 
it  spoils. 

such  is  in  general  the  present  state  of  these  frontiers  and 
I must  confess  that  I am  afraid  of  the  Consequences  The  distance 
being  So  great  that  Troops  will  be  near  a month  before  they  can  be 
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marched  there  from  this  La ce,  and  the  Country  People  will  certainly 

not  finish  the  necessary  carriage  till  paid,  until  force  is  used 
which  I never  have  seen  answer,  the  End  with  obstinate  People.

If  your  Excellency  will  permit  me  to  Submit  humbly  my  Sen- 
timent on  the  subject,  I do  think  that  we  can  not  secure  the 
Possession  of  the  Ohio  unless  we  have  a body  of  a 1000  or  1500  men 
entrenched  under  Pittsburgh  with  artillery  and  that  no  time  should 
be  lost  in  sending  that  force. 

I do  not  knew  if  the  Virg8  Troops  have  been  cloathed,  if 
so  they  could  march  about  500  men  which  added  to  the  Garrison  and 
one  Batt  of  Regular  Troops  would  compleat  the  number  supposed  to 
be  wanted  for  the  present 

There  would  be  Seme  difficultys  with  this  obstinate  People  to 
procure  the  necessary  Carriages  till  they  are  paid,  but  that  ob- 
stacle could  be  removed,  by  ready  money. 

and  in  order  to  quicken  the  transport  of  provisions  I would 
propose  to  make  use  of  the  two  Roads  & station  the  Waggons  all  along 
the  Communication,  Each  Brigade  within  a day  of  one  another  So  that 
they  should  never  exceed  the  limit  of  their  stations  and  to  make 
use  at  the  same  time  of  the  Potomack  to  form  Magasines  at  Fort 
Cumberland,  from  whence  they  could  be  transported  by  Waggons  and 
Pack  Horses  to  the  Monongehela  the  distance  being  about  70  miles. 

That  3tore  houses  and  Batoes  should  be  built  there,  to  transport 
them  by  "gater  to  Pittsburgh  and  as  at  all  Events  Battoes;  will 
be  wanted  upon  the  Ohio,  a number  of  ship  builders  ]&  SayersJ 
could  be  Sent  there  from  this  Place,  with  the  Implements  of 
Oakum,  Pitch,  and  Iron  work  necessary  to  compleat  them.  Those 
things  I proposed  by  Letters  to  General  Forbes  two  months  ago, 
but  his  bad  state  of  health  and  the  daily  Expectation  of  Seing 
you,  made  him  differ  to  give  any  answer. 

If  I have  advanced  anything  improper  I humbly  beg  your 
Excellency  will  forgive  it  to  my  Zeal  for  the  preservation  of 
a Conquest  so  dearly  Bought. 

The  Returns  of  Col.  Montgomerys  Regimtr  the  four  Companies  of 
[Am]:  have  been  regularly  Sent  to  Gen-*-  Forbes,  but  as  there  is 

no  Post  with  [York]  and  several  of  the  Quarters  the  Communica- 
tion is  very  tedious.  I have  had  very  little  success  in  re- 
cruiting the  four  Companies  of  R.  A.  being  arrived  in  quarters 
two  Month  after  the  Provincial  Troops  have  been  disbanded  and 
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picked  up  by  other  Corps.  I am  Sorry  to  be  obliged  to  say  that  they 
are  in  a bad  Condition:  They  were  nearly  destroyed  in  Caroline,  by 
sickness,  and  by  lying  8 months  with  out  Quarters  by  the  obslincy 
of  People  whose  duty  it  was  to  procure  them.  They  had  no  time  to 
recover  afterwards  [ ...  J employed  in  the  late  Expedition 

The  Sickness  of  the  Gen-1-  having  thrown  a great  burthen  upon 
me,  I never  could  take  any  particular  Care  of  them:  We  have  lost  7 

officers  killed.  Prisoners,  or  dead,  and  the  two  oldest  Cap'1'  who 
now  desire  to  Sell  out  have  neglected  them  to  such  a degree  that  I 
shall  take  it  as  a great  favour  If  you  would  be  pleased  to  acceler- 
ate their  retreat. 

It  was  incumbent  upon  me  to  represent  the  necessity  I lay 
under  of  repairing  to  my  Quarters  as  Soon  as  your  Excellency  will 
think  fit  to  permit  me  to  go,  in  order  to  employ  the  short  time 
lefft  to  fit  that  little  Troop  for  the  Campaign. 

The  assembly  seems  to  proceed  with  slow  Pace  to  the  raising 
of  their  supplies,  and  by  their  dilatory  Spirits  will  as  usual  loose 
so  much  tine  that  their  Troops  will  be  of  no  Service  for  the  Campaign. 
I have  communicated  to  the  Gov?  only  the  Intelligences  from  Pitts- 
burg & we  both  think  that  if  your  Excellency  approves  of  it.  It 
would  not  be  improper  to  give  to  the  Assembly  some  hint  of  the  im- 
pending danger  to  rouse  them  from  their  sleep,  in  laying  before  them 
some  Extract  of  Col.  Mercer’s  Letters. 

The  Pay  of  their  Provincial  officers  is  too  low  and  they  have 
received  no  Bagage  money  or  any  gratification  to  indemnify  them  of 
their  loss  in  the  last  Expensive  Campaign  by  which  means  about  15  of 
the  best  among  them  have  resigned;  In  general  these  Troops  will  al- 
ways be  of  little  Service,  thor  they  have  very  good  men,  by  want  of 
method  and  proper  regulation,  unless  they  are  put  under  the  direct 
Command  of  a proper  officer  apointed  by  your  Excellency,  which  could 
form  them  and  be  answerable  for  their  Conduct.

Sir/ 


Yesterday,  I had  your  Letter  of  the  13 ;a  and  should  have 
answered  it  immediately,  if  the  Dispatches  which  I received,  by 
the  Packet,  the  Night  before  had  not  prevented  me. 


Col?  Bouquet 
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Altho’  I cannot  give  Credit  to  the  Intelligence  contained  in 
Col?  Mercers  Letter,  by  Reason  of  it’s  coming  from  the  Indians,  yet 
it  is  necessary  for  us  to  be  as  much  upon  our  guard,  as  if  we  were 
certain  of  the  Truth  of  it,  and  you  v/ili  accordingly  give  such 
Directions,  to  Col?  Mercer,  to  hinder,  as  much  as  possible,  the  En- 
emies cutting  off  the  Supplies  of  our  advanced  Post. 

I am  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  Report  of  the  Situation 
of  the  French  and  of  our  Garrisons,  which  I had  not  had  from  Brig- 
adier Gen.  Forbes. 

I am  sensible  that  the  Fort  at  Pittsburg  is  small  but  at  the 
Same  Time  I am  also  convinced,  that  if  Col?  Mercer  and  the  Garrison 
it  contains  do  their  Duty,  and  in  Case  of  an  Attack,  make  the  Defence 
they  ought,  no  force,  the  Enemy  can  be  supposed  to  bring  against  it, 
if  without  Artillery,  can  oblige  him  to  retire,  and  in  my  Opinion  it 
is  not  likely,  that,  at  this  Season,  the  Enemy  will  be  able  to  bring 
any  with  them,  and  as  he  can  always  be  reinforced  from  Fort  Ligon- 
ier,  You  must  direct  him  to  defend  This  Fort  to  the  utmost  Extrem- 
ity, for  if  it  is  not,  it  might  as  well  not  have  been  built. 

From  the  Reasons  above,  I have  as  little  Apprehension  of 
Danger  for  Fort  Ligonier  as  for  Pittsburg,  nevertheless  as  it  is  a 
Post  of  the  greatest  Consequence,  great  Care  must  be  taken  to  Keep 
it  in  a Respectable  Condition,  and  all  means  must  be  used  to  protect 
& Defend  it  and  I hope  we  shall  soon  have  Frovincials  to  reinforce 
every  one  of  those  in  the  Communication  Meanwhile,  lest  the  Enemy 
should  make  any  Attempt,  You  will  give  Orders,  that  upon  the  first 
Certain  Intelligence  or  Notice  of  their  Approach,  every  one  of  the 
Garrisons  in  the  Communication  do  move  at  once,  which  will  foreward 
a Reinforcement  to  Pittsburg  in  a far  shorter  Time  than  a Month, 
which  thro*  its  Distance  from  Philadelphia  if  the  Troops  were  to  be 
sent  from  Thence,  might  perhaps  take  up  that  Time,  but  Ligonier 
which  is  by  far  more  distance  from  Pittsburg  than  any  of  the  other 
Posts  are  from  each  other,  is  only  fifty  Miles  and  of  course  can 
relieve  the  Latter  in  a very  short  Time,  and  I am  told  the  Road  is 
perfectly  good  from  Ligonier  to  Pittsburg. 

I approve  of  the  Step  You  have  taken  to  Collect  the  scattered 
Men  and  of  your  sending  those  that  can  be  spared  from  Carlisle, 
Shippensburg  or  any  other  Way  to  Ligonier. 

I propose  forthwith  to  dispatch  Col?  Byrd  in  Order  to  for- 
ward the  Levying,  Cloathing  and  equipping  the  Virginia  Troops,  and 
from  His  zeal  for  the  Service,  I make  no  Doubt  but  he  will  hasten 
it  to  His  utmost,  &,  enable  us  to  secure  every  Thing. 
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( March  16,  1759) 

I hope  the  Pensylvenisns  will  not  stand  so  much  in  their 
Light  as  to  Retard  the  raising  their  quotas  and  granting  the  Proper 
Supplies  to  equip  them  without  Delay,  as  well  as  to  furnish  the 
necessary  Carriages,  for  which  they  certainly  can  have  no  Excuse; 
That  of  their  deferring  it  till  their  Accounts  are  paid  is  the  most 
frivolous,  since  I have  caused  them  to  be  assured  by  their  Governor, 
that  Justice  shou’d  be  done  them,  and  that,  in  Order  thereto,  I 
have  directed  Sir  John  St.  Clair  to  call  in  their  Accounts,  which 
I am  glad  to  find  he  had  done,  so  soon  therefore  as  I can  get  to 
Philadelphia,  I will  have  them  put  into  proper  Hands  in  Order  to 
be  settled  & paid . 

In  Order  to  accelerate  the  Retreat  of  the  two  Oldest  Cap- 
tains of  the  first  Battalion  Royal  Americans  You  must  send  me  their 
Resignation  in  Form, 

Brig-T  Gen.  Mor.ckton,  who  was  come  here  in  Order  to  proceed 
to  the  Command  I had  allot ed  him,  of  which  I inform’d  You  in  my 
last  having,  by  His  Majesty,  been  appointed  to  a different  Service, 

I have  thought  proper  to  send  BrigT  Gen.  Stanwix  to  the  Southward, 
and  he  is  to  set  out  very  soon  meanwhile  I must  desire  You  will 
Continue  to  conduct  every  Thing  with  Your  usual  Care  and  Diligence, 
and  to  do  what  ever  the  Exigencies  may  require  and  that  You  shall 
judge  most  for  the  Good  of  the  Service  and  the  Security  and  Pro- 
tection of  Pittsburg  and  the  Communication. 

I shou’d  think  that  Fort  Ligonier,  from  the  Description 
I have  of  the  Ground  about  it,  its  Distance  from  Pitsburg,  and  the 
facility  there  will  be  to  take  the  Provisions  there  wou’d  be  the 
proper  place  to  have  a Corps  of  Troops,  for  the  Security  of  Pitts- 
burg, the  Post  itself  and  the  whole  Communication 

Pittsburg  tho*  a Post  of  the  Greatest  Importance,  and  that 
I wou’d  not  loose  on  any  Consideration  appears  to  me  to  be  to 
hinder  the  Enemy  from  advancing  that  Way  and  will  not  answer 
Carring  on  any  offensive  Operations  futher  than  dislodging  the 
Enemy  from  their  Posts;  I shall  therefore  hope  the  Provincial 
Troops,  with  some  small  assistance,  will  be  able,  to  secure  their 
Frontiers  when  the  Enemy  will  have  employment  enough  on  other 
Sides,  and  that  I may  at  Least  join  the  4.  Companies  of  the  first

& against  such  a Garrison  as  you  purpose  for  the  Security  of  it,  by 
which  much  work,  I shoud  think  may  be  done  in  the  Winter,  & if  Pro- 
visions can  be  sufficiently  laid  in,  it  will  be  a very  right  thing  to 
Compleat  tho  Work  as  fast  as  possible. 


I wish  to  do  any  thing  for  Major  Tulliken  that  you  can  desire, 
and  he  shall  go  to  England  if  you  chuse  it  so  soon  as  Coll  Bouquet  can

Donors  may  be  fuilf illod  as  far  as  lays  in  me,  I have  fixed  upon  this 
method,  whereby  there  are  Two  Hundred  & Sixty  five  Pairs,  Coming  to  the 
Battalion  under  Your  Command;  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  You  by  the 
very  first  Opportunities,  and  You  will  accordingly  after  Receipt  of  them 
Distribute  them  in  the  Battalion  as  far  as  they  will  go.

The  Block  house  at  Sandusky  is  finished,  I have  had  no  orders 
for  the  Garrison  to  be  lefft  in  it,  and  Lieut.  Meyer,  & Ensign  Pauly 
remain  yet  there  with  30  men.

As  they  could  not  be  Supplied  with  Provisions  from  Detroit,

The  Cloathing  for  this  Part  of  the  Battalion  is  not  yet  come 
up,  & the  Road  over  the  Mountains  being  non  impracticable  for 
Waggons,  I Shall  endeavour  to  get  it  carried  upon  Horses  from  Bed- 
ford .

In  that  number  will  be  Some  Invalids  who  have  lost  the  use 
of  their  Limbs  in  the  Service,  by  accidents,  or  Frost;  They  hope 
to  be  recommended  to  Chelsea;  and  if  the  General  does  not  approve 
of  their  being  Sent  home,  they  will  Still  be  less  expensive  in 
the  Settlements  than  at  this  Post,  where  they  can  be  of  no  use.

Sir 

I had  yesterday  by  the  Express  Fleming  a Letter  from  Sir  John 
S.  Clair,  with  a Paragraph  from  Mess?3  Plumstead  &,  Franks’s  Letter 
to  him,  and  your  Excellency’s  answer  there  upon. 

It  is  true  that  the  Contractors  have  lately  paid  for  Cooper- 
age, & Some  other  Articles,  which  are  commonly  paid  by  the  Quarter 
Master  General,  where  there  is  one  employed,  But  they  never  have 
made  any  disbursements  for  the  Engeneers  or  any  other  Branch  not 
immediately  connected  with  the  Provisions,  as,  will  appear  by  the  In- 
closed abstract  of  the  Charges  they  complain  of. 

I am  not  acquainted  with  General  Monckton’s  motives  for 
altering  the  former  Method  of  paying  the  Contingent  Expences  of  this 
Department . 

When  I returned  from  Presqu’  Isle  the  24^  of  November  1760, 

I received  his  orders  to  Settle  & pay  Such  accounts  as  could  not  have 
been  closed  before,  and  having  drawn  for  the  amount  upon  Sir  John  S^ 
Clair  as  concerning  his  Department,  and  informed  the  General  of  it 
He  ordered  me  to  draw  for  Contingent  Expences  upon  Nelson  who  had 
his  orders  to  answer  my  Bills.  I have  paid  them  Since  & from  time 
to  time  transmitted  the  Account  and  Vouchers  to  the  General. 

At  the  beginning  of  Sept1,  last  Nelson  refused  some  of  my 
Bills,  having  no  more  money  in  his  Hands  for  that  Service,  & those 
Bills  coming  back  upon  me  unpaid,  I could  draw  no  longer,  & was 
obliged  to  direct  the  Contractors  Agent  to  draw  from  that  time 
upon  them  for  what  concerned  in  any  Shape  their  branch,  & I Signed 
every  account  to  prevent  Errors. 

I closed  then  my  own  account  5c  Sent  them  with  the  Vouchers 
to  the  General  the  19 : 1-1  September  by  MT  Hamilton  (One  of  the  Con- 
tractors agent,  the  first  Safe  opportunity  I had)  & begged  he 
would  orders  Nelson  to  pay  the  Ballance  due  amounting  to  E 384.

October,  & contains  only  an  order  for  Capt  Gordon 
to  go  down:  As  I can  have  no  doubt  that  those  Accounts  and  Vouchers 

are  at  New  York.  I must  beg  your  Excellency  would  order  them  to  be 
examined,  and  the  Ballance  due  paid  to  Capt  Barnsley  as  it  is  money 
I borrowed  here  and  that  you  would  be  pleased  to  direct  who  is  to 
pay  the  Several  Expences  occurred  since  for  Carriage  of  Provisions 
to  Sandusky,  & Powder  and  Forrage  from  Bedford  & Red  Stone  Creek 
The  accounts  of  which  are  not  yet  all  come  in.  and  as  I have  long 
ago  represented  to  General  Monckton , how  inconvenient  it  was  for  me, 
without  money,  Clerk,  or  any  assistant  whatever  to  have  that 
additional  detail,  Permit  me  Sir,  to  Submit  it  again  to  your  Con- 
sideration, if  it  would  not  be  more  proper  to  leave  it  to  the  Quar- 
ter Master  General  since  I See  him  continued  in  this  Department,  who 
could  either  come  himself  or  send  Some  Person  to  transact  his  business 
upon  the  Spott:  which  it  is  no  more  in  my  Power  to  do,  as  no  body 

would  take  a Bill  from  me  for  a Shilling  after  those  that  have  been 
protested  for  Services  done  by  the  Generals  orders.

Since  writing  my  Letter  of  the  25^  Lieut  Wllyamoz  of  the 
Light  Infantry  arrived  here  & informed  me  that  Captain  Balfour 
with  a Farty  of  40  Men  having  found  it  impossible  to  get  to  Ni- 
agara by  Land  or  Water,  had  fallen  back  upon  Sandusky  and  were 
coming  to  this  Post , but  could  not  cross  Beaver  Creek  about  25 
below  this  Fort,  & had  no  Provisions. 
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(December  28,  1761) 


With  much  difficulty  I got  over  the  River  which  is  full  of 
Ice  some  flour,  & Sent  them  four  Horses;  They  are  this  moment  ar- 
rived & I have  detained  the  Express  on  that  account  They  Shall 
continue  their  March  for  Philad?  as  soon  as  the  Men  they  have  left 
sick  behind  can  be  brought  here. 

An  Express  is  likewise  arrived  from  Presqu'Isle  frost  bitt, 
with  Letters  from  Niagara  of  the  21st  of  Nov  & of  the  upper  Posts; 
The  two  Battoes  loaded  with  Flour  from  Niagara  for  Presqu’Isle  were 
lost  the  5^  December  about  14  miles  from  the  last  Post.  The  men 
& greatest  part  of  the  Provisions  Saved;  as  they  had  only  those 
two  Battoes  fit  for  use,  they  are  at  a loss  to  get  those  Provisions 
in;  I write  to  Capt  Shlosser  to  try  Sleighs  4-a--£«>2efl- 

3ut  if.  bh-e-y  ■ oan— Tnot-b^-fn#- -t-ham— an-y— way  or  any  other  practicable 
method,  but  if  after  all  he  should  be  short  of  in  Provisions  to 
keep  only  as  many  men  at  Presqu’Isle  as  he  can  subsist  to  the  15t^ 
of  May,  & Send  the  rest  to  Le  Boeuf  where  they  can  spare  some  flour 
with  orders  to  proceed  to  this  Post  as  soon  as  the  Weather  will 
permit 


As  Sandusky  could  not  be  Supplied  as  expected  from  Detroit, 
I Sent  to  that  Post  the  6^  Nov  36  Bags  of  flour,  which  is  arrived, 
But  the  Horses  employed  have  perished  in  the  Snow  in  coming  back. 
The  Traders  have  likewise  lost  allmost  all  theirs.  That  Communica- 
tion was  open  all  last  Winter 

By  my  Letter  from  Niagara  & Detroit  they  are  in  Want  of 
Provision  at  both  Posts  I am  Sorry  to  have  so  many  bad  accounts  - 
to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  I hope  they  will  be  the  last  of 
that  Kind  as  these  Posts  will  easily  be  Supplied  next  year  at

Lieut.  Butler  Arrived  here  Yesterday;  and  Delivered  Me  the 
favor  of  Your  Letter  of  the  2^  Instant  with  its  Several  Enclosures. 

The  Behavior  of  the  Provincials  does  not  Surprise  Me:  It  is 

generally  their  way  on  Such  Occasions:  I Approve  of  the  Detachments 

You  have  Sent  to  the  Several  Posts;  and  I am  glad  to  hear  that  the 
Blockhouse  at  Sandusky  is  finished;  as  General  Monckton  left  no 
particular  Orders  for  the  Garrison  of  it,  I would  have  You  leave 
only  an  Officer,  and  Fifteen  Men,  Which  are  full  Sufficient  at  any 
time  for  a Block  house;  And  as  the  Difficulty  of  getting  up.  Pro- 
visions is  great,  it  is  Still  More  necessary  to  Diminish  the  Number 
of  Men  Posted  there.

Major  Walters  writes  me  the  25:  October  that  he  had  sent  off 

Twenty  Barrells  of  Flour  for  Presqu’Isle,  on  the  22^  of  that  Month, 
Which  I Suppose,  had  not  got  there  on  the  2^  November,  but  I am  hope- 
full,  will  have  Arrived  Safe  Soon  after.  The  want  of  Proper  Supplies 
have  been  entirely  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Pro- 
visions in  the  River  st  Lawrence;  but  Measures  will  be  taken  as  Early 
in  the  Spring  as  possible,  for  Sending  Ample  Supplys  to  all  the  Posts 
to  the  Westward;  and  Ttill  then  the  Several  Garrisons  Must  do  the 
best  they  can  with  What  has  been  already  forwarded. 

You  did  very  right  to  Endeavor  to  get  up  the  Cloathing,  as 
this  is  the  Season  when  the  Men  Stand  Most  in  need  of  their  Cloaths; 
and  I hope  they  will  have  arrived  in  good  time. 

I Shall  A^ree  to  Lieut.  Ralfe’s  Request  to  Sell  out;  but  as 
the  two  only  Ensigns  belonging  to  the  Royal  Americans  Who  had  De- 
livered in  their  Names  as  Purchasers  are  gone  on  the  Expedition  and 
that  probably  the  Service  they  are  now  on,  May  have  altered  their

Sir 


I have  to  inform  your  Excellency  of  the  great  damages  this 
Fort  has  Sustained  by  an  Extraordinary  Flood  the  Instant. 

We  had  had  Snow  almost  every  day  in  December  & from  the  be- 
ginning of  this  Month  a clear  and  cold  Weather;  Both  Rivers  very  low

and  clear  of  Ice. 

The  8^  we  had  a Rain  that  continued  that  night  and  next  Day 
with  a universal  Thaw. 

The  9^  the  Rivers  run  10  feet  over  the  Banks,  which  had  not 
happened  at  any  flood  Since  this  Place  is  built. 

All  our  Casemattes  with  our  Provisions  were  under 
Water,  and  all  our  Precautions  could  not  prevent  its  pen- 
etrating likewise  in  the  Powder  Magazine.  In-sp-i-t-e-o-f— ait- 
Precautions ; 

The  Water  came  upon  us  thro’  the  Drains,  Gate  and 
Sally  Ports,  and  boiled  out  of  the  ground  in  Several  Parts 
of  the  Area. 

I had  the  Battoes  brought  in  the  Fort  loaded  them 
with  Provisions,  and  as  we  had  four  feet  Water  in  the  Area, 

& 9 in  the  Casemattes,  I Sent  Part  of  the  Garrison  which 
could  be  of  no  further  Service  in  the  Place,  to  the  upper 
Town  upon  a rising  ground,  and  Kept  only  as  many  men  in 
the  Fort  as  I could  carry  off  in  the  Battoes,  should  we  be 
reduced  to  that  Extremity. 

The  two  Rivers  intirely  covered  with  Ice  and  Trees 
had  joined  above  the  Fort,  but  the  most  rapid  Current  con- 
tinued on  Each  Side. 

We  remained  in  that  Situation  the  Water  Still  rising 
till  one  o’clock  in  the  Morning,  when  we  were  unexpectedly 
relieved  by  a Sudden  Frost.  The  Water  was  then  upon  a level 
with  the  Top  of  the  Rampart  at  the  N.  W.  Side  where  there  is 
no  Parapett,  and  did  not  begin  to  fall  till  next  day  ten 
o’Clock. 


The  ll^k  we  could  discover  Part  of  our  Disaster. 
All  the  Sod  Work  of  last  year  and  great  Part  of  the  year 
before  tumbled  down,  and  a good  deal  of  Earth  & number  of 
pigs  washed  away.  The  Courtin  on  the  Mononganela  finished 
two  years  ago,  has  Suffered  less,  tho’  Part  of  the  Sod  is 
gone . 


The  front  reveted  with  Brick. does  not  appear  hurt, 
except  the  Parapetts;  I beg  leave  to  refer  for  a more  ex- 
act Account  to  Captain  Bassett’s  Letter  to  Coll.  Eyre.

I cannot  ascertain  yet  our  Loss  of  Provisions,  Ammunition, 
and  Stores. 

As  we  had  just  done  Salting  the  Meat  was  Still  in  Bulk  or 
in  Barrels  without  Heads,  we  have  got  it  out  of  the  Water,  and  it 
must  be  Salted  over  again. 

I have  ordered  up  Some  Suit  lefft  at  Bedford,  & acquainted 
the  Contractors  of  the  quantity  wanted  besides,  unless  we  can  get 
it  Soon  Part  of  the  Meat  will  be  lost. 

The  Flour  in  Bulk  being  in  a Granary  above  Ground  is  Safe 
and  what  is  in  Barrell  can  not  have  Suffered  much  by  the  Water. 

A Distressing  Loss  will  be  the  Powder,  We  could  only  get  13 
Barrills  out,  and  cannot  get  in  the  Magazine  yet,  to  Know  what  can 
be  Saved.  It  was  extremely  bad  before,  having  been  damaged  in  the 
damp  Magazines  of  Bedford  & Ligonier, 

The  Water  in  that  Magazine  Sinks  gradually  with  the  Wells 
in  the  Fort  and  the  Water  in  the  Ditch  tho * the  greatest  Care  had 
been  taken  in  its  Construction  to  keep  the  Water  out. 

The  long  Barrack  built  in  1759  for  the  Artillery  and  all  the 
Houses  upon  the  Banck  of  the  Allegheny  beyond  the  Epaulement  have 
been  carried  off;  and  Several  in  the  Lower  Town,  Ho  Lives  have  been 
lost  but  most  of  the  Effect  of  the  Traders  by  the  Suddeness  of  the 
flood,  tho*  we  gave  them  all  the  assistance  in  our  Power  Common  Depth 
of  the  Allegheny  at  Low 

th  Water 4 — 5 & 6 foot  Perpendicular  Height  the 

9.  39.41  feet  Rose  in  the  flood-  - - - 34  or  35  feet  which  is  Ten 

feet  over  the  Banks 

As  I Suppose  your  Excellency  will  Send  an  Engeneer  to  view  this  Place, 

I Shall  not  presume  to  give  any  opinion  of  what  is  proper  to  be  done; 
but  only  observe  from  this  fatal  Experience  that  Sod  Works  and  Mag- 
azines under  Ground  can  not  be  depended  on,  at  the  confluence  of  these 
two  Rivers.  Whatever  can  be  done  by  this  Small  Garrison  for  the  repair 
& Safety  of  the  Place  Shall  not  be  neglected. 

As  it  is  probable  that  the  Bridges  upon  the  Road  are  destroyed, 
The  Communication  will  be  till  they  can  be  repaired.

I Acquainted  You  in  my  last  that  mT  Croghan  was  gone  to  Sir 
W1?  Johnson,  with  his  Accompts,  in  order  to  have  them  Inspected  by 
Sir  William:  This  I thought  necessary,  before  I Ordered  payment, 

since  they  amounted  to  upwards  of  L 4400 , Pensyl vania  Currency;  a 
prodigious  Expence  to  be  Incurred  solely  on  account  of  the  Indians 
in  the  Southern  Department;  and  that  besides,  very  large  Disburse- 
ments of  the  same  Nature,  have  been  Laid  before  me,  by  Captain  Camp- 
bell, and  Lieut:  Butler. 

I Have  however  from  the  reasons  Sir  William  Johnson  Urges  of 
the  necessity  there  was  of  Incurring  these  Expences,  granted  a War- 
rant to  Mt  Croghan,  for  the  Amount  of  his  Accompts;  but  I must  par- 
ticularly recommend  it  to  You  to  be  very  Sparing  in  Your  Orders,  for 
Presents  to  the  Indians,  for  the  future;  And  as  Sir  William,  in  his 
Instructions  to  Mf  Croghan,  Directs  him  to  Retrench  the  Expences  of 
his  Department,  and  not  to  Incurr  any  Extraordinary  Articles,  but 
what  may  be  Ordered  by  the  Officers  Commanding  at  the  Posts,  I have 
only  to  Desire,  that  You  will  be  care full  not  to  give  any  Orders  but 
on  such  Occasions,  and  for  such  Services,  as  may  appear  to  be  ab- 
soletely  necessary. 

And  as  the  fatal  Effects  of  Allowing  Rum  to  be  Carried  by  the 
Indian  Traders,  appear  in  the  same  Light  to  Sir  William  Johnson,  as 
I have  often  Represented ; to  be  productive  of  much  Mischief  & of  no 
Service  to  the  Indians;  he  Assures  me,  that  in  the  Passes  he  has 
lately  granted.  Rum  and  Spirituous  Liquors  are  forbid:  In  mino  they 

were  always  prohibited-  and  therefore  I Send  Orders  to  the  Officers 
Commanding  at  the  Several  Posts,  not  to  permit  any  of  these  perni- 
cious Articles  to  Pass,  on  any  account  whatsoever:  You  will  please 

to  Observe  the  same  Orders  at  Pittsburgh,  and  Direct  the  Officers 
Commanding  cat  the  Several  Posts  in  Your  Department,  strictly  to  Abide 
thereby;  for  I am  determined  to  put  a stop  to  a Trade,  so  Destructive 
to  the  Indians  themselves,  and  the  means  of  Creating  a heavy,  and 
very  useless  Expence  to  the  Crown.

The  Loss  of  the  Batteaus  for  Presau’Isle,  as  it  was 
unavoidable,  is  the  Less,  since  the  Men  & Provisions  are 
safe.-  I Approve  much  of  your  Ordering  Captain  Schlosser 
to  Divide  his  Men,  in  case  of  any  danger  of  want  of  provisions; 
for  as  We  can  have  Nothing  to  fear  from  any  Enemy,  it  is  certainly 
best  to  Station  the  Troops,  where  they  can  be  easiest  Victualled. 

The  Severity  of  the  Winter,  occasioned  by  the  Depth  of 
Snow,  is  a general  Complaint,  from  all  the  Distant  posts:  At 

Crown  point,  in  particular,  they  have  had  such  a great  Fall  of 
Snow,  that  there  was  no  Venturing  out  of  Doors. 

Altho;  None  of  the  Posts  have  been  so  amply  Supplied  with 
provisions  as  I could  have  ’Wished;  yet  I am  Surprised  to  find  any 
Complaint  of  that  Nature  from  Niagara;  since,  by  a Return  trans- 
mitted to  me  bj'  Major  Walters,  the  same  date  you  heard  from  that 
post,  it  appears  that  thsre  was  then  in  Store,  Pork  & Beef  Suf- 
ficient to  Victual  the  Garrison  for  Nine  hundred  & Forty-five  Days 
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Flour  for  Three  hundred  thirty  three  Days;  and  above  a Twelvemonth 
of  the  smaller  3peci.es  of  peace,  Rice  & Butter.

I Approve  very  Much  of  the  Measures  taken  by  You,  in  that 
dreadful  Situation,  for  the  Security  of  the  Garrison;  as  also  of  Your 
Acquainting  the  Contractors  of  the  Necessity  of  Sending  You  Some  Salt, 
Which  I am  persuaded  they  will  have  done  immediately  on  hearing  from 
You. 


From  the  Account  given  by  You  of  the  Damage  done  to  the  Works 
of  the  Fort,  and  What  Capt.  Bassett  has  wrote  to  Colonel  Eyre  on 

the  Same  Subject,  I can  see  no  way  of  preventing  Such  Disasters  for 
the  future,  Which  I can’t  but  fear  may  happen  again,  and  it  is  an 
Alarming  thought  that  So  Much  Money  has  been  Expended  on  a 7/ork,  Which 
now  promises  to  be  So  Subjected  cc  Ruin;  I h-ive  however  Directed 
Colonel  Eyre,  the  Chief  Engineer,  to  Set  out  for  Pittsburgh,  in  order 
to  take  an  Exact  View  of  the  Environs  of  the  Place;  with  the  present 
State  of  the  Fort,  and  to  Make  a Report  thereon;  he  will  Accordingly 
set  out  from  hence  very  soon,  ana  When  I have  received  his  Report,  I 
Shall  Come  to  Some  determination  for  Repairing  the  Works  of  Fort  Pitt 
in  Such  a Manner  as  I.iay  best  Secure  it  from  being  liable  to  Such 
Accidents  hereafter,  and  that  it  May  Answer  the  Intended  Service. 

In  the  Meantime  I am  persuaded  Yon  will  do  Everything  in  Your 
power  for  the  preservation  of  the  Stores  &ca;  and  that  Capt.  Bas- 
sett will  take  the  proper  Methods  for  preventing  the  Works  from  Re- 
ceiving any  further  Damage  this  Winter.

Sir . 

I received  only  yesterday  your  Excellency's  Letter  of  the 
31st:  December. inclosing  Dispaches  for  Captain  Campbell,  which  I svall 
forward  as  soon  as  the  Communication  is  open. 

Lieutenant  Meyer  returned  yesterday  from  Sandusky,  having 
left  in  the  Blockhouse  Ensign  Pauli,  and  15  Men,  with  provisions  to 
the  Spring.  Two  Men  of  that  Detachment  have  deserted  to  the  Savages, 

I shall  do  what  I can  to  have  them  delivered,  or  apprehended  to  pre- 
vent the  Consequences. 

The  Circumstances  being  much  altered  since  General  Monckton 
fixed  the  Garrisons  of  Presqu’Isle  and  Venango,  And  our  Indians  very 
quiet,  I think  those  Blockhouses  might  safely  be  reduced  to  Sub- 
alterns Commands;  provided  their  Provisions  were  carried  to  them  from 
Niagara,  and  this  post,  and  if  you  should  approve  of  that  reduction, 
it  would  afford  A little  reinforcement  here. 

Our  Men  have  got  their  Coate  and  Hatts  only  and  most  of  them 
must  buy  themselves  Waistcoats,  their  Coats  being  worn  to  rags,  the 
small  mounting  will  come  up  in  the  spring. 

The  men  above  our  compliment  are  discharged  the  three  In- 
valids Are  of  that  number. but  cannot  be  sent  down  yet. 

M?  James  Gomel  is  the  only  Ensign  in  this  Battalion  willing 
to  purchase,  if  Your  Excellency  will  approve  of  him.

By  the  General  Wall  Packet,  which  Arrived  here  this  Morning 
I am  Honoured  with  a Letter  from  the  Earl  of  Egrenont  one  of  his 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretary’s  of  state  bearing  Date  the  12^- 
December  last  wherein  his  Lordship  is  pleased  to  acquaint  me  that 
as  the  King  has  nothing  so  much  at  Heart  as  to  Secure  and  improve 
the  Great  and  important  advantages  gained  since  the  Commencement 
of  this  War  in  North  america,  and  having  seen  his  good  disposition 
to  restore  the  Publick  Tranquility,  Entirely  frustrated  by  the 
Insincerity  & Checane  of  the  Court  of  Versailles  in  the  late  Nego- 
tiation, his  Majesty  is  again  obliged  to  take  into  his  Royal  Con- 
sideration what  Ulterior  Operations  can  be  entered  upon  by  such  Part 
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of  the  Troops  under  my  Command,  as  can  be  Spared  for  other  Services 
without  the  least  Diminution  of  the  full  and  entire  Security,  as  well 
as  his  Majesties  Former  Dominions,  as  of  those  acquired  by  Conquest 
in  North  America,  in  order  that  everything  may  be  in  readiness  for  an 
Early  Campaign-,  and  to  be  able  to  employ  an  Adequate  Number  of  the 
Regular  Forces  in  whatever  attack  may  be  resolved  upon,  his  Majesty 
has  thought  it  Necessary  to  lose  no  time  in  dispatching  his  orders  to 
the  Several  Governments  in  North  America,  for  Levying  with  the  utmost 
Expedition  the  Quota’s  required  of  the  Respective  Provinces.  His 
Majesty’s  Directions  on  this  Subject  to  the  Several  Governours  are  so 
fully  Specified  in  the  Circular  wrote  by  the  Earl  of  Egremont,  of 
which  his  Lordship  has  sent  mo  a Copy,  that  it  only  remains  with  me 
most  Earnesly  to  intreat  you  to  loose  no  time  in  Convening  your  as- 
sembly, and  laying  before  them  the  aforesaid  Letters  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  you  will  forthwith  use  your  utmost  endeavours  and  influ- 
ence with  the  Council  and  Assembly  to  induce  them  to  raise  with  all 
Expedition  and  dispatch  within  your  Government  as  alarge  a Body  of 
Men  as  the  Number  and  Situation  of  its  Inhabitance  may  allow. 

I cannot  think,  Sir,  that  I need  urge  any  Arguments  to  con- 
vince you  of  the  Necessity  of  an  early  Campaign,  with  his  Majesties 
Commands,  as  it  is  more  than  Probable,  that  this  Campaign,  if  opened 
in  time,  & carried  on  with  Vigour,  must  be  that  which  will  at  least 
Compell  our  Enemies  to  treat  in  Earnest,  on  such  Terms  as  will  be 
Equally  Glorious,  and  Advantageous  for  his  Majesties  Crown,  and 
peremtorily  Benificient  to  his  American  Subjects,  and  I therefore 
trust  the  Assembly  will  enable  you  to  put  those  Commands  into  Immed- 
iate Execution,  since  they  terminate  in  a Point  wherein  they  are  so 
nearly  Concerned,  and  that  the  Kings  principal  object  has  been  for 
their  present  Security,  as  well,  as  their  future  Welfare  and  Prosperity. 

You  will  observe  by  the  Earl  of  Egremonts  Letter,  that  as  a 
further  Encouragement  to  a proper  Exertion  on  the  part  of  the  Province, 
his  Majesty  has  ordered  as  heretofore  that  the  provincial  Forces  should 
be  Victualled  in  the  same  Manner  and  in  the  same  Proportions  as  the 
Regulars,  and  that  they  should  be  Supplyed  with  Arms  and  Tents,  at  the 
Expence  of  the  Crown,  More  over  that  Strong  recommendations  will  be 
made  to  Parliament  in  their  Session  next  year  to  Grant  a Compensation 
to  the  province,  according  as  their  respective  Vigour  and  Strenuous 
Efforts  shall  Justly  Merit. 

I heive  it  also  in  Command  from  his  Majesty  to  enjoyn  you  to 
collect,  and  cause  to  be  put  in  proper  Condition,  all  the  Serviceable 
Arms  that  can  be  found  within  your  province,  for  everyone  of  which 
that  shall  be  brought  to  the  field  and  shall  not  be  returned  by  reason 
of  being  spoilled  or  lost  in  Actual  Service,  I shall  pay  the  usual 
Allowance  of  Twenty  five  Shillings  pf  Firelock. 
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( February  9,  1762) 


As  it  is  very  Essential  to  the  Service  I may  have  in  Command 
from  the  King,  that  I should  be  as  early  as  possible,  informed  of  the 
resolves  of  your  Assembly  on  this  head;  of  the  time  that  the  Troops 
will  be  ready,  I beg  thut  as  soon  as  you  are  Acquainted  there  with 
you  will  Signify  the  same  to  me  by  Express  that  I may  regulate  my- 
self Accordingly. 

I have  likewise  received  a Letter  from  the  Earl  of  Egremont 
of  the  seme  Date  with  the  former  Signifying  his  Majesty’s  Intentions 
of  Corapleatir.g  the  regular  Regiments  serving  in  America,  by  recruits 
to  be  raised  in  the  Several  provinces  over  and  above  the  Quota’s  Div- 
idend in  the  other  Letter  on  such  Terms  & Conditions  as  I shall  pro- 
pose. I shall  in  Obedience  thereto  so  soon  as  I shall  fix  on  the 
Number  necessary  to  be  furnished  by  the  respective  Provinces,  Com- 
municate to  you  the  Encouragement  which  his  Majesty  is  most  Gratiously 
pleased  to  Impower  me  to  give,  for  the  Effecting  the  most  Essential 
Service,  and  in  the  meantime,  I think  it  my  Duty  to  acquaint  you  of 
this  intended  Measure,  that  you  may  be  prepared  for  Exerting  your  ut- 
most Influence  with  your  essenbly  to  Grant  the  Number  of  Men  that  I 
3hall  be  obliged  to  require  of  your  Province,  that  his  Majesties 
Commands  may  be  duly  Obeyed.

I Must  Own,  there  Appears  Nothing  to  Me,  but  what  Seems  Cal- 
culated for  the  protection  of  those,  who  May  have  a Just  Title  to  the 
Lands,  Sc  to  prevent  others  from  Settling  thereon;  and  I have  accord- 
ingly Acquainted  Lf:  Governor  Fauquier  that  this  was  My  opinion  of  Your 
Intentions,  from  the  Words  of  the  Proclamation,  and  that  I did  not 
Doubt  but  Your  Answer  to  him  would  be  fully  Satisfactory,  which  I 
flatter  Myself  will  bo  the  Case;  as  I v;oula  avoid  doing  anything  that 
can  give  the  Colonies  the  least  room  to  Complain  of  the  Military  power.

Lieut.  Brehm  arrived  here  this  Morning,  and  Delivered  Me  both 
Your  Letters  of  the  3^  Sr.  _6 ^ Feb? 

I Approve  of  Your  Reducing  the  Garrisons  of  Presqu’  Isle  & 
Venango,  So  Soon  as  the  Men  can  be  Employed  at  Fort  Pitt;  for  there 
can  be  no  Necessity  for  any  More  at  the  Several  posts,  than  are  Just 
enough  to  keep  up  the  Communication,  there  being  Nothing  to  fear  from 
the  Indians  in  our  present  Circumstances:  The  two  Men  that  have  De- 

serted to  the  Indians  Must  be  delivered  up,  which  I imagine  May  be 
Easily  brought  about,  as  they  will  not  presume  to  Detain  them,  when 
they  are  properly  Apply* d to,  for  that  purpose. 

You  did  very  right  in  ordering  the  Detachments  of  the  Virginia 
Regiment  to  Remain  at  their  respective  posts:  Colonel  Stephen  when  he 

wrote  You,  Must  have  been  Unacquainted  with  the  Measures  proposed  to 
the  Assembly;  but  as  the  King’s  Commands  are  by  this  time  before  them, 

I Doubt  not  but  provision  will  be  Made  for  those  Men,  As  well  as  for 
the  Continuance  of  a greater  Body  of  Men  for  the  Ensuing  Campaign,  than 
was  Raised  for  the  Last. 

You  Mention  mT  James  Gore 11  being  the  Eldest  Ensign  willing  to 
purchase;  but  You  do  not  Recommend  him,  which  I only  wait  for,  to  fill 
up  the  Succession  in  the  Room  of  Lieutenant  Ralfe ; it  therefore  depends 
entirely  on  Your  Recommendation. 

I am  afraid  L.  Colonel  Eyre  will  not  be  with  You  So  Soon  as  I 
Expected,  having  been  taken  111  on  the  Road  between  this  & Philadelphia 
but  I hear  he  is  now  Somewhat  better,  and  is  pursuing  his  Journey.

As  to  the  Invalids,  I an  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  re- 
ducing their  numbers  as  much  as  possible,  and  would  not  recommend 
any  but  Such  as  can  not  get  their  livelihood  in  this  Country;  Ours 
are  reduced  to  three,  Two  of  which  could  be  prevailed  on  to  take 
their  Discharges  here,  if  they  could  be  allowed  a Sum  of  money  not 
under  Ten  Pounds  Currency  Each  to  Subsist  till  they  can  Shifft  for 
themselves,  One  has  lost  his  lefft  hand,  and  the  other  the  Toes  of 
both  Feet. 

The  third  an  Englishman  born  has  had  his  Leg  crushed  by  a 
Log,  and  begs  to  be  Sent  to  England,  & recommended. 

As  they  can  not  be  Sent  down  before  the  Spring,  I can  receive 
your  answer  how  to  dispose  of  them.

For  four  Months  past,  we  have  had  a tolerable  Concourse  of  In- 
dians, Prisoners  delivered  nacked  to  cloath,  6c  little  Servioe  to  be 
paid  never  the  less  the  total  Expence  to  the  day  does  not  exceed  L30 
Exclusive  of  a small  quantity  of  Powder  & Lead,  which  may  be  re- 
placed hereafter  in  Kind  to  the  Traders. 

Since  I am  here,  I have  permitted  no  Strong  Liquors  to  be 
Sold,  given,  or  carried  to  the  Indians,  your  orders  thereupon  Shall 
be  Strictly  obeid,  and  Sent  to  all  the  Post  in  this  department, 

Niagara  was  Said  to  be  the  great  Inlet,  & still  some  will  be 
carried  thro*  that  Woods,  as  the  Traders  engaged  in  that  Illicite 
Trade,  Know  the  Country,  avoid  the  Post,  and  assisted  by  the  Indians 
cannot  easily  be  discovered. 

We  expect  Soon  Coll.  Eyre,  and  I hope  his  report  will  Satisfy 
you  that  tho’  this  Fort  is  liable  to  be  overflowed,  it  cannot  be  en- 
dangered by  it,  if  it  could  be  reveted,  6c  had  Magazine  Above  ground, 
using  only  the  Casemates  in  case  of  need. 

Those  Floods  must  happen  Seldom,  the  oldest  Indian  not  remem- 
bering any  So  high.

We  have  lost  16218?  of  Flour  damaged  & Condemned  The  rest  of 
the  Provisions  and  Store  ere  Safe.  I have  got  up  a sufficient  quantity 
of  Salt,  tho'  I had  no  answer  yet  from  the  Contractors. 

All  the  Flour  has  been  aired,  & Sifted,  The  greatest  loss  is 
the  Powder,  of  which  the  Saltpeter  may  be  extracted,  and  be  of  use  or 

Sold  . 


I had  two  days  ego  an  Indian  Express  from  Detroit  with  the 
Inclosed,  and  was  Informed  by  him  that  a Party  of  Shawanese  had  lately 
taken  four  English  Scalps  on  the  frontiers  of  Virg?  or  Nr^  Carolina, 
Which  was  confirmed  this  day  by  three  Traders  coming  from  the  lower 
Shawanese  Town,  who  Say  that  the  rest  of  that  Nation  are  very  peace- 
able, and  have  expressed  great  discontent  and  uneasiness  at  those 
Scalps . 


I Shall  take  no  notice  of  this  first  breach  of  the  Peace 
till  I receive  your  orders  upon  the  Satisfaction  you  will  please  to

I shall  observe  on  M:  Commissary  lakes  remarks, 

l?^  That  if  the  Issuers  of  provisions  in  this  Department  have 
Neglected  to  Transmit  to  him,  or  his  deputy,  the  monthly  Returns  of 
provisions,  it  is  his  own  fault,  for  not  giving  his  Orders  to  the 
Contractors  to  have  it  done,  I direct  them  to  be  more  punctual  for 
the  future . 

2^  All  the  provisions  sent  from  hence  to  the  Upper  Posts  are 

Regularly  Accounted  for,  and  the  Wild  Meat  purchased  on  Account  of 
the  Crown;  I pass  receipts  to  the  Contractors  for  the  Effective 
Quantities  of  Flour  and  Meat  Issued  here  by  them  for  those  Garrisons, 
And  not  for  the  Number  of  Rations  issued  at  those  posts,  as  M:  Lake 
might  have  observed  in  my  Certificates, 

3^  His  remarks  Concerning  the  provisions  drawn  by  the  Women  of 

this  Battalion  may  be  Just,  as  it  is  not  possible  for  me  in  the  Ex- 
tensive dispertion  of  our  men,  to  be  as  minutely  Exact  as  I Could 
wish.  But  I write  to  the  Contractors  to  send  me  an  exact  list  of 
those  women,  and  in  the  mean  time,  to  reduce  them  to  half  Allowance, 
till  I can  know  their  Number  and  not  exceed  in  the  whole  three  per 
Company. 


The  only  Order  we  have  had  concerning  the  Allowance  of  those 
Rations,  was  given  by  Lord  Loudoun,  for  Six  Women  per  Company  of  a 
100  and  we  never  receiv’d  the  General  One,  refer* u to  in  your  letter: 
Which  shall  be  Strictly  Obeyed. 

I am  sorry  to  be  Obliged  to  represent  that  this  Battalion 
having  been  form’d  in  America  by  Recruits  inlisted  for  a limited  Time 
from  one  to  four  years,  and  having  had  very  few  Draff ts,  many  of  those 
men  are  Intitled  to  their  Discharges,  and  Some  have  Served  one  and 
two  years  beyond  th^ir  time,  and  tho*  I Can  not  Asscrtain  at  present 
their  Number  it  must  be  Considerable,  and  those  we  have  begin  to  be 
very  Anxious  for  their  Discharges 

I have  done  everything  in  my  power  to  keep  them  quiet,  but  as 
I suppose  from  the  many  Applications  I have  had  that  they  are  still 
more  Uneasy  at  the  Distant  Posts,  I thought  it  absolutely  Necessary 
to  beg  the  favour  of  your  Orders  there  upon. 
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Being  now  Comploat  wo  have  no  fund  to  recruit,  and  Could  not 

place  a man  immediately  if  Discharged. 

And  tho ’ this  may  bj  perhaps  an  improper  time,  permit  Me  Sir, 
to  submit , Mo 3-  respectfully  to  your  Consideration. 


That  this  is  the  sixth  year  this  Battalion  has  been  Continued 
in  this  Department,  and  has  not  been  together  from  the  beginning  of 
1757. 


That  the  Expence  Accrueing  from  the  Land  Carriage  of  Necessarys, 
falls  very  heavy  Upon  officers  and  men  in  t."  is  Department.  Mo  Allowance 
being  made  on  that  Account;  Tor  Baggage  and  Forrage  Money  paid  for  the 
Campaign  1761:  tho’  we  provided  agreeable  to  Orders,  our  Camp  Equipage. 

And  that  having  Neither  Officers  or  men  to  relieve  those  Station’d 
at  the  most  Distant  posts,  where  they  must  have  Suffer’d,  Much  last  ’Vinter , 
I -am  at  a loss  how  to  supply  them,  with  money  And  Necessarys,  if  they  are 
to  remain  there  another  year. 

I am  Inform’d  that  the  Magazine  of  provisions  at  Lcgonier  and  Bed- 
ford Suffer  considerably  by  Dump,  and  a prodigious  Encrase  of  Rats:  The 

few  men  I could  spare  for  those  posts,  being  Not  Sufficient  to  shift  and 
air  the  Barrels. 


As  I know  nothing  Material  to  be  done  at  this  Post  at  Present, 
if  you  think  Proper  I might  go  to  see  those  Stores,  and  Judge  what  can  be 
done  to  Preserve  thorn;  and  as  the  Country  people  settled  about  Bedford  may 
want  Flour;  should  you  approve  of  it,  Some  might  be  Sold  or  lent  them,  to 
be  replaced  in  kind  after  their  Crop. 

M:  Croghan  Arrived  hero  the  16:“  Instant,  and  having  Acquainted 
him  with  my  Orders  relating  to  the  reduction  of  Indian  Expcnces,  he  wrote 
me  the  Inclos' <: ; 

Tx.ere  may  be  yet  between  two,  and  three  Hundred  of  Our  people, 
prisoners  Amongst  the  Indians,  which  they  have  promis’d  to  deliver  this 
Spring:  General  Monckton  had  Authoris'd  me  to  give  them  some  presents 

on  those  Occasions;  but  from  the  high  price  of  goods  purchas’d  here  I 
find  the  smallest  present  comes  about  L5"-and  at  thu  same  time  appears 
to  me  Unavoidable. 
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I had  orders  likewise  to  give  spareingly  some  powder  and  Lead 
to  the  Indians  going  to  war  to  the  southward  which  has  been  a Constant 
practice  in  this  Continent,  but  the  Circumstances  being  Altered,  I 
beg  the  favour  of  your  Orders  on  those  two  Articles,  that  I do  not 
Exceed  your  Intentions. 

To  save  Expences  I write  to  Captain  Campbell  to  give  a Battoe 
and  four  of  his  men,  with  some  tobaco  to  the  Agent  Sent  to  Visit  the 
Western  Indians  by  Order  of  Sir  William  Johnston;  I shall  supply  him 
here  with  Wampum,  for  his  speeches,  and  spare  him  Flour  from  Sandusky. 

I shall  not  permit  any  Material  part  of  that  service  to  be 
Cramped  by  an  111  Judg’d  parsimoney,  but  use  with  Discretion  of  the 
Latitude  you  have  been  pleased  to  give  me. 

I receive  this  moment  letters  from  Presqu’Isle,  Le  Beouf, 
Venango,  and  Sandusky,  all  is  well  there, 

As  Soon  as  I receive  the  returns  from  Bedford  shall  send  them 
with  the  rest.

Sir 

This  day,  two  hours  after  Coll.  Eyre  had  lefft  this  Place,  I 
His  Excellency  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst 
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received  your  Excellency’s  Letters  of  the  28^  FebY  and  2.  of  March 
Convinced  by  my  own  Experience  in  this  inconsiderable  Part  of  your 
Extensive  Comand,  of  the  multiplicity  of  affairs  that  must  devolve 
upon  you  from  the  ’-Thole.  I have  avoided  troubling  you  with  a minute 
account  of  all  the  triffling  Events  that  occur  daily  here,  in  which 
number  I must  class  Fauquier’s  Letter  to  me,  as  I thought  it  in- 
tirely  groundless,  and  expected  that  my  answer  would  have  been  fully 
satisfactory  to  him. 

as  I know  of  no  legal  Title  People  can  have  to  settle  Indian 
Lands,  but  what  must  be  derived  from  the  Powers  given  by  the  Crown 
to  the  Comander  in  Chief,  or  the  Governors  of  Provinces,  I imagined 
to  have  obviated  all  Cavils  by  the  Exceptions  I had  made. 

Neither  could  I think  that  the  Lieut.  Governor  of  Virginia 
after  desiring  me  to  explain  ray  Intentions  in  issuing  that  order, 
Should  complain  to  you,  before  he  had  received  that  Explanation,  For 
certainly  his  Letter  to  me  in  that  Case  was  an  unnecessary  trouble 
to  himself,  and  his  Express  a useless  Expence  to  the  Publick.  I 
take  the  Liberty  to  inclose  a Copy  of  the  answer  I made  him  at  that 
t ime . 


I never  had  any  design  to  obstruct  any  man’s  Just  Rights,  or 
give  uneasiness  to  anybody,  and  much  less  to  a respectable  Colony. 

After  having  found  every  other  method  insufficient  I thought 
the  fear  of  Punishment  would  deter  the  outlaws,  who  were  the  only 
Persons  I had  in  view,  from  their  vile  practices,  but  tho'  some  are 
since  fallen  in  my  hands,  they  have  suffered  no  other  molestation 
than  to  be  expelled  from  their  Improvements,  and  have  their  Hutts 
burnt,  and  they  seem  at  last  disgusted  from  making  new  attemts,  as 
they  know,  that  tho*  I overlook  many  things,  I never  do  forgive  a 
breach  of  orders  in  this  departmt 

I had  yet  another  reason  to  make  my  Intentions  publickly 
known  at  that  time,  and  which  I thought  best  not  to  communicate  to 
Fauquier.  I had  been  repeatedly  informed,  that  one  Coll.  Cresap, 
who  is  concerned  in  one  of  the  Ohio  Companies  (the  favorite  Scheme  of 
Virginia)  was  proposing  by  way  of  Subscription  to  Several  familys  to 
remove  from  the  frontiers  of  that  Colony  &.  Mariland,  to  form  settle- 
ments on  the  Ohio  : I foresaw  that  those  poor  People  would  be  ruined  by 

that  bubble,  and  I was  the  more  induced  to  credit  that  Report,  from  an 
offer  made  me  by  that  same  Gentleman  of  a share  or  25,000  Acres  of  those 
Lands,  which  did  not  tempt  me. 

In  preventing  in  the  district  intrusted  to  me  a scandalous  breach 
of  a recent  Treaty,  by  the  measure  complained  of,  I can  not  at  least  be 
Charged  with  interested  Views,  or  having  exerted  the  little  Power  vested 
in  me,  to  the  oppressions  of  the  subject,  or  the  Indian. 
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As  an  officer  serving  without  Prospect  of  a higher  Rank  in  the 
Army,  There  is  no  object,  of  ambition  for  me  in  this  Country;  and  as  a 
man  I must  have  convinced  every  Individual  who  has  been  concerned  in 
this  department,  of  my  disinterestedness  in  never  receiving  the  most 
triffling  acknowledgment  from  any  man  in  it. 

No  Trader  or  settler  ever  paid  me  a shilling  for  their  Li-  ^ 
cencos,  nor  other  People  for  the  Plantations  I was  authorized  by  Gen- 
Monckton  to  grant  along  the  Communication,  and  at  Red  Stone  Creek, 
for  the  support  of  this  Post;  and  I have  constantly  observed  the  same 
Rule  with  the  Indians,  in  accepting  no  Presents  from  them. 

Divested  of  all  motives  of  ambition,  and  without  private  views 
of  Interest,  I flattered  myself  to  be  free  of  any  Imputation  of  Par- 
tiality or  Injustice,  and  having  heard  of  no  Complaints  from  either  of 
the  two  other  Provinces,  I must  ascribe  this  proceeding  to  the  mis- 
fortune I had  in  the  Campaign  of  1758,  to  be  obliged  to  differ  in 
opinion  with  some  Persons  of  VirgV  about  Roads  Sc  Provisions,  and  I am 
afraid  I remain  still  obnoxious  to  them,  which  can  only  increase  my 
desire  of  being  removed  from  this  Command,  if  it  was  consistent  with 
your  Pleasure. 

The  Obliging  manner  in  which  you  are  pleased  to  mention  that 
affair  to  me,  and  so  very  different  from  M1.  Fauquier’s  behavior,  re- 
quired with  my  most  grateful  acknowledgments,  that  I should  clear  my- 
self of  an  odious  Imputation,  the  Effect  of  a groundless  Jealousys  and 
the  greediness  of  ingrossing  those  Lands,  and  tho'  from  the  distance 
of  my  station,  I may  be  obliged  to  act  sometimes  without  orders  to  the 
best  of  my  Judgment,  It  shall  be  my  constant  endeavour  not  to  incur 
your  disaprobation,  or  disoblige  any  of  the  Provinces.  The  Garrisons 
of  Presqu'  Isle  & Venango  Shall  be  reduced  agreable  to  your  Directions 
& the  overplus  ordered  to  join  us  here. 

The  agent  sent  by  Croghan  to  the  Western  Indians  shall  have 
particular  Instructions  to  insist  on  the  delivery  of  the  two  deserters. 

M?  Gorell  being  at  the  Post  of  La  Faye  in  Lake  Michigan,  my 
reason  for  recommanding  his  more  particularly,  was  my  uncertainty  of 
the  money  being  lodged,  But  Lieut  Ralfe  being  satisfied  to  run  that 
Chance,  I can  now  safely  recommend  him  as  you  will  have  no  further 
trouble  about  that  purchase

Colonel  Bouquet;  or  Officer  Commanding  at  Fort  Pitt. 
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you  have  been  Indisposed. 

The  Accompts  in  the  Indian  Department  ought  certain 
ly  to  be  Supported  by  written  Orders  from  the  Commanding 
Officer,  Unless  on  Particular  Emergencies  7/hen  they  cannot 
be  Obtained.  The  Instance  You  give  of  having  Contented  the 
Indians  with  Co  Small  an  Expence,  is  a strong  proof  that  by 
Care  and  Oeconomy,  this  heretofore  heavy  Burthen  May  be  Re- 
duced to  a Much  less  Compass;  And  I hope,  from  the  Instruct- 
ions Sir  William  Johnson  gave  his  Deputy,  there  will  appear 
in  his  next  Accompts  very  Considerable  Retrenchments. 

On  the  Report  that  had  been  Made  to  Colonel  William- 
son of  the  Damaged  Powder,  he  Acquainted  Me,  that  he  would 
give  orders  for  having  the  Salt  Petre  Extracted  in  order  to 
Save  what  could  be  of  any  Use;  and  I Conclude  it  has  beer- 
done  Accordingly. 

I am  extremely  Sorry  to  hear  of  the  Scalps  taken  by 
the  Shawanese:  I had  flattered  Myself  that  there  was  an 

End  to  Such  Cruelties  on  Our  Frontiers:  Sir  wT'  Johnson  had 

heard  of  Some  Evil  Intentions  of  the  Indians  in  that  Quarter; 
but  Expected  to  hear  more  fully  from  M?  Croghan,  who,  he  did 
not  doubt,  would  prevent  any  of  their  bad  designs  from  taking 
place;  I shall  immediately  write  to  Sir  William,  as  he  is 
best  Judge  of  the  Manner  of  treating  those  Savages,  on  this 
particular  occasion;  & I would  not  have  You  take  any  Steps 
against  them  untill  I have  his  Advice.

I am  Sorry  to  Say  that  the  Report  he  has  Made  Me  of  the  State 
of  the  Works,  as  well  as  the  Situation  of  the  Fort,  is  very  Unfavor- 
able: As  I know  not  at  present  that  I Shall  have  it  in  my  power  to 

Send  You  any  More  Men  to  Carry  on  the  Works,  all  that  can  be  done  in 
the  Mean  time,  is  to  go  on  with  the  Hands  You  have  in  Doing  what  You 
can  on  the  former  plan,  for  I do  not  Chuse  to  Make  any  Alterations, 
without  Receiving  Orders  for  that  purpose  from  home. 

I Shall  now  Answer  Your  Letters,  according  to  their  Several 

Dates . 


As  the  Battalion  was  not  on  Service.  I thought  it  reasonable 
that  the  Eldest  Captain  Lieut,  in  the  Regim.  Should  Succeed  to  the 
Company  Vacant  by  the  Death  of  Captain  Mather;  And  have  Accordingly 
Signed  a Commission  in  favor  of  Capt.  Lieut.  Ecuyer;  Which  I Shall 
Send  to  Quebec,  with  Orders  for  his  Joyning  the  First  Battalion:  His 

Commission  is  Dated  the  27~fo  April;  And  You  will  give  it  in  Orders 
Accordingly:  The  Other  two  Commissions  I have  filled  up,  agreable  to 
Your  Recommendation;  And  I Herewith  Enclose  them,  that  You  May  Deliver 
them  to  Capt.  Lieut.  Meyer,  & Lieut.  Jehu  Hay;  The  former  of  whom  You 
will  Direct  to  Joyn  the  2_4  Batt1}  at  Quebec,  Coming  either  this  way, 
or  going  by  the  Route  of  Niagara,  as  is  Most  Convenient  for  him. 

As  I have  Made  a Requisition  from  the  Several  Provinces  for  a 
Number  of  Recruits  to  fill  up  the  Regular  Corps,  the  Success  whereof 
is  however  as  Yet  Doubtfull,  I Do  not  Intend  to  keep  any  of  those 
Whose  times  of  Service  are  Expired  longer  than  I can  Supply  their 
Place  by  Recruits;  Nevertheless  I would  have  You  ReEnlist  any,  Who  can 
be  persuaded  to  Remain  in  that  Service;  And  You  will  afterwards  trans- 
mit Me  a Return  of  Such  as  are  Entitled  to  be  Discharged  in  the  15 ^ 
Batt1?;  but  this  Must  be  done,  without  Alarming  the  Men,  or  giving  them 
hopes  of  an  Immediate  Discharge.

I Have  perused  LI.  Cr ogham * s Letter,  which  I herewith  Return 
You,  & have  only  to  observe  thereon  that  I by  no  Means  think  it 
adviseable  to  ..ake  any  alterations  in  the  Department  of  the  Agent 
for  Indian  Affairs,  as  I am  Convinced  the  Provinces  taking  that 
Charge  on  themselves  would  be  productive  of  Many  bad  Consequences 
to  the  oeveral  Governments,  tho*  not  to  the  Commanding  Officers  at 
the  Posts,  for  they  can  have  nothing  to  fear*  from  the  Indians,  while 
they  keep  a proper  look  out,  And  prevent  their  getting  too  Much  Am- 
munition; And  this  Naturally  Leads  me  to  Repeat  what  I have  often 
oaid  on  this  Article,  that  I would  Deal  it  very  Sparingly  to  the 
Indians  so  long  as  the  Bar  Continues,  & that  they  can  have  any  Ex- 
cuse of  being  Sot  on  by  Our  Enemies. -The  Total  prohibition  of  Rum, 

I hope  full,  have  Such  an  Effect  on  the  Indians,  as  to  Make 

them  Turn  their  thoughts  on  purchasing  of  the  Traders,  What  will  be 
More  Beneficial  to  themselves  and  Familys;  and  I am  Sure  it  will 
prevent  their  being  guilty  of  Many  Crimes,  Which  in  their  Liquor, 
they  were  too  apt  to  Committ. 

I am  glad  to  find  already  that  there  have  been  Considerable 
Savings  Made  in  that  Department , -which  has  been  through  Your  Care 
and  Attention;  And  I am  persuaded  You  will  take-  Every  Method  in 
four  power  for  Carrying  on  the  SorviCv.,  with  the  utmost  frugality: 
The  English  remaining  in  tho  hands  of  the  Indians  Must  bo  Delivered 
up;  for  I would  not  have  One  left  after  this  Summer;  And  I think 
the  Indians  will  not  Dare  to  Refuse  to  Comply  with  Our  Demands. 

Presqu ' j.sle  will  be  Supplied  with  Provisions  from  Niagara, 
as  I have  advice  of  great  Quantitys  being  sent  to  Canada;  and  Some, 

I make  no  Doubt,  is  already  Shipt  from  Fort  William  Augustus  for 
i agar a,  as  I had  ordered  Provisions  to  be  forwarded  from  thence, 
where  they  had  an  Overstock. 

As  You  Recommend  M?  Gorell  to  Succeed  Lieut.  Ralfe,  and 
that  tho  Latter  is  Satisfied  about  tho  Purchase  Money,  I have  Signed 
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the  Commissions  for  Lieut.  Gorell,  & Ensign  Hutchins,  which  L here- 
with Enclose  to  You,  that  You  May  Deliver  them  to  those  Gentlemen; 
They  are  Dated  the  2?.  March  the  day  I received  Your  first  Letter 
Naming  Gorell  to  the  Succession. 

Soon  after  My  Letter  to  You,  relative  to  the  Proclamation 
You  had  Issued,  which  had  given  offence  to  the  Virginians,  I had 
one  from  L^  GorT  Fauquier;  wherein  he  Says:  "Colonel  Bouquet  has 

"wrote  a very  Sensible,  Polite,  & Satisfactory  Answer,  with  Which 
"His  Majesty’s  Council  Seemed  very  well  pleased,  & Desired  that  I 
"would Express  their  Sentiments  to  him."  This  I make  no  doubt  but 
the  L.  Governor  has  done.,  & therefore  I need  Say  Nothing  More  on 
the  Subject:  As  I was  convinced  Your  Intentions  in  publishing

Sir, 


I am  to  own  Your  Letter  of  the  24^  May,  with  its  Enclosures, 
which  I received  last  Night. 

MT  Croghan  having  lately  transmitted  me  his  Accompt  & Vouchers 
from  November  last  to  the  l?’'  May,  I immediately  granted  a Warrant  for 
the  Amount  thereof,  which  I Enclosed  Under  Cover  to  You,  as  it  was  Un- 
certain where  he  Might  be:  There  is  no  doubt  but  the  Agents  will  think 

it  their  Interest  to  treat  the  Indians  as  of  more  Consequence  than  they 
really  are;  but  my  Opinion  of  this  is  to  Yourself  only,  and  I am  hope- 
full  the  method  now  pursued  by  You,  in  keeping  a Check,  on  all  the  Or- 
ders given  for  Presents  will  greatly  Reduce  the  Expences  of  that 
Department,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  Observe  in  the  last  Accompts 
of  M?  Croghan  that  the  Articles  for  Run  are  greatly  Diminished  from 
what  they  have  formerly  been,  which  I Attribute  Solely  to  Your  Care  & 
oeconomy . 

My  Orders  for  the  Prohibition  of  Rum,  were  in  Consequence  of 
the  Many  Evils  that  daily  arose  from  the  allowing  it  to  be  sold  to  the 
Indians;  They  have  been  sent  to  all  the  Posts,  & I Expect  they  will  be 
strictly  obeyed;  As  it  Appears  that  the  Trader,  whose  Rum  you  have 
Seized  knew  the  orders  given,  and  tried  to  Evade  them,  I think  it  very 
reasonable  that  what  You  have  taken  should  remain  in  the  King’s  Stores, 
to  be  Issued  for  the  use  of  the  Troops,  as  You  Occasionally  shall 
think  proper  to  order,  for  unless  Examples  are  made  it  will  be  Im- 
possible to  Deterr  the  Traders  from  Carrying  up  this  pernicious 
Liquor. 


Such  of  the  men  as  are  really  Entitled  to  their  Discharges, 
And  will  not  Re=Enlist,  may  depend  on  being  kept  no  longer  than  I 
can  fill  up  their  Places  with  Recruits  from  the  Provinces,  which  I 
am  hopefull  will  be  very  soon.  I am  not  Determined  as  Yet  with  re- 
gerd  to  the  Destination  of  the  Virginia  Regiment:  If  Other  Services 

Should  not  Interfere,  I May  perhaps  order  them  to  Pittsburgh ; -but 
this  is  at  present  uncertain;  And  therefore  you  will  do  the  best  you

all  Garrisons  at  times,  and  the  Method  of  Sending  Insolent  Anonymous 
Letters  sometimes  practised  by  the  Men:  but  if  the  Authors  are  once 

Detected  & an  Example  made,  these  Discontents  will  soon  subside:  The 

men,  whose  Rights  are  doubtfull  must  not  Expect  their  Discharges  at 
this  time,  as  the  Service  will  by  no  means  permit  it. 

Having  Enquired  into  the  state  of  Capt.  Cochrane’s  health,  M? 
Napier  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  he  should  re- 
main here  a little  longer  to  undergo  another  Operation;  after  which, 
if  his  Health  will  permit  he  will  Joyn  the  Battalion. 

By  late  Advices  from  Fort  W P Augustus  & Oswego,  I have  the 
pleasure  to  Learn  that  two  vessells  had  already  sailed  from  the  former 
place  with  Provisions  for  Niagara,  so  that  Ample  supplys  will  be  there 
in  time  to  furnish  all  the  distant  Posts,  with  a sufficient  stock 
for  the  next  winter. 

I am  very  glad  my  having  granted  the  late  Commissions  in  the 
Battalion  is  so  agreeble  to  you:  Capt.  it  Philips  cannot  come  better 

Recommended  to  me  than  by  you,  being  persuaded  you  would  not  Recom-

The  Behavior  of  the  Indians  in  Detaining  the  Captives,  Con-

‘.That  you  mention  of  the  Bridges  on  the  Communication  will  al- 
ways happen,  untill  the  Service  will  permit  more  than  Temporary  Ones 
to  be  Built:  At  present  all  that  cr.n  be  done  is  to  Repair  them  in 

the  be3t  manner  you  can,  with  the  Hands  you  have.  The  Virginia 
Troops  are  the  only  Provincials  I Could  Send  you,  and  I have  been  for 
3ome  time  past  Undetermined  as  to  their  Destination:  I Had  once  some 
thoughts  of  Ordering  the  Whole  Regiment  to  Fort  Fitt ; tut  as  I know 
not  but  they  may  be  wanted  for  other  more  Essential  Services,  they 
must  Remain  for  the  present  where  they  are.

It  is  with  great  reluctancy,  I am  obliged  to  mention  again 
the  Case  of  our  Men  intitled  to  their  discharges,  They  have  behaved 
themselves  very  well  from  the  time  I acquainted  them  with  your  In- 
tention, to  have  them  discharged  as  soon  as  they  could  be  replaced 
by  Recruits,  Biit  I am  almost  certain  that  they  will  not  Stay  longer 
than  the  End  of  this  Campaign,  In  which  Case  many  who  have  only 
pretentions  and  no  clear  Right  will  very  probably  follow  their  Ex- 
ample which  It  would  not  be  in  my  power  to  prevent:  Their  long 

Stay  in  this  Department  has  made  them  acquainted  with  the  Woods  & 

I can  no  more  have  them  taken  up  as  formerly.  We  have  lost  12  Men 
a few  day's  ago  & in  all,  by  desertion  Since  May  last  the  Party  & 
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(Octo'cer  5,  1762) 


Indians  I sent  after  them  have  had  no  Effect.  Those  are  not  Men 
who  had  a right  to  their  discharges,  Sc  as  the  Conduct  of  the  last 
has  mode  then  deserving  of  being  recomanded  I take  the  Liberty  to 
ask  it  as  a particular  favour,  that  you  would  be  pleased  to  grant 
then  their  discharge  after  this  Campaign,  which  I hope  would  be 
attended  with  a good  Effect  in  giving  hopes  to  others  to  be  treat- 
ed in  their  turn  with  the  Sane  Indulgence.  If  I had  any  prospect 
to  be  able  to  make  them  continue  longer  in  the  Service  I would  not 
be  So  Impertunate,  being  well  acquainted  with  the  difficulty  of  re- 
placing those  men  in  the  present  circumstances;  Their  Number  in  this 
Side  the  Lake  amount  at  present  to  Forty;  who  have  clear  & Indisput- 
able Titles.  Nff  Hutchins  is  returned  from  visiting  the  Western  In- 
dians Sc  has  Seen  all  our  Posts  on  the  Lake.  Sir  William  Johnson  will 
inform  you  of  the  mercenary  dispositions  of  these  Savages.  Those  re- 
turned from  the  Treaty  at  Lancaster  do  not  appear  Satisfied;  and  the 
numerous  Sc  frequent  Partys  of  Warriors  of  the  Six  Nations  going  to 
War  with  the  Cherokes,  are  become  very  troublesome  since  they  get  no 
more  the  presents  of  Powder,  Lead  Sc  other  articles  they  were  used  to 
receive  at  this  Post;  MT  Croghan  has  informed  Sir  William  of  their  be- 
haviour Sc  continual  Impertunity. 

Capt  Basset  our  Engineer  has  acquainted  me  that  his  accounts 
could  not  be  passed  as  they  were  not  in  a proper  form.  I have  seen 

his  Book,  Sc  it  appears  to  me  that  he  has  followed  exactly  the  Methods 

presented  by  Capt.  Gordon  who  is  properly  answerable  for  that  irregul- 
arity; as  I see  nothing  further  to  do  at  present  at  this  Post,  if  he 
would  be  permit’d  to  go  to  Coll.  Eyre,  He  might  perhaps  clear  that 
Post  of  the  accounts  he  is  charged  with. 

I had  the  honour  to  inform  you  a year  ago  that  I had  paid  money 
[At]  Publick  Saving  in  this  Departn^  In  Consequence  of  General  Monck- 

tons  former  orders,  to  me  the  Account  Sc  Vouchers  of  which  were  trans- 

mitted to  give  at  the  time  he  embarked  for  Martinico,  The  desire  of 
settling  those  accounts  Sc  Some  private  affairs,  oblige  me  to  beg  your 
Leave  for  a short  absence,  if  the  Service  will  admit  of  it  after  re- 
ceiving your  orders  concerning  cur  Men  and  as  I have  been  three  years 
constantly  at  this  Post.

I have  the  honour  to  Inform  your  Excellency  that  the  7"$h  In- 
stant Coll:  Burd  arrived  here  from  Philadelphia,  with  a letter  from 
Mr  Richard  Peters  desiring  me  in  the  name  of  the  Governors  of  Pen- 
silvinia,  to  Assist  Col:  Burd  and  M?  Davenport  (Agent  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Store  at  this  Post)  in  Executing  a Commission  from  him  Con- 
cerning the  Prisoners  to  be  delivered  by  the  Indians  to  that  Govern- 
ment. This  being  an  Innovation  in  the  usual  Manner  of  Proceeding  in 
Indian  affairs  at  this  Post,  and  as  far  as  appears  to  me  a Precedent 
which  might  tend  to  lessen  the  Weight  of  the  Crown  with  these  Indians 
I Cannot  Without  your  Orders  comply  with  that  Measure. 

My  answer  to  MT  Peters  Containing  Part  of  my  Objections  to 
the  Governors  Instructions  I beg  leave  to  Inclose  it,  and  shall 
only  take  the  Liberty  to  add,  that  the  Crown  having  hitherto  been  at 
the  sole  and  heavy  Expence  Occasioned  by  the  Indians  in  this  Depart- 
ment And  it  Appearing  from  the  Journal  of  the  D.  Agent  for  Indian 
Affairs,  that  they  have  Already  delivered  upwards  of  400  Prisoners 
at  Different  times  here  and  at  Detroit,  in  Consequence  of  the  sev- 
eral Treaties  held  at  those  Posts  by  your  Orders:  It  is  a Doubt 

With  me,  Wnether  you  Will  Approve  that  any  particular  Government 
Should  now  Interfere  in  their  own  name,  and  out  of  their  Province  in 
a Point  so  Pressingly  and  Repeatedly  insisted  on  by  yourself. 

I make  no  doubt  that  the  Government  of  Pensilvinia  have  only 
the  Publick  Good  in  View  in  their  Private  Treaties:  but  from  the 

Anxiety  of  Some  Persons  in  that  Province  to  Concern  themselves  in 
Indian  Politicks  I should  think  their  Intervention  will  rather  perplex 
than  falcilitate  the  Management  of  Indian  Affairs.

But  Coll:  Burd  and  Mi  Devenport  the  Commissioners  appointed 
to  receive  the  Prisoners  having  the  Governors  Orders  to  deliver 
themselves  in  this  Fort  a Speech  and  Belt  in  his  name  to  the  In- 
dians, as  likewise  a Power  to  make  them  Presents  on  that  Occasion, 

I must  beg  leave  to  observe  that  ever  since  the  Kings  Troops  have 
taken  Post  here,  all  Indian  affairs  have  been  Transacted  in  this 
Department  in  the  Nome  of  the  Crown,  And  that  I cannot  take  upon 
me  to  introduce  so  Considerable  an  Alteration  as  would  be  the  De- 
livering of  Speeches  and  Fresents  to  the  Indians  in  the  name  of 
any  of  the  Governments,  till  I receive  the  the  Generals  Order  for 
that  Purpose. 

I have  offered  to  the  Commissioners  to  deliver  myself  the 
Import  of  the  Governors  Message  to  the  Indians  and  after  the  Deliv- 
ery of  the  Prisoners  And  the  Distribution  of  the  Presents  granted 
by  the  Government  of  Pensilvinia  in  Consideration  of  their  loss  of 
time  and  Fatigues  in  bringing  those  Prisoners  that  then  the  Commis- 
sioners should  take  Charge  of  them,  and  havo  them  safely  Conducted 
to  the  Settlements. 

These  Gentlemen  not  thinking  themselves  Authorized  to 
Deviate  from  their  Instructions,  The  Execution  of  Part  of  their 
Commission  must  Necessarily  remain  Suspended  till  I know  the  Gen- 
erals Intentions. 

And  in  the  Meantime  not  to  obstruct  or  Delay  the  Delivery 
of  the  Prisoners  I have  Sent  a Message  to  Informe  the  Indians  of 
the  Arrival  of  these  Gentlemen  and  recommended  the  Greatest  Dili- 
gence to  them  in  Collecting  the  Prisoners  that  they  might  be  Deliv- 
ered as  Soon  as  Possible  and  tho  it  is  very  probable  that  it  will 
require  a Month  and  more  to  bring  them  here  If  any  should  come  be- 
fore I have  an  Answer  they  shall  be  received  in  tho  Usual  manner 
by  me  And  delivered  Immediately  to  the  Commissioners. 

I beg  Sir  you  will  please  to  lay  my  Objections  to  the  Measure 
proposed  before  the  Governor.  And  Assure  him  that  I am  Extremely 
Sorry  to  find  myself  so  Circumstanced  by  the  rules  of  the  Service  as 
not  to  be  able  to  Comply  Implicitly  with  the  Instructions  given  to 
the  Commissioners,  being  absolutely  Obliged  to  wait  for  the  Generals 
Orders  on  that  Subject.

Sir  Joseph  York’s  recommendation  in  favour  of  I.l£  Vanhulst 
could  not  fall  upon  a Subject  more  deserving  your  Protection.  I do 
with  Pleasure  vouch  for  his  Character  and  but  for  fear  of  being  im- 
portunate , should  long  ago  have  taken  the  Liberty  to  recommend  him 
to  you  myself. 

He  shall  repair  to  New  York  as  soon  as  possible  and  I will 
look  out  for  another  Mate  to  succeed  him  in  the  Batt^ 

The  Cattle  you  ordered  to  Detroit  have  teen  Sent  early  there 
and  must  have  answered  well,  as  the  Posts  was  short  of  Provisions; 
The  Vessells  having  not  been  launched  so  soon  as  was  expected. 

Major  Wilkins  is  given  in  orders  as  Major  to  this  Battalion. 

I have  acquainted  MT  Croghan  that  he  is  to  conform  himself 
hereafter  to  the  new  Regulations  made  by  Sir  William  Johnson  and 
approved  by  you,  for  the  reduction  of  the  Standing  Expences  of  the 
Indian  Department  under  his  care. 

The  Indians  have  not  yet  brought  here  any  of  their  Prisoners 
since  my  Letters  of  the  5.  and  9.  Instant,  and  I hope  to  receive 
your  instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  receiving  them  before  any 
appear. 


I am  extremely  Sorry  that  I can  not  transmit  from  hence  the 
distribution  of  the  monies  I received  in  1757,  and  1758.  in  virtue 
of  the  Earl  of  Loudoun’s  Warrants  having  none  of  those  Papers  here.

M.  Morticr  D.  Paymaster  General  may  infom  you  mere  clearly 
than  I could  myself  for  what  reason  a Warrant  was  not  granted  to 
discharge  mo  tho'  I Sollicited  it  at  N.  York  from  General  Abercrom- 
bie during  three  Weeks  at  my  return  from  Carolina  in  April  1758.

Having  received  yesterday  His  Majesty’s  Commands  to  account 
for  the  distribution  of  the  monies  impressed  in  my  hands  in  1757, 
and  1758,  in  virtue  of  the  Earl  of  Loudoun* 3 Warrants  amounting  to 
L 7500  St?  for  Subsisting  the  Detachment  under  my  Command  in  Caro- 
lina. - and  to  defray  Such  contingent  Expenses  as  the  Service  might 
require,  the  whole  of  which  Mr  Calcraft  alleges,  has  been  charged 
against  Coll  Montgomery's  Regiment,  although  part  of  it  had  been 
appropriated  to  other  Services,  by  which  the  arrears  of  the  officers 
are  anticipated: 

I must  request  on  this  occasion  the  favour  of  your  assis- 
tance to  clear  this  affair,  as  I have  not  there  any  of  the  Papers 
relative  to  it,  and  as  I had  the  honour  to  inform  you  at  that  time

I was  detained  Some  time  longer  than  I expected  by  the 
discovery  of  a pretended  new  Conspiracy  of  the  Senecas,  Dela- 
wares, L Shawancso  to  Strike  us,  but  as  the  Western  Indians 
have  refused  to  join  them  their  Intentions  must  prove  abortive.

Pitt  only,  and  in  proportion  to  the  more  distant  Posts:  or  ere 

obliged  to  buy  necessaries  of  Traders  at  exorbitant  Prices  and  though 
Baggage  money  has  not  been  allowed  to  other  Corps  Serving  in  Gsrrisons, 
This  Battalion  is  differently  circumstanced  from  the  greater  distance 
of  their  Posts,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  communications.  I beg 
your  Excellency  will  please  to  take  it  in  Consideration,  and  grant  to 
the  officers  Serving  in  that  Department  Some  allowance  for  Carriage 
from  the  begining  of  1761.  or  at  least  to  the  Subalterns,  and  permit 
that  Shoes  and  other  necessary  articles  for  the  Soldiers  may  be  car- 
ried to  the  Posts  at  the  Crown’s  Expence.

cannot  Order  any  Allowance  on  that  Account : The  55 1*1  Regiment  is  in 

the  Same  Circumstances  on  another  Communication,  and  altho’  it  is 
hard  upon  the  Officers,  it  is  what  must  be  Submitted  to,  when  the 
Service  Requires  it.  With  regard  to  the  Expence  of  Carrying  up  Shoes 
A other  necessary  articles  for  the  Troops,  it  is  to  be  Observed  that 
a Soldier  in  this  Country  is  Supplyed  with  Provisions,  an  Advantage 
allowed  no  where  Else,  so  that  his  pay  is  left  Whole  to  furnish  him 
with  Necessarys.

To  reestablish  peace  on  solid  and  lasting  foundations  and  re- 
move forever  all  causes  of  dispute  regarding  the  boundaries  of  British  and 
French  territories  on  the  continent  of  America,  it  is  agreed  that  for 
the  future  the  limits  between  the  possessions  of  His  Britannic  Majesty 
and  those  of  His  Most  Christian  Majesty  in  that  part  of  the  world  shall 
be  irrevocably  fixed  by  a line  drawn  in  the  middle  of  the  Mississippi 
River  from  its  source  a3  far  as  the  Riviere  d'Iberville,  and  thence  by 
a line  drawn  in  the  middle  of  that  river  and  of  Lakes  Maurepas  &.  Pont- 
chartrain  to  the  sea.  And  to  thi3  end  the  Most  Christian  King  cedes 
in  full  property  and  guarantees  to  His  Britannic  Majesty  the  river  and 
port  of  Mobile,  and  all  that  he  possesses  or  should  possess  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  River,  with  the  exception  of  the  city  of  New 
Orleans  and  of  the  island  in  which  it  is  situated,  which  shall  remain 
to  France:  It  is  understood  that  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi 

River  shall  be  equally  free  to  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain  as  well 
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( February  10,  1763) 


as  to  those  of  France,  in  all  its  course  and  extent  from  its  source  to 
the  sea,  and  especially  that  part  which  is  between  the  above  named 
Island  of  New  Orleans  and  the  right  bank  of  this  river,  as  well  as  the 
right  to  enter  and  leave  by  its  mouth.  It  is  further  stipulated  that 
vessels  belonging  to  subjects  of  one  or  the  other  nation  may  not  be 
stopped,  searched,  or  subjected  to  the  payment  of  any  duties  whatever.

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I beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  a Letter  I received  fron  a 
Soldier  detached  to  the  Detroit,  of  Capt  Shlosser’s  Company  I find 
him  in  the  List  of  those  who  claim  their  discharges  & his  title  [in[ 
a Certificate  of  MT  Adhem  a Justice  of  Peace  at  York  Town  in  Pennsil- 
vania,  some  years  after  the  man  was  a soldier;  a very  indifferent 
authority. 

I have  made  Inquires  concerning  the  Packett  & containing  my 
Accompt  & Vouchers  transmitted  in  Sepr  1761  Monckton,  to  whom  I in- 
close by  this  Express  the  Deposition  of  the  Several  persons  through 
whose  hands  it  has  passed.  It  rests  now  w the  Post  Office  at  New 
York  to  account  for  its  miscarriage  as  I have  given  Credit  to  the  Pub- 
lick  in  that  accorapt  for  three  Eills  now  returned  to  me.

a Right  to  his  Discharge  (which  must  be  Decided  Either  by  the  Officer 
who  Enlisted  him,  or ; if  he  has  no  Account  of  the  time,  by  the  Justice 
of  Feace  who  Attested  him) , I would  by  no  means  Detain  him;  but  if  his 
Claim  is  not  Just,  what  he  Advances  in  his  Letter  ought  to  be  Disre- 
garded, and  he  Obliged  to  Behave  in  a more  becoming  manner  for  the  fut* 
ure .

Fort  Miami s March  30^^  1763 

A Copy  of  a Speech  made  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  Miami  Indians 
at  the  delivery  of  a Belt  of  Wampem  sent  to  them  from  the  Shawanee 
Nation  in  the  winter  of  the  year  1762-- 

My  Brother — 


According  to  your  desire  and  Treaties  with  us  I 
have  consulted  with  our  Chief  Warriors  in  respect  to  this  Belt  of 
Wampam  which  you  discover'd  to  be  in  this  Village  and  we  all  think 
it  best  to  deliver  it  to  you  so  that  you  may  send  it  to  your  Gen- 
eral; tho  we  were  not  to  let  this  belt  be  known  of  till  it  ariv’d 
at  Ouiattanen;  and  then  we  were  to  all  Rise  and  put  the  English  to 
death  all  about  this  place,  and  those  at  the  other  places. 
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(March  30,  1763) 


This  Belt  we  receiv’d  from  the  Shawanee  Nation,  & they  re- 
ceiv’d it  from  the  Delawares,  and  they  from  the  Senecas,  who  are 
very  much  enraged  against  the  English.  As  for  the  Indian  that  was 
the  beginner  of  this  we  cannot  tell  him,  but  he  was  one  of  their 
Chiefs,  and  one  that  is  always  doing  Mischief,  and  the  Indian  that 
brought  it  to  this  place  was  our  Chief  who  was  dovn  at  the  Grand 
Council  held  in  Pennsylvania  Last  Summer.  We  desire  you  to  send 
this  down  to  your  General  and  George  Croghan,  and  let  them  find 
out  the  Man  that  was  making  this  Mischief.  For  our  parts  we  will 
be  still  and  take  no  more  notice  of  their  Mischief  neither  will  we 
be  concern’d  in  it,  if  ve  had  ever  so  much  a mind  to  kill  the  Eng- 
lish there  is  always  some  discovery  made  before  we  can  accomplish 
our  design. 

This  is  all  we  have  to  say  only  you  must  give  our  Young 
Warriors  some  paint,  some  powder,  & Ball  and  some  Knives  as  they 
are  all  going  to  T/ar  against  our  Enemies  the  Cherokees. 

I think  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  this  is  the  contents 
of  what  was  said  at  the  delivery  of  the  Belt  now  Sent.

Stores;  for  I Doubt  not  but  in  the  General  Disposition  that  may  be 
made,  Fort  Pitt  will  be  Considered. 

The  Unexpected  Delay  of  the  Packet  Boat  puts  a stop  to  Every- 
thing; but  I hope  Soon  for  the  Arrival  of  One,  or  a Man  of  War:  I 

Cannot  however  Refuse  your  Request  to  go  to  Maryland,  as  I am  Sure  you 
would  not  make  it,  if  your  Business  could  be  transacted  without  your 
presence;  The  Sooner  you  Set  out  the  better,  and  you  may  Either  Return 
by  the  way  of  Philadelphia,  or  proceed  Directly  to  Fort  Pitt,  as  you 
think  best,  Acquainting  me  therewith,  that  I may  send  my  Orders 
accordingly.

Campbell  at  Detroit, 
which  I have  received,  I understand  the  Indians  in  them  parts,  seem 
uneasy  in  their  Minds,  since  they  heard  so  much  of  North  America  is 
Ceded  to  Great  Britain;  and  the  Indian  Nations  this  way  seem  somewhat 
Dissatisfied  since  they  heard  it,  and  Says,  the  French  had  no  Right  to 
give  away  their  Country;  as,  they  Say,  they  were  never  Conquered  by 
any  Nation;  And  I am  of  Opinion  the  Accounts  of  the  Peace,  & hearing 
so  much  of  this  Country  being  given  up  to  Great  Britain,  has  thrown 
them  into  Confusion  & prevented  their  bringing  in  all  our  Prisoners 
this  Spring,  as  they  Promised.

As  I Received  a Letter,  a few  days  ago,  from  Croghan,  on 
the  same  Subject,  I herewith  Enclose  you  a Copy  thereof,  with  Copy 
of  my  Answer,  as  I Think  the  Contents  of  the  Letter  should  be  made 
Known  to  You:  I am  Sorry  the  Indians  should  Entertain  such  Idle 
Notions  regarding  the  Cessions  that  have  been  made  by  the  French 
Crown;  But  I Trust  they  will,  on  due  Consideration,  Deliver  up  all 
the  Prisoners,  agreable  to  their  first  Promise,  and  not  Drive  us  to 
the  Necessity  of  Using  Harsh  Methods,  when  it  is  in  their  Power  to 
Secure  our  Friendship  by  Voluntarily  Complying  with  our  Request. 

The  Deserters  which  are  in  Jayl  in  Philadelphia  &.  York  Town, 
must  Remain  where  they  are,  ’till  I See  what  Movements  may  be  made, 
and  then  there  may  be  an  Opportunity  of  Conducting  them  to  the  Bat- 
talion. 


The  Uncertainty  of  what  Numbers  may  be  Fixed  at  Fort  Pitt , & 
the  Dependent  Posts,  and  of  the  Orders  I may  Receive  regarding  that 
Department,  made  me  Delay  Entering  into  the  New  Contract  with  the 
Agents,  untill  I hear  from  England;  but,  in  the  meantime,  that  the 
Troops  may  not  Suffer,  & that  We  may  be  in  some  Degree  prepared,  I 
leave  it  to  You,  to  Order  the  Contractors  Agents  to  Send  up  such  a 
Quantity  of  Fresh  Flour,  & Live  Cattle  as  may  be  absolutely  Nec- 
essary, to  prevent  any  Risque  of  Want , in  Case,  any  Troops  should 
be  Ordered  down  the  River.

I had  yesterday  the  honor  of  your  Excellency’s  Letter  of  the 
157^  inclosing  a Copy  of  M?  Crcghan’s  Letter  to  you,  with  your  answer; 
He  might  have  observed  in  his  Instructions,  that  the  Salaries  fixed 
for  his  Department  in  Sterling  Money,  are  calculated  at  4/8d  the  Dol- 
lar. He  will  no  doubt  rectify  that  Error  and  pay  more  regularly  for 
the  future. 

It  was  natural  to  expect  that  the  Indians  will  express  some 
uneasiness  at  the  Cessions  made  in  their  Country  by  France;  The  nature 
of  which  has  not  perhaps  been  clearly  explained  to  them;  their  fears 
for  their  Lends  may  be  increased  from  the  Consciousness  of  having 
deserved  to  be  chastised  for  their  past  bad  Conduct,  as  they  have  no 
notions  of  forgiving  Injuries. 

Their  dislike  can  be  of  little  consequence,  and  their  own  In- 
terest must  convince  them  of  the  propriety  and  the  necessity  of  Sub- 
mitting to  the  Measures  of  the  Government,  to  which  Some  presents 
timely  placed  and  a kind  treatment  will  soon  reconcile  them. 

If  you  Should  think  it  worth  the  Expense  a meeting  of  their 
Chiefs  at  Pittsburgh,  would  probably  remove  their  Jealousies  and  en- 
gage them  to  give  Some  of  their  People  to  Serve  as  Interpreters  with 
the  more  remote  Indians,  & Spread  favorable  dispositions  among  them. 

In  consequence  of  the  discretionary  Power  you  have  been 
pleased  to  give  me,  I have  directed  the  Contractors  agents  to  Supply 
Fort  Pitt  with  One  Hundred  Thousand  Weight  of  fresh  Flour,  which  is 
about  Six  Months  bread  for  the  actual  garrisons  and  Indians,  and  One 
Hundred  Head  of  Live  Cattle. 

As  it  will  take  a considerable  time  to  forward  that  quantity. 
It  may  be  lessened  if  you  think  it  too  great,  but  this  is  the  best 
Season  to  procure  Carriages. 


iis  Excellency  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst 
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I have  avoided  mentioning  either  old  or  new  Contract,  but 
recommended  the  greatest  Oeconomy  in  the  article  of  Carriage  of 
which  a distinct  accompt  will  be  kept. 

Capt.  Ogle  of  the  34?  ^ Regiment  having  shown  me  a Letter 
from  Major  Hamilton  acquainting  him  that  you  had  aproved  of  my 
passing  his  Recruits,  I have  examined  them,  and  certified  the  Re- 
turn.

I have  the  honor  to  inclose  you  a Letter  I received  yesterday 
from  the  Detroit:  I have  deprived  myself  of  the  Pleasure  of  writing 

to  you  sooner  in  expectation  of  being  able  to  acquaint  you  with  the 
Dispositions  made  for  taking  Possession  of  Our  Western  Frontiers: 
but  no  orders  are  come  yet  from  England  for  this  Department. 
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The  Indians  appear  much  displeased  at  the  Cessions  made  by 
France  to  us  in  their  Country,  77hich  I suppose  the  Government  will 
hav . explained  to  then  before  we  take  Possession.  Some  orders  for 
that  Parpos-  having  already  been  sent  to  the  Southern  Governments. 

I left  the  Spanish  Mare  at  my  Farm  quite  lame,  but  as  she 
Seems  to  have  Some  blood,  and  may  bring  a good  Colt,  I take  the 
liberty  to  avail  myself  of  your  kind  offer  Sc  have  ordered  her  to 
be  sent  to  Annapolis. 

This  town  appears  now  very  dull  to  me  compared  to  the  agree- 
able Society  in  your  Province,  which  I shall  always  remember  with 
equal  Pleasure  Sc  gratitude.

The  Contractors  must  forward  the  Provisions  You  have  Ordered, 
in  the  best  manner  they  can:  Should  any  thing  happen  to  Occasion  an 

Alteration,  I shall  not  fail  to  Acquaint  you  therewith,  that  We  may 
stop  our  Hand . 

I Would  have  the  Carpenters  kept  no  longer  than  they  have 
Compleated  the  Twenty  new  Batteaus,  & Repaired  the  Old  Ones:  You 

will  therefore  Order  them  to  be  Discharged  when  they  have  Effected 
the  above  Service.

I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  Copy  of  a 
Letter  this  moment  received  from  Fort  Pitt. 

As  having  no  other  Intelligence  I can  not  judge  what  number 
of  Indians  are  concerned  in  this  Insurrection,  nor  if  the  Communica- 
tion is  infected. 

I received  your  Letter  of  the  23^  May,  Mr  Leake’s  observa- 
tions, I did  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  any  alteration  in  the 
orders  given  to  the  contractors,  as  they  might  have  been  recalled 
every  day  after.  Part  of  the  Provisions  required  had  been  delivered. 
This  alarm  will  put  a Stop  to  all  Carriages,  as  no  Country  man  will 
be  prevailed  upon  to  go  up  for  some  time  vithout  an  Excort . 

Croghan  left  this  Town  tvo  days  ago,  on  his  way  to  Pitts- 
burgh

This  morning  an  Express  from  Fort  Pitt  brought  me  the  Inclosed 
Account  of  the  Indians  proceedings:  I have  communicated  to  Governor 

Hamilton,  who  at  my  request  has  wrote  to  the  magistrates  of  Carlisle 
tc  send  immediately  some  men  to  reinforce  the  Garrison  of  Bedford, 
and  escort  Ten  Horse  Loads  of  Powder,  which  I have  ordered  to  be 
Sent  to  that  Post  from  Carlisle,  provided  they  can  have  a Sufficient 
Party  to  prevent  it  falling  in  the  hands  of  the  Indians:  The  Gover- 

nor will  do  every  thing  in  his  Power  for  the  Service  but  he  expects 
no  assistance  from  his  Assembly  if  they  are  called  upon. 

Capt . Ourry  has  collected  the  Inhabitants  about  Bedford,  and 
if  they  can  get  Powder  that  Magazine  Will  be  in  no  danger,  of  being 
burnt .

About  Three  o'clock  this  Afternoon,  both  your  Expresses 
Arrived  here,  with  your  Letters  of  the  4^  & 5~^  Instant;  -hereupon 
I gave  Immediate  orders  for  Compleating  the  Light  Infantry  Companys 
of  the  17  42^  & 77 . Regiments  : They  are  to  Assemble  without  Loss 

of  time,  & to  Encamp  on  Staaten  Island  under  Major  Campbell  of  the 
42^  to  whom  I intend  to  give  the  Command;  And  they  shall  proceed 
directly  to  Execute  such  Orders  as  I shall  think  proper  to  give 
Major  Campbell,  according  to  the  Advices  I may  Receive  from  You,  of 
the  further  proceedings  of  the  Savages. 

Altho'  I have  thought  proper  to  Assemble  this  Force,  which 
I judge  more  than  Sufficient  to  Quell  any  Disturbances  the  Whole 
Indian  Strength  could  Raise,  yet  I am  persuaded  this  Alarm  will 
End  in  Nothing  more  than  a Rash  Attempt  of  what  the  Senecas  have 
been  threstning  and  which  We  have  heard  of  for  some  time  past: 

As  to  their  cutting  off  Defenceless  Familys,  or  Even  seme  of  the 
Smell  Posts,  it  is  certainly  at  all  times  in  their  power  to  Effect 
such  Enterprises;  particularly  while  We  Ourselves  Supply  them  with 
Fowd er  & Lead  , as  appears  from  Captain  Ecuyer’s  Letter  of  the  29 1*1 
May,  to  have  been  the  Case  with  those  Villains,  who  are  Suspected 
to  have  Committed  the  Mischief.  The  Post  of  Fort  Pitt,  or  any  of 
the  Others  Commanded  by  Officers,  can  certainly  never  be  in  Danger 
from  such  a Wretched  Enemy  as  the  Indians  are,  at  this  time,  if 
the  Garrisons  Do  their  Duty;  I an  only  Sorry,  that  when  such,  Out- 
rages are  committed,  the  Guilty  should  Escape;  for  I am  fully  con- 
vinced the  only  true  Method  of  treating  those  Savages,  is  to  keep 
them  in  proper  Subjection,  & punish,  without  Exception,  the  Trans- 
gressors . 


I Find  M?  Croghan  had  Set  out  for  Fort  Pitt;  As  that  is 
the  proper  Place  for  the  Discharge  of  his  Duty,  I could  Wish  he 
would  Remain  there;  for  I know  of  no  Service  that  could  Require 
his  presence  at  Philadelphia.

You  did  very  right  to  Inform  Governor  Hamilton  of  this  Intel- 
ligence; and  I have  no  Doubt  of  his  Zeal  & Readiness  to  Do  Everything 
in  his  power  to  protect  the  Inhabitants:  I wish  the  Assembly  would 

as  Effectually  Lend  their  Assistance;  Eut  as  I have  no  Sort  of  De- 
pendence whatever  on  them,  I have  taken  such  measures  as  will  fully 
Enable  me  to  Chastize  any  Nation,  or  Tribe,  of  Indians  that  Dare  to 
Commit  Hostilities  on  His  Majesty’s  Subjects:  I only  Wait  to  Hear 

from  You  what  further  Steps  the  Savages  have  taken;  for  I still  think 
it  cannot  be  anything  General,  but  the  Rash  Attempts  of  that  Turbulent 
Tribe  the  Senecas,  who  Richly  Deserve  a Severe  Chastizement  from  our 
Hands,  for  their  Treacherous  Behavior  on  many  Occasions.

I Send  back  your  Second  Express  whom  I had  detained  in  Expec- 
tation of  hearing  of  the  further  Proceedings  of  the  Savages,  but  as 
you  don’t  write  I Suppose  their  Rash  attempt  has  had  no  other  bad 
Consequences  hitherto. 


This  letter  is  acknowledged  by  Ourry  in  a letter  dated  June  17, 
1763,  (B.  M. , Add.  MSS.  21642,  f.  433). 
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(June  9,  1763) 


The  General  has  taken  the  necessary  measures  to  chastize  those 
infamous  villains,  and  differs  only  to  make  them  feel  the  Weight  of  his 
resentment  till  he  is  better  Informed  of  their  intention.  He  is  per- 
fectly Satisfied  that  all  the  Posts  commanded  by  Officers  can  run  no 
Risk;  I do  not  know  how  those  in  the  Department  of  Detroit  are  circum- 
stanced, but  I am  certain  that  ours  beyond  Pittsburgh  can  not  be  taken 
excepted  by  Surprise,  which  the  officers  will  carefully  guard  against.

I rec^  14^  Your  Excellency’s  Letters  of  12^  , and  have  re- 
quired Major  Campbell  to  proceed  to  this  Tovsn  with  the  two  Companies. 

We  are  yet  too  much  in  the  Dark  to  form  a Plan;  but  if  Things 
are  as  represented  I propose  to  march  these  two  Companies  to  Fort  Pitt, 
with  a Convoy  of  Flour,  Sheep  and  some  Powder,  which  will  be  kept 
ready  at  Shippensburgh  and  in  escorting  back  the  Horses  and  Drivers, 
clear  the  Forts  of  all  useless  People  and  leave  sufficient  Garrisons 
on  the  Communication  to  keep  it  clear  and  open  to  further  Supplies. 

Any  Alteration  you  may  think  proper  to  make  in  that  Disposition  will 
come  in  Time.  In  the  Supposition  that  the  Communications  with  Nia- 
gara from  Montreal  and  Albany  can  be  depended  upon,  I beg  you  would 
please  to  take  in  Consideration  whether  the  Blockhouse  at  Venango  & 

Le  Boeuf  ought  not  to  be  abandoned  and  their  small  Garrisons,  when 
disengaged,  sent  to  F:Pitt  or  Presqu1  Isle  keeping  only  this  last 
Post  which  can  be  conveniently  supplied  by  the  Lake  whereas  to  support 
the  other  two  is  very  precarious  and  would  require  more  Men  than  we 
can  apare;  without  any  visible  advantage. 

The  Communication  from  F:  Pitt  to  the  Detroit  by  Sandusky, 
appears  to  me  impracticable  during  a War  with  the  Savages  from  the 
too  great  Distance,  through  a Country  full  of  Swamps  and  cut  by  Rivers 
and  Creeks  some  of  which  are  seldom  fordable. 

The  Panick  appears  General  on  the  Frontiers,  which  will  soon 
be  deserted.  Should  these  Provinces  raise  Troops  permit  me  to  submit 
to  you  whether  they  would  not  be  of  more  Service,  if  formed  in  Ranging 
Companies  composed  of  Hunters  & Woodsmen  who  may  be  had  on  the  Front- 
iers of  this  Province,  but  particularly  on  those  of  Maryland  & Virginia; 
and  if  those  Levies  were  under  tho  Inspection  of  an  officer  to  reject 
the  Rabble  too  commonly  rec’d  which  Occasions  great  Expence  in  Pay  & 
Provisions  without  doing  any  Service.  Ve  have  no  Powder  here:  I shall 

get  some  from  tho  Traders  in  Cumberland  County.  The  Magazine  at  F: 

Pitt  being  liable  to  bo  overflowed  would  you  approve  of  building  a 
small  one  on  one  of  the  Bastions.

I have  Received  your  Letter  of  the  16^  Instant;  and  I Approve 
Entirely  of  the  Disposition  you  proposed  to  make  of  the  two  Companys; 
for  at  present,  the  first  thing  to  be  thought  of,  is  to  Secure  the 
Frincipal  Fort  and  Communication.  You  will  See  by  the  Enclosed  Duplicate 
of  my  Letter  of  Yesterday,  that  another  Company  is  Ordered  to  March  to 
Philadelphia,  and  therefore  you  will  Leave  Directions  for  the  Commanding 
Officer  to  follow  you.  The  Remains  of  the  42Y  shall  likewise  proceed 
to  Philadelphia  for  the  Same  Service,  should  there  be  a Necessity  for 
them:  But  the  Small  Remains  of  the  77th  v;bich  Scarce  Amount  to  One 

Company  are  so  feeble  and  Weak,  with  the  West  India  Distemper  that  I 
Fear  they  will  not  be  able  to  go  on  Service. 

I Have  Sent  Captain  Dalyell  to  Niagara,  and  he  will  have  Attent- 
ion to  the  Supplying  Presqu’Icle  from  thence  with  Reinforcements  of  Men, 
or  whatever  Else  the  Oarrison  may  stand  in  need  of,  which  I hope  will 
Arrive  in  time  to  prevent  its  Falling  into  the  Hands  of  the  Indians, 
should  they  Attack  it,  Especially  as  they  got  a Few  Men,  & a small  Sup- 
ply of  Provisions,  from  the  Officer  of  Hopkins's  Rangers,  that  was 
Obliged  to  Return  to  Niagara,  after  having  been  great  part  of  the  Way 
to  the  Detroit,  the  Indians  having  Attacked  and  Routed  his  Detachment. 

The  Abandoning  of  any  Posts,  at  a time  when  the  Indians  are 
Committing  Hostilities,  must  be  Attended  with  the  Worst  of  Consequences: 
wherefore,  altho  the  Posts  at  Venanvo  and  Le  Boeuf  may  be  of  Little  Ad- 
vantage to  Us,  yut  I Cannot  think  of  giving  them  up,  at  this  time,  if 
We  Can  keep  them,  as  such  a Step  would  give  the  Indians  Room  to  Imagine 
themselves  more  Formidable  than  they  really  are;  and  it  would  be  much 
better  We  never  Attempted  to  take  Post  in  what  they  call  their  Country, 
if  upon  Every  Alarm  Ws  Abandon  them.

et  present  for  Us  to  take  every  precaution  We  can,  by  which  W!e  may  put 
a stop  as  soon  as  Possible,  to  their  Committing  any  further  Mischief, 
and  to  bring  them  to  a proper  Subjection;  for  without  that,  I never  do 
Expect  that  they  will  be  Quiet  and  Orderly,  as  Every  Act  of  kindness 
and  Generosity  to  those  Barbarians  is  Looked  on  as  proceeding  from  Our 
Fears;  I don’t  however  the  Less  mean  to  Treat  them  Well,  provided  they 
Behave  Quietly,  and  are  Deserving  of  good  Usage. 

The  Provincials  that  may  be  furnished  on  this  Occasion,  if  put 
under  your  Command,  you  can  Always  Employ  as  you  Judge  best,  Either 
as  Rangers  or  Woodsmen;  And  I would  not  Desire  them  to  be  Placed  upon 
a Different  Footing  than  Usual,  as  I am  perswad^  Difficultys  would  be 
Immediately  Started  to  any  New  Proposal. 

The  Powder  Magazine  at  Fort  Pitt  being  built  to  be  Overflowed 
is  Indeed  a very  unlucky  Circumstance,  but  I hope,  at  present,  no  such 
Accident  will  happen:  Such  Temporary  precautions  as  can  be  taken  to 

preserve  the  Ammunition,  you  will,  of  Course,  attend  to.

You  will,  from  time  to  time,  Acquaint  Gov:  Hamilton,  to  whom  I 
now  Write,  of  Everything  Extraordinary  that  may  happen,  and  that  you 
think  should  be  made  known  to  him.

I Have  only  to  Add  that  should  the  Indians  have  been  able  to  do 
Mischief  at  the  Detroit,  or  the  upper  Posts,  for  as  yet  I have  no  Ac- 
count from  thence,  I must  Collect  all  the  Force  I possibly  Can  at  Nia- 
gara, & Presq’Isle,  and  take  such  measures  as  may  not  only  Reduce  the

The  Alarm  of  the  Rack  )settlers|  is  but  too  Natural  on  such

Ordered  your  way,  are  fewer  than  I Could  Wish,  ’tho  I shall  Send  all 
that  can  be  Spared  from  hence. 

I Can  by  no  means  make  any  Alteration  in  the  usual  Method  of 
Supplying  the  Garrison  of  Fort  Augusta:  The  Provisions  shall  be  paid 

for  by  the  Crown  according  to  former  Contract,  but  the  Expence  of 
Carriage  must  be  Defrayed  by  the  Province;  that  Garrison  being  En- 
tirely Provincial,  and  to  Subject  the  Crown  to  this  new  Expence,  would 
be  a Precedent  that  I Cannot  Allow.

Since  my  Lest  I have  received  a Letter  from  Major  Gladwin,  by 
the  ray  of  Niagara,  Dated  the  14th  May,  wherein  he  Acquaints  me  of  the 
base  and  Treacherous  Behavior  of  the  Indians,  v?ho  had  Actually  Invest- 
ed the  Fort,  and  were  Committing  Hostilities,  altho*  he  did  not  Doubt 
but  he  should  be  able  to  Defend  the  Place,  untill  Reinforcements 
Arrived:  He  Writes  me,  that  the  Chief  of  the  Ottav;as,  who  seems  to  be 

the  Principal  Ringleader  of  this  Mischief,  Sent  a Message  that  he,  with 
a Considerable  Number  cf  Indians  Intended  to  Pay  the  Major  a Friendly 
Visit;  and  accordingly,  on  the  G^1  May,  a Body  of  about  Three  Hundred 
came  to  the  Fort;  but  the  Major  getting  Information  the  night  before 
that  their  Designs  were  Bad,  made  such  a Disposition,  that  the  Indians, 
who  were  Armed  with  Knives,  Tomahawks,  & Guns  Cutt  Short  and  hid  under 
their  Blankets,  were  Confounded,  and  after  making  a Short  Speech,  and 
receiving  a few  Fresents,  they  went  off:  That  Immediately  after  they 

sent  Partys  who  Murdered  Several  of  our  People,  who  Unfortunately  were 
at  a Distance  from  the  Fort,  among  whom  were  Sir  Robert  Davers,  Lieut; 
Robertson,  A their  Boats  Crow;  Lieut:  Robertson  having  been  Employed 
in  Sounding  the  Entrance  of  Lake  Huron,  and  Sir  Robert  had  Accompanied 
him:  The  Villains  after  this,  had  the  Assurance  to  Come,  with  a Pipe 
of  Peace,  Desiring  Admittance  into  the  Fort:  Major  Gladwin  Refusing 
to  Receive  any  but  their  Chiefs,  they  Immediately  Commenced  Open  Hos- 
tilities by  Killing  the  King’s  Cattle,  and  Murdering  the  People  who 
had  the  Care  of  them;  and  then  Fired  upon  the  Fort,  on  which  however 
they  Could  make-  no  Impression,  Major  Gladwin  being  well  Provided,  by 
that  time,  with  Provisions  & ammunition. 

Everything  Major  Gladwin  Mentions  to  have  Done,  on  this  Occas- 
ion, has  my  Approbation;  I only  Regret  that  when  the  Chiefs  of  the  Ot- 
tawas,  A the  Other  "Villains,  Returned  with  the  Pipe  of  Peace,  they  were 
not  Instantly  put  to  Deajjh:  I conclude  Major  Gladwin  was  not  Apprized 

of  the  Murder  of  Sir  Rob.  Davers,  Lieut:  Robertson  &ca.  at  that  time, 
or  he  CertainLy  would  have  Revenged  their  Deaths  by  that  Method:  & In- 

deed I Cannot  but  Wish,  that  Whenever  We  have  any  of  the  Savages  in  Our 
Power,  who  have  in  so  Treacherous  a way  Committed  any  Barbarities  on 
Our  People,  a Quick  Retaliation  may  be  made,  without  the  least  Except- 
ion or  hesitation.

Major  Wilkins,  on  the  Arrival  of  the  Schooner  with  this  News, 
Immediately  sent  a Reinforcem.  of  Fifty  Men,  with  a Lieutenant  & Non 
Commissioned  Officers,  which  I hope  will  have  got  very  Seasonably  to 
Major  Gladwin's  Relief. 

This  makes  not  the  least  Alteration  to  my  Plan  I had  fixed 
upon,  before  I received  this  Advice;  as  I am  Determined  to  take  Every 
Measure  in  my  Power,  not  only  for  Securing  and  keeping  Entire  Possession 
of  the  Country,  but  for  Punishing  those  Barbarians,  who  have  thus  Per- 
fidiously Massacred  His  Majesty's  Subjects. 

To  Effect  this  Most  Essential  Service,  I Intend  to  Collect, 
agreable  to  what  I Wrote  you  in  my  Last,  all  the  Force  I Can,  at 
Fresqu* Isle  A Niagara,  that  I may  Push  them  forwards,  as  Occasion  may 
Require;  I Have  therefore  Ordered  the  Remains  of  the  42$  & 77^  Reg't's( 
the  first  Consisting  of  214  Men , Including  Officers;  and  the  Latter 
of  135  Officers  Included,  which  will  March  this  Evening  or  Ear^y 
tomorrow  Morning,  under  the  Command  of  Major  Campbell  of  the  4_2:  who 
has  my  Orders  to  Send  an  Officer  before  to  Acquaint  you  of  his  being 
on  the  March,  and  to  Obey  such  further  Directions  as  he  may  Receive 
from  you. 

Sir  John  st  Clair,  who  is  here,  having  Assured  me  that  the 
best  Route  is  by  Newton , Ashton , <Lca,  and  Avoid  the  Town  of  Phila- 
delphia, I have  Recommended  to  Major  Campbell  to  Pursue  that  Route, 
as  I wish  to  have  these  Corps  ^t  Pittsburgh  as  soon  as  possible;  and

7_1?h  as  were  not  Able  to  march,  to  Albany,  to  Relieve  the  Company 
of  the  55th  at  present  there,  who  are  to  March  Immediately  to  Os- 
wego . 


Sir  Johnson,  in  a Letter  I received  two  Days  ago,  gives 
it  as  his  Opinion,  that  the  turning  the  Cherokees,  Cetabaws,  &ca. 
against  the  Indians,  Concerned  in  the  Present  Mischief,  would  Answer 
many  good  Ends:  To  which  I have  Answered  that  he  is  no  Doubt  the 

best  Judge  of  the  Disposition  of  the  Indians,  &,  Consequently  of  the 
Methods  most  likely  to  Succeed  in  Engaging  them  to  fall  upon  One 
Another;  but  that  at  present,  Our  Chief  Attention  must  be,  to  Re- 
gain, as  soon  as  Possible,  the  Entire  Command  of  the  Country  &ca.

I Have  perused  Capt:  Ourry’ s Letters,  k Entirely  Approve  of 
the  Measures  taken  by  him  for  the  Security  of  Fort  Bedford,  k the 
Communication:  The  Behavior  of  the  Inhabitants  in  so  Rashly  throwing 

themselves  into  the  power  of  the  Indians,  without  the  least  Intention 
or  Resolution  to  Defend  themselves,  is  Indeed  very  Unaccountable,  and 
Attended  with  bad  Consequences,  as  it  Encourages  the  Savages  to  Repeat 
their  Attempts.-- 


Their  Success  in  Defeating  Lieut:  Cuyler’s  party,  I Fear,  has 
been  a great  Means  of  Spiriting  up  the  Indians  below,  as  they  have  no 
Doubt  Flattered  themselves,  with  the  Hopes  that  the  Detroit,  and  the 
upper  Posts  were  likewise  Cutt  off:  What  M?  Croghan  mentions  with  Re- 

gard to  the  part  he  believes  the  Delawares,  and  the  Other  Nations  in 
General,  Intend  to  play  on  this  Occasion,  I think  is  very  Just,  and  I 
am  perswaaed  it  will  turn  out  Exactly  so,  whenever  they  meet  with  a 
proper  Check. 

My  Opinion  with  regard  to  the  Indians  that  are  in  our  power, 
is,  that  they  should  Remain  as  prisoners;  as  I am  Convinced  they 
would  be  among  the  first,  were  they  Let  Loose,  that  would  Jcyn  the 
Others:  I However  Leave  it  to  you,  to  Send  One  of  those  now  at  Fort 

Bedford,  in  Order  to  Obtain  Intelligence,  according  as  you  may  Judge 
proper . 


I hare  already  told  you,  that  all  the  Troops  from  hence,  that 
Could  be  Collected,  are  Sent  you;  and  these  are  Indeed  more,  and  in  a 
better  Condition,  than  I expected;  so  that  should  the  whole  Race  of 
Indians  take  Arms  against  Us,  I Can  do  no  more:  The  Province,  I am 

hopefull,  will  Enable  the  Governor  to  Raise  some  Men  for  its  protect- 
ion and  Defence,  on  so  Critical  an  Occasion;  and,  as  I mentioned  in 
my  Last,  the  Great  Number  of  Regular  Officers,  will  Certainly  prove 
very  Useful  to  you,  Especially  should  any  Provincials  be  furnished. 

I Write  again  to  Governor  Hamilton,  on  the  Subject,  pressing 
him  to  Use  his  Utmost  Influence  with  his  Assembly;  k Likewise  that  I 
Expect  the  Legislature  will  Immediately  Pass  a Law  to  Compell  the  In- 
habitants to  furnish  Carriages,  as  without  so  Essential  a help,  it 
will  be  Impossible  to  Effect  this  Service,  which  is  not  only  Intended 
for  the  Preservation  of  the  Country  in  General,  but  for  the  Immediate 
Security  and  Defence  of  the  Frovince  of  Pennsylvania  in  particular. 

I Approve  of  Croghan f s having  Raised  the  25  Men  to  Garrison 

Fort  Littleton,  which  appears  to  have  been  very  necessary:  and  I 

think  it  but  Reasonable  that  Expence  should  be  Defrayed  by  the  Province, 
for  which  purpose  I also  Write  to  the  Governor:  But  I am  to  Acquaint 

you  (for  your  own  Information  only)  that  as  I never  will  permit  any 
Officer  of  the  Crown  to  be  a Loser  by  Exerting  himself  for  the  good  of 
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(June  25,  1763) 


the  Service,  should  the  Province  of  Pensylvania  absolutely  Refuse  to 
Defray  this  Expence,  it  shall  not  fall  on  W Croghan,  for  it  shall  be 
paid  cy  the  Crown.--  You  may  Acquaint  MT  Croghan,  that  I hare,  from 
time  to  time,  Informed  Sir  W?  Johnson  of  Every  Intelligence  I have 
Received,  and  that  his  Letter  to  Sir  William,  with  the  Enclosures, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  him. 

The  Resolution  of  Ensign  Christie,  in  being  prepared  for  the 
Defence  of  his  Post,  gives  me  great  pleasure;  and  I Doubt  not  Major 
Wilkins  will  have  Sent  him  the  Ammunition  & Provisions  he  Required. 

It  was  very  lucky  that  the  Ship  Carpenters  had  not  left  Fort 
Pitt  before  this  Affair  happened,  as  they  must  be  of  great  Use  there. 

Sir  John  S.  Clair  never  told  me  that  his  Health  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  Act;  and  as  the  Service  Requires  his  presence  on  the  Com- 
munication, I shall  Immediately  Order  him  thither. 

I Have  furnished  Messt s Plumsted  & Franks  with  a Credit  for 
money  to  procure  Carriages  &ca;  But  have  Recommended  to  them,  to  Drive 
Live  Cattle,  & to  send  a Sufficiency  of  Bread,  along  with  the  Troops, 
which  would  not  only  be  mere  Conducive  to  the  Men's  Healths,  but  Save 
a great  Expense  in  the  Transportation  of  Salt  Provisions. 

With  Regard  to  Captain  Ogle's  Recruits,  I have  thought  of  them 
as  well  as  the  Other  partys  belonging  to  the  Corps  in  the  West  Indies; 
but  as  these  Regiments  are  Expected  these  two  Months  past,  and  that 
when  they  Arrive,  they  must  be  Completed,  I think  it  would  be  Wrong 
to  Send  those  Recruits  upon  Service,  as  they  would  only  take  that 
Opportunity  to  Desert,  and  go  off.

I had  this  Moment  the  Honour  of  your  Excellency’s  Letter  of 
the  23^  Instant  with  the  most  welcome  News  of  the  Preservation  of  the 
Detroit  from  the  infernal  Treachery  of  the  vilest  of  Brutes:  I regret 

sincerely  the  brave  Men  they  so  basely  massacred,  but  hope  that  we 
shall  soon  take  an  adequate  Revenge  on  the  Barbarians. 

The  Reinforcement  you  have  ordered  this  Hay,  so  considerable 
by  the  additional  Number  of  Officers,  will  fully  enable  me  to  crush 
the  little  Opposition  they  may  dare  to  offer  along  the  Road,  and  secure 
that  Part  of  the  Country  against  all  their  future  Attempts,  till  you 
think  proper  to  order  us  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Rest  of  your 
Forces  to  extirpate  that  Vermine  from  a Country  they  have  forfeited, 
and  with  it  all  Claim  to  the  Rights  of  Humanity  --  The  Route  recommend- 
ed by  S?  J:  S;  Clair  is  good  & shorter,  but  I doubted  whether  the 
Troops  would  not  be  retarded  that  Way  on  Account  of  Provisions  & Car- 
riages --  The  two  first  Companies  will  be  at  Carlisle  28 L^,  from  whence 
I propose  to  detach  a Party,  to  proceed,  by  a shorter  way,  to  Bedford; 

& if  safe,  to  Ligonier,  to  reinforce  immediately  that  Post  till  I can 
follow  with  the  Convoy  — I shall  leave  no  Men  of  the  42^  Reg^  and  as 
few  of  possible  of  the  77^  upon  the  Communication , and  only  such  as, 
by  Weakness,  cannot  easily  proceed  further.  I have  no  Pretention  to 
be  a Judge  of  Indian  Affairs,  but  I should  be  sorry  we  should  ever 
appear  to  be  under  the  least  Obligation  to  the  perfidious  Cherokees; 
and  as  to  the  Catawbas  they  are  no  more  a Nation;  I would  rather  chuse 
the  Liberty  to  kill  any  Savage  that  may  come  in  our  Way  than  to  be  per- 
petually doubtful  whether  they  are  Friends  or  Foes  — I cannot  finish 
this  Letter  without  returning  my  grateful  Thanks  to  your  Excellency  for 
this  early  Communication  of  an  Event  so  Important  as  the  Safety  of  the

The  two  light  Infantry  Companies  of  the  42^  and  77^  Regime" 
arrived  here  yesterday. 

A general  Panick  has  seized  this  extensive  Country  and  made 
the  Inhabitants  abandon  their  Farms  & their  Mills:  The  agent  employed 

by  the  Contractors  could  not  on  that  Account  provide  the  Carriages  and 
Provisions  I had  ordered  to  be  ready  by  the  28 1*1  Instant:  and  I have 

been  obliged  to  send  back  to  Lancaster  for  Flour  & Waggons,  which  I 
expect  will  be  here  about  the  8^  of  -July,  when  I shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  Fort  Pitt. 

I had  this  day  a Letter  from  that  Post  dated  the  18^  contain- 
ing nothing  material. 

To  morrow  morning  a Party  of  Two  Officers  and  30  men,  with  a 
guide  will  march  for  Bedford  from  whence  they  are  to  proceed  with  some 
Woodsmen  acquainted  with  the  Country  to  Fort  Ligonier. 

There  appears  to  be  few  Savages  yet  on  these  frontiers,  but 
every  Tree  is  become  an  Indian  for  the  terrified  Inhabitant.

Since  my  Last  I have  received  Nothing  New,  Either  from  your 
way  or  the  Albany  Communication;  but  I Flatter  myself  I shall  soon 
have  good  Accounts  from  the  Upper  Country. 

In  the  Meantime  I make  no  Alteration  in  my  former  plan,  of 
pushing  forwards  all  the  Troops  That  Can  be  Spared,  to  Presqu’Isle 
3c  Niagara:  I Beleive  I Di~  not  mention  to  you  before,  that  I Do 
not  Intend  you  Yourself  should  go  farther,  than  Fort  Pitt,  as  I 
would  have  you  Remain  there,  for  forwarding  all  the  Services  that 
may  be  Required  on  the  Communication,  and  to  be  in  Readiness  for 
going  Down  the  River,  agreable  to  what  I formerly  Acquainted  you 
of,  should  I Receive  Directions  from  home  for  that  purpose.--  I 
should  be  very  glad  that  the  Shipwright's  who  are  now:  at  Fort  Pitt, 
were  Sent  to  Presqu’Isle,  so  soon  as  the  Communication  is  Safe, 
that  they  may  be  Employed  in  Building  some  Craft  for  the  Lake,  for 
which  purpose  I have  Wrote  to  Capt:  Loring  & Major  Gladwin,  & they 
will  Receive  their  Orders  from  Capt:  Loring.--  This  is  a very  Es- 
sential Service,  &.  therefore  the  Sooner  the  Shipwrights  can  get 
to  Presqu’Isle  the  better. 

Major  Gladwin  is  to  have  the  Command  of  the  Troops  to  be 
Employed  in  Retaking  Possession  of  any  of  the  Upper  Posts  that  may 
have  fallen  into  the  Hands  of  the  Indians,  as  well  as  for  Securing 
that  part  of  the  Country  for  the  future;  for  which  I have  Sent  h^m 
the  Necessary  Directions;  and  as  I have  Acquainted  him  of  the  42 :

An  Express  from  Fort  Pitt  brings  this  Moment  the  fatal  Account 
of  the  loss  of  our  Posts  at  Presqu’Isle,  Le  Boeuf,  and  Venango,  Your 
Excellency  will  see  in  the  inclosed  Letters  all  the  Particulars  I had 
of  this  unexpected  disaster.

As  the  Destruction  of  the  important  Post  at  Presqu’Isle  will 
occasion  some  alteration  in  your  first  Plan,  I beg  you  will  favor  me 
with  your  orders  concerning  the  Troops  you  have  destined  for  this 
Department . 


By  the  inclosed  Return  of  Provisions  at  Fort  Pitt,  that  Post 
does  not  stand  so  immediately  in  need  of  a relief,  as  to  make  us  run 
great  Risks  to  force  a Convoy  up,  before  the  Province  can  give  us 
some  assistance. 

I doubt  if  on  account  of  the  Harvest  PensilvI * * * * * * 8  can  have  Troops 
raised  and  equipped  in  less  than  Six  Weeks  or  two  Months,  during  which 
time  they  are  incapable  of  any  defence,  for  want  of  a Militia  Law. 

The  savages  must  soon  disperse  for  want  of  Provisions,  and 
their  first  Impetuosity  cooled,  they  will  be  more  easily  dealt  with. 

I shall  however  move  forward  as  soon  as  I can  collect  the 
Horses  & Carriages  I want,  which  the  great  Consternation  and  flight 
of  the  Inhabitants  makes  very  difficult. 

I have  required  the  Governor  to  send  them  Arms  and  Ammunition, 
and  proposed  to  collect  the  People  on  this  Frontier  in  a few  well 
stockaded  Places  inclosing  Mills,  As  a Retreat  for  themselves,  their 
families  Sc  Provisions,  to  keep  Possession  of  the  Country,  and  if  the 
Enemy  should  penetrate,  destroy  all  kind  of  Eatables,  which  could  not 
be  secured  in  those  Strong  Holds  and  might  fall  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Savages,  but  from  the  nature  of  this  Government  I suppose  nothing  will 
be  done  in  Time. 

The  second  -CompY  of  the  42'^  will  be  here  the  5^'n  and  I expect 
the  Remains  of  the  two  Reg^s  on  the  6^  or  Seventh. 

I have  secured  all  the  Provisions  I could  get  in  this  country, 
100  Head  of  Cattle,  200  Sheep  and  about  3000^  of  fine  Powder  from 
the  Indian  traders;  I expect  the  flour  fit,  Waggons  from  Lancaster  by 
the  8lll. 


I received  your  Letter  of  the  25^  June  and  Shall  continue  in 

the  service  the  men  so  timely  raised  by  MY  Croghan  which  the  Province 

will  I hope  take  into  their  Pay.

Sir , 

Last  wight  I received  your  Letter  of  the  29^  June;  and  Early 
this  morning  an  Express  Brought  me  that  of  the  3^  Instant. 

The  Loss  of  Presque’ Isle  (which  I Fear  is  too  True,  altho*  it 
may  happen  that  the  Soldier  who  gives  the  Account  may  prove  to  be  a 
Deserter)  gives  me  great  Concern:  Eut  it  must  make  no  Alteration  in 
my  Plan:  There  seems  to  have  been  an  Absolute  Necessity  for  my  Sending 
You  all  the  Troops  I could  for  the  protection  of  the  Inhabitants, 
Otherwise  the  Savages  would  have  Spread  their  Depredations  all  over  the 
Country:  They  will  now  Retire  as  You  Advance;  And  I would  have  you 

Follow  the  same  Directions  I have  already  given  You  for  Sending  Troops 
forward  to  Presqu  ’ Isle , ^Tot  withstanding  this  Disaster,  only  Observing 
to  Send  them  in  such  a manner  that  their  March  may  be  Secure,  and  that 
they  may  be  able  to  Encounter  any  Body  of  Indians  that  can  Attack  them. 

I Write  Immediately  to  Niagara,  and  Shall  Try  to  Send  Troops 
from  thence  to  Retake  possession  of  Presqu* Isle:  The  Orders  I have 

already  Sent  to  Major  Gladwin,  of  which,  you  have  been  Acquainted,  are 
to  that  Purpose:  I shall  now  Acquaint  him  of  this  Loss,  and  I Wish  I 

could  Send  him  Immediately  some  more  Force:  Should  any  of  the  Corps 

from  the  West  Indies  come  this  way,  I shall  Lose  no  time  in  Forwarding 
them  to  Niagara  to  Strengthen  the  Force  already  sent;  but,  in  the  mean- 
time, We  must  Do  the  Best  We  can  with  the  Numbers  We  have. 

I Write  again  to  Governor  Hamilton;  and  I Trust  the  Province 
will  now  Enable  him  to  Raise  a Sufficient  Force  to  protect  the  Back 
Settlements,  while  the  Regulars  are  Employed  in  Chastizing  the  Savages. 

On  your  Arrival  at  Fort  Pitt,  You  will,  of  Course,  get  Rid  of 
the  Women  & Children,  and  all  Useless  Hands  as  fast  as  can  be  Done, 
with  their  Safety;  for  the  Article  of  Provisions  is  a very  Material 
One,  and  must  be  Attended  to.

Hostilities  against  Us. 

Captain  Ecuyer  Seems  to  Act  with  great  Prudence,  &,  I Approve  of 
Everything  he  mentions  to  have  Done:  A Fixed  Resolution  should  be 

taken  by  Every  Commanding  Officer,  whose  Post  is  Attacked  by  Savages, 
Vever  to  Trust  to  their  Promises,  but  to  Defend  his  Post  to  the  Last 
Extremity;  and  to  take  Every  Occasion  he  can  of  Putting  them  to  Death 
while  they  are  Attempting  to  Take  Every  Life  away  that  they  can:  We 

have  so  many  Recent  Instances  of  their  Ereach  of  Faith,  in  this  Partic- 
ular, that  I am  Surprized  any  Officer  in  his  Senses,  would  Enter  into 
Terms  with  such  Barbarians.

I Have  this  Morning  received  a Letter  from  Colonel  Bouquet, 
Containing  some  Fresh  Advices  of  the  Indians  pursuing  their  Dep- 
redations, and  he  writes  me  he  had  Communicated  the  Same  to  You: 


Governor  Hamilton 
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( July  7,  1763) 


This  makes  no  Alteration  in  my  Plan;  for  at  present  I have  not  One  Man 
more  to  forward  from  hence  than  I have  already  Sent,:  Indeed  it  was 

merely  Accidental  that  the  Troops  I Did  Collect  were  here,  and  without 
them,  I know  not  what  might  have  been  the  Consequence,  for  it  now 
appears  very  Plain  that  the  Savages,  if  not  Repulsed  by  a Superior 
Force,  would  not  Stop  after  Cutting  off  the  Posts,  but  would  Even  pro- 
ceed to  the  Lower  Towns. 

If  the  present  Situation  of  the  Poor  Families,  who  have  Aban- 
doned their  Settlements,  & the  Danger  that  the  whole  Province  is 
Threatened  with  from  the  Barbarians,  can  have  no  Effect  in  Opening  the 
Hearts  of  your  Assembly  to  Exert  themselves  like  Men,  I am  sure  no 
Arguments  I Could  Urge  will  be  Regarded:  I must  however,  as  it  is  my 
Duty,  Request  you  will  Use  your  Utmost  Influence  to  Induce  them  to  be 
Speedy  in  Granting  a Necessary  Aid  for  the  protection  of  the  Back  Set- 
tlements, that  I may  be  Enabled  to  push  forwards  the  Small  Body  of  Reg- 
ulars for  the  Chastizement  of  the  Savages,  & the  Security  of  the  Coun- 
try hereafter:  for  unless  the  Indians  are  Convinced  by  the  Force  of 

Arms,  that  7 Je  Can  Maintain  Our  Ground,  our  Safety  must  be  always  very 
precarious .

The  Signal  to  Distinguish  them  is  to  be  a Green  Bough  in  the  Muzzle 
of  their  Guns , which  you  will,  of  Course,  give  Orders  that  it  may 
be  Observed;  and  should  you  think  it  Necessary  to  Send  any  Trusty 
Indian  to  Presqu’Isle  for  Intelligence,  let  him  follow  the  Same  Sig- 
nal, of  which  I have  also  given  Notice  to  Captain  Dalyell. — 

I Have  wrote  particularly  xo  Capx : Dalyell  to  take  Care  to 
have  a proper  Supply  of  Provisions  ready  at  Presqu’Isle  against  the 
Arrival  of  the  Troops  from  Fort  Pitt. 

I Have  nothing  New  since  my  Last,  but  a Letter  from  Major 
Wilkins  of  the  25. i:  June,  when  all  was  Quiet  at  Niagara;  but  Three 
Men  were  Missing,  One  who  had  gone  out  to  Look  for  Some  of  the 
Trader’s  Cattle,  and  the  Other  Two  Coming  from  the  Post  above  the 
Falls,  & I Fear  they  have  fallen  into  the  Hands  of  some  of  the  Sculk- 
ing  Villains.

EXTRACT  OF  A LETTER  FROM  SIR  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  TO  SIR  JEFFERY  AMHERST

Dated  Johnson  Hall,  July  lit*1  1763. 

"Since  my  Last  a Number  of  the  Oneidas  Arrived  here,  and 
Acquainted  me  with  the  Manner  in  which  Venango  had  been  Surprized; 
which  was  Effected  by  the  Indians  Entering  the  Fort  as  Friends, 
after  which  they  put  the  Garrison  to  the  Sword. 
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This  Morning  Thomas , a Ccnajohare  Chief,  who  was  One  of  the 
Messengers  I sent  with  the  Messages,  & to  Invite  the  Six  Nations  cn 
meet  me  at  the  German  Flatts,  Arrived  Express,  and  after  Informing 
me  that  all  the  Chiefs  of  Each  Nation  (Except  the  Senecas,  who  Re- 
fused to  Attend)  were  on  their  I, ay  to  the  Place  Appointed:  He  told 

me  that  two  Onondagas,  who  were  Sent  about  2£  Days  ago,  by  their 
Sachims,  towards  the  Ohio,  to  Enquire  into  the  Cause  of  the  present 
Troubles,  had  Returned,  & Corfirmed  the  Account  of  the  taking  of  Ven- 
ango, which  was  Done  by  a Party  of  Chenussios,  Residing  in  the  Neigh- 
borhood thereof;  and  that  after  putting  the  Garrison  to  the  Sword, 
they  made  the  Officer  Write  the  Reasons  which  Induced  them  to  Act  as 
they  had  Done;  which  were,  first,  the  Scarcity  &.  Dearness  of  Powder 
for  these  two  Years  past,  being  Obliged  to  pay  _2  Deerskins  for  a Gill 
of  Powder,  & so  in  proportion  for  Other  Articles;  and  that  when  they 
Complained,  they  were  111  Treated,  & never  Redressed;  Secondly,  that 
the  many  Posts  which  the  English  kept  possession  of,  Induced  them  to 
Believe  they  Intended  to  Possess  all  their  Country;  for  all  which  they 
were  Determined  to  Destroy  them.  After  Writing  this  they  put  the 
Officer  to  Death,  and  Sent  the  Paper  with  a Party  of  Warriors  then 
going  towards  Fort  Pitt,  in  Order  to  Do  Mischief  on  the  Communication, 
where  they  proposed  to  Drop  it,  that  it  might  be  found  by  the  English. 

The  Mohawk  Express  further  Informed  me,  that  the  Onondagas 
had,  in  the  presence  of  all  the  Nations  Assembled,  Declared  their 
Resolution  of  Living  and  Dying  with  the  English,  let  the  Consequence 
be  what  it  would,  and  had  Absolutely  Rejected  Every  proposal  made  to 
them  by  the  Senecas  &ca,  that  they  had  Received  the  Account,  that  the 
Twightwees,  Ottawas,  Hurons,  Delawares,  &ca.  had  Destroyed  Six  Forts, 
of  which  he  mentioned  the  Following  Vizt  Detroit , Michilimackinac , 
Miamis , Sandu sky , & Venango : He  Added,  that  at  the  Meeting  at  which 

he  was  present,  at  Onondaga,  the  Senecas  Spoke  with  Three  Belts  of 
Wampum  to  the  Rest  of  the  Confederacy,  Acquainting  them  that  they  had 
given  a Loose  to  their  Warriors  against  the  English,  and  Desired  they 
would  Do  the  Same;  but  that  their  Request  was  Totally  Rejected,  by 
the  Onondagas  and  all  the  Rest  on  Receiving  my  Message  first;  and  that 
that  Nation  in  particular,  had  Sent  a very  Large  Belt  to  the  Senecas 
Desiring  them  Immediately  to  Desist,  altho*  it  is  my  Opinion  it  will 
have  but  Little  Effect  on  them."

I had  the  11 your  Excellences  Letter  of  the  2^  by  Capt 
Grant,  and  the  same  Day  that  of  the  7^n  by  Express  — I shall  remain 
at  F:  Pitt  to  forward  the  Troops  Shipwrights  to  Presqu’Isle,  and 
the  Services  that  may  be  required  on  the  Communication,  and  be  in 
Readiness  for  going  down  the  River  when  I receive  your  Orders.  I 
am  averse  to  start  Difficulties  so  long  as  I can  see  how'to  get 
clear  of  them  but  being,  for  the  present,  totally  disappointed  in 
the  Assistance  I expected  by  the  extraordinary  Votes  of  the  Assem- 
bly of  Pennsylvania  I must  represent  to  you  that  I think  it  equally 
precarious  to  leave  F:  Pitt  & its  Communication  too  thinly  guarded, 
or  to  weaken  Major  Campbell’s  Detat  chment , &.  would  be  obliged  to 
you  if  you  would  order  the  inclosed  Return  to  be  filled  as  you 
would  have  the  Troops  disposed:  Upon  which  I shall  make  the  fol- 

lowing Remarks  -- 


There  being  considerable  Magazines  of  Stores  at  Ligonier, 
Bedford  & Cumberland  & no  Dependence  to  be  had  on  the  Inhabit? 
who  will  all  desert  those  Posts,  each  cannot  have  less  than  thirty 
Men  2^*  The  Expence  of  our  carriages  is  a sufficient  Reason  to 
hasten  our  March,  but  I cannot  expect  to  carry  the  Waggons  from 
hence  to  F:  Pitt  /200  Miles/  in  much  less  than  twenty  Days  on 
AccV  of  the  Mountains  & bad  Roads:  And  Major  Campbell  will  be 

ten  Days  from  F:  Pitt  to  Presqu’Isle;  where  Capl?  Loring  will  no 
Doubt  have  Provisions,  Tools  & Naval  Stores  in  readiness  as  nothing 
can  be  carried  this  Way.  The  few  Horses  necessary  to  carry  Flour, 
Tents  & the  little  Baggage  of  the  Officers  to  Presqu’Isle  will  not 
return  for  want  of  an  Escort  & will  be  lost.  Would  you  have  any  of 
our  Artillery  Officers  to  proceed  to  Presqu’Isle?  The  Loss  of  that

set  on  Fire,  if  they  were  now  to  be  built  v;ith  Bricks  & covered 
with  Tiles  they  would  stand  all  Chances:  Bricks  can  be  made  at 

Presqu’Isle,  but  Lime  must  be  sent  from  Niagara  -

1.  The  Extensive  & open  Works  of  F:  Pitt  require  more  Men  then 
would,  otherwise  be  necessary  against  an  Enemy  who  has  no  Chance  tut 
by  Surprise  --  The  Distance  from  F:  Pitt  to  Presqu’Isle  is  142  Miles, 
thro*  a narrow  crooked  Path,  difficult  Creeks,  & several  long  Defiles: 
The  Mingoes  & Delawares  who  live  in  that  Part  of  the  Country  may  con- 
sist of  4 or  500  Men,  exclusive  of  the  Shawanese  or  western  Indians 
who  may  accidentally  be  among  them:  And  a Body  of  Troops  must  be 
respectable  to  force  all  Opposition  they  may  have  to  encounter  that 
Way  — The  Women,  Children  &.  all  useless  Hands  may  be  escorted  down 
with  the  Waggons  & Packliorses,  by  the  Militia,  who  will  quit  F:  Pitt, 

& the  Soldiers  sent  to  reinforce  Eedford  & Cumberland  — Major  Camp- 
bell with  the  Remains  of  the  two  Rog^s  arrived  here  only  the  10. h his 
Men  being  greatly  fatigued  --  The  Waggons  will  at  last  be  here  to  Mor- 
row & we  shall  march  the  15.  having  sent  the  Remains  of  the  two  first 
Companies  to  Bedford,  & the  3^  to  F:  Loudoun  as  a Guard  to  our  Cattle 
& Horses  — I shall  make  the  necessary  Enquiry  concerning  the  Effects 
belonging  to  the  late  Colonel  Clapham  & acquaint  you  of  my  Success  — 
No  Traders  or  Goods  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  this  Way  till  you  give 
further  Orders  and  »e  shall  have  no  Difficulty  to  prevent  it;  Fear 
being  sufficient  to  keep  them  at  Home  — The  Savages  have  begun  to 
kill  on  the  upper  Part  of  Patowmack,  k within  two  Days  have  murdered 
or  wounded  upwards  of  30  People  from  40  to  within  16  Miles  of  this 
Town  which  is  suddenly  become  the  Frontier;  all  the  Inhabitants  to  the 
westward  having  abandoned  their  Plantations,  with  their  Harvest,  Cat- 
tle Horses  k every  thing  they  had  --  The  Situation  of  this  County  is 
deplorable,  the  Infatuation  of  their  Government  in  taking  the  most 
dilatory  & ineffectual  Measures  for  thier  Protection  highly  blamable 
--  They  have  not  paid  the  least  Regard  to  the  Plan  I proposed  to  them 
on  my  Arrival  here,  I will  lose  this  & York  Counties  if  the  Savages 
push  their  Attacks--As  the  Communication  will  be  infested  I beg  you 
will  send  me  Duplicates  of  your  orders,  which  S?  J.  st  Clair,  who  re- 
mains here  will  forward  by  different  Expresses  & on  different  Days

P.S.  I will  try  to  inoculate  the  with  Some  Blankets  that  may  fall 

in  their  Hands,  and  take  Care  not  to  get  the  disease  myself. 

As  it  is  pity  to  expose  good  men  against  them  I wish  we  would 
make  use  of  the  Spanish  Method  to  hunt  them  with  English  Dogs,  sup- 
orted  by  Rangers  and  Some  Light  Horse,  who  would  I think  effectualy 
extirpate  or  remove  that  Vermin.

Just  as  I had  Finished  my  Other  Letter  which  Accompanys  this, 
an  Express  Arrived  from  Philadelphia,  with  Yours  of  the  13.  Instant.  -- 

I Enclose  you  a Copy  of  my  Letter  to  Gov?  Hamilton,  And  I 
must  Rely  on  his  Complying  with  my  Request,  in  Ordering  the  Provincials 
to  be  put  Immediately  under  your  Command. 

You,  on  the  Spot,  must  be  the  Best  Judge  of  the  Numbers  that 
can  be  Allotted  for  the  Several  Garrisons,  as  well  as  for  Proceeding 
to  Presqu'Isle;  And  therefore  I Do  not  Fill  up  the  Return  you  sent 
me:  I Never  Expected  Impossibilities,  Nor  would  I Attempt  anything 

that  Does  not  promise  to  Succeed:  The  Detachment  that  goes  to 

Presqu’Isle  ought  certainly  to  be  very  Respectable,  & Capable  of 
Encountering  any  Body  of  Indians  that  can  be  on  that  Route,  or  We 
had  better  not  Send  them  at  all:  That  Detachment , as  well  as 

Every  other  that  may  be  now  made,  should  be  with  a Firm  Resolution 
of  acting  Offensively,  the  only  Method  to  Deal  with  Indians,  and 
if  that  Detachment  could  Distress  any  of  the  Tribes  who  are  in 
Arms,  by  Burning  or  Destroying  their  T‘o;vns , so  much  the  better; 
their  March  would  be  the  safer  for  it:  At  the  same  time,  Fort 

Pitt  must  not  be  Left  so  thinly  Garrisoned  as  to  be  in  any  Danger, 
should  the  Savages  Renew  their  Attacks:  This  will  Depend  on  the 

Number  of  Provincials  that  join  you:  They  may  be  made  very  good 

men,  in  a few  hours  time,  for  Firing  Ball,  & for  the  Defence  of  a 
Fort  Attack  by  Indians,  particularly  as  you  have  so  many  Regular 
Officers  with  you,  who  may  be  of  great  Service  on  this  Occasion.  — 

I Forgot  to  mention  to  you,  that  I Observed  in  One  of  Cap- 
tain Ecuyer's  Letters  to  you,  he  had  Ordered  some  Cannon  to  be 
Fired  at  the  Indians:  This,  I think,  should  never  be  Done,  for 

it  can  seldom  have  any  other  Effect  but  keeping  the  Indians  out 
of  Reach  of  the  Fort,  and  the  Nearer  they  come,  the  greater  Chance 
there  is  to  bring  them  down  by  small  Arms:  Grape  Shot,  properly 

managed,  may  Do  good  Execution,  but  Ball  fired  from  Cannon  at  an 


Colonel  Bouquet 
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Enemy  who  keep  so  Scattered  as  the  Indians  Do,  only  Serves  to  Learn 
them  to  Endure,  what  they  will  he  more  affraid  of,  if  not  Accustomed 
to  it . 


The  Women,  Children,  & those  who  are  really  Useless  Hands, 
cannot  be  Sent  away  too  Soon,  and  they  may  be  Escorted  from  Tost  to 
Post;  But  the  Militia  ought  to  be  Obliged  to  Remain  & Do  Duty,  while 
their  Services  are  necessary. 

The  Horses  that  may  be  wanted  to  go  forward  to  Presqu'Isle 
may  be  of  some  Service  at  that  Post  here  after,  alt ho*  they  cannot 
be  Brought  Back  again  to  Fort  Pitt:  That  We  can't  help. 

Artillery  Officers,  as  well  as  the  Men  of  that  Corps,  are 
very  Usefull  in  the  Fort;  and  I Do  not  think  it  Necessary  that  any 
should  be  sent  to  Fresqu'Isle:  Major  Gladwin,  & Captain  Dalyell  will 

have  a due  Attention  to  that  Post,  and  will  Send  Every  thing  that  is 
in  their  power  from  Niagara,  &ca,  to  be  Ready  against  the  Arrival  of 
the  Troops  from  Fort  Pitt. 

I cm  Extremely  Sorry  to  Hear  the  Indians  have  Done  Mischief 
on  the  Patowmack : This  ought  to  be  a Spur  to  the  Province  in  Raising 

the  Men,  & in  Putting  them  under  your  Command,  that  We  may  be  Enabled 
to  put  a Stop  to  the  Depredations  of  the  Savages;  for  they  may  now 
See,  that  without  Acting  offensively,  the  Indians  sill  Carry  their 
Ravages  into  the  Heart  of  the  Country. 

I shall  take  Care  to  Send  you  Duplicate  of  my  Letters,  as  you 
Desire,  that  Sir  John  st  Clair  may  Forward  them  by  different  Routes.

The  Last  Letter  I Received  from.  You  was  of  the  3.  Instant,  from 
Carlisle,  which  I Acknowledged  and  Answered  on  the  7^  Two  days  after  that 
I Received  a Letter  from  Governor  Her  Iton,  Advising  me  of  the  Assembly’s 
having  Empowered  him  to  Raise  700_  Men,  for  the  troteotion  of  the  Back 
Settlements;  and,  in  Answer,  I Recommended  it  to  him,  to  Use  all  the  Dis- 
patch he  Could,  in  Raising  the  Men,  &,  that  I Did  not  Doubt  but  he  would 
think  it  Right  to  put  them  under  your  Command,  that  you  might  be  the 
better  Enabled  to  Push  forwards  the  greater  Number  of  Regulars:  In  a 

Subsequent  Letter  which  I have  Received  from  the  Governor,  Dated  before 
Mine  could  have  Reached  him,  he  Acquaints  me  that  he  was  Issuing  the 
Commissions  & Orders  for  Raising  the  Men,  and  of  his  Intentions  of 
Stationing  them  so  as  to  protect  the  Lack  Inhabitants,  while  they  are 
Employed  in  getting  in  their  Harvest;  And  he  Adds,  that  it  is  Expected 
I will  Order  Provisions  to  be  Furnished  to  the  Men,  as  has  been  Done 
on  former  Occasions. 

As  I Entirely  Disapprove  of  the  Method  proposed  of  Stationing 
the  Men,  with  a View  only  of  getting  in  the  Harvest,  I Write  fully 
to  the  Governor,  Repeating  my  Desires  that  they  may  be  put  under  your 
Command,  to  be  Employed  as  you  may  Judge  best  for  the  Service;  and 
that  such  as  Do  'Advance,  & follow  your  Orders,  shall,  of  Course, 
be  Supplyed  with  Provisions  from  the  Crow:n;  but  that  I could  never 
think  of  Ordering  Provisions  to  Troops  who  were  not  under  the  Immed- 
iate Orders  of  the  King’s  Officers;  for  Unless  they  are  so,  they  can 
by  no  means  Answer  the  End  proposed  of  Chastising  & punishing  the 
Barbarians . 

The  Governor  Likewise  Acquaints  me,  that  he  had  Passed  a Bill 
for  Compelling  the  Inhabitants  to  Furnish  Carriages,  &ca,  for  the 
King’s  Service,  and  Another  for  Punishing  Mutiny,  &ca,  in  the  Provin- 
cial Troops. 

Captain  Dalyell  Left  Oswego,  the  3'^  Instant,  with  about  Three 
Hundred  Men,  and  I hope  you  will  Soon  hear  from  him,  or  Major  Gladwin.

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I Enclose  you  an  Extract  of  a Letter  I received  last  Fight  frc 
Sir  W5?  Johnson,  Containing  some  particulars  which  he  has  Learnt  con- 
cerning the  present  Disturbances,  and  points  out  the  Nations  who  aie 
principally  Concerned  in  the  Insurrection:  He  is  now  Holding  a Con- 

ference with  the  Six  Nations , at  the  German  Flatts,  they  having  all 
Promised  to  Attend  (Excepting  the  Senecas , who  are  Certainly  E'  gaged 
in  the  Mischief)  and  Sir  William,  is  of  Opinion  that  they  will  Remain 
Quiet . 

I Should  be  glad  you  would  Endeavor  to  Procure  particular 
Lists  of  the  Number  of  White  People  that  Unfortunately  Fall  by  the 
Savages  your  Way,  & Transmit  the  same  to  me,  when  Opportunitys  Offer: 
My  former  Orders  for  putting  such  of  the  Indians  as  are,  or  have  been 
in  Arms  against  Us,  & that  fall  in  our  power,  to  Death , Remain  in  full 
Force,  as  the  Barbarities  they  hove  Committed  on  the  Late  Commanding 
Officer  at  Venango,  and  his  Unfortunate  Garrison,  fully  Prove  that  no 
Punishment  We  can  Inflict  is  Adequate  to  the  Crimes  of  those  Inhuman 
Villains .

I am  to  Thank  you  for  the  Favor  of  your  Letter  of  the  llt^1 
Instant,  which  I received  two  Days  ago:  The  Passing  the  Bill  for 
Compelling  the  Inhabitants  to  Furnish  Carriages,  &ca , I am  perswaded, 


The  Honorable 
Governor  Hamilton 
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will  be  Attended  with  many  good  Consequences;  and  I Rely  on  the  Com- 
missioners Faying  for  the  Men  so  Judiciously  Hired  by  M?  Croghan  for 
Garrisoning  Fort  Lyttelton,  in  this  time  of  Danger. — 

You  will  have  Seen  by  my  Last,  that  I Expected  the  Men  to  be 
Raised  by  the  Province  would  be  put  under  the  Command  of  Colonel  Bou- 
quet; And  I am  now  to  Desire  you  will  be  pleased  to  give  the  Necessary 
Orders  for  that  purpose;  for  unless  they  are  put  under  his  Command,  I 
Can  See  no  End  the  Raising  of  them  will  Answer,  as  the  pushing  Forwards 
a Sufficient  Force  of  Regulars  to  Chastize  & punish  the  Barbarians, 
must  Depend  on  the  Number  of  Provincials  that  Joyn  him;  and  the  Leaving 
them  with  a View  merely  to  get  in  the  Harvest,  would  totally  Frustrate 
the  Measures  I am  taking  for  the  Chastizeraent  of  the  Barbarians,  as  it 
would  Disenable  Colonel  Bouquet  from  Garrisoning  the  Several  Posts, 
which  are  the  only  Security  to  the  Country,  and  by  which  means  alone, 
the  Regulars  Can  be  Advanced  to  take  Revenge  of  the  Savages  who  have 
Committed  the  Depredations;  and  put  a Stop  to  the  Ravages  with  which 
the  Whole  Province  is  at  present  threat rned . 

I Have  therefore  no  Doubt  but  you  will  Direct  the  Commanding 
Officers  of  the  Provincials  to  Advise  Colonel  Bouquet  of  their  Success 
in  Recruiting,  that  he  may  give  them  Orders  accordingly:  They,  of 

Course,  will  be  Supplyed  with  Provisions,  on  their  being  mustered  by 
Colonel  Bouquet,  or  whom  he  may  Direct  to  Review  them;  But  I Could 
Never  think  of  Ordering  Provisions  to  Such  as  Remain  in  the  Province, 
without  being  Subject  to  the  Orders  of  the  King’s  Officers,  who  are 
Certainly  the  best  Judges  of  the  proper  Use  to  be  made  of  them  as 
Soldiers. -- 


As  Colonel  Robertson  is  thoroughly  Informed  of  my  manner 
of  thinking  in  regard  to  the  Mischief  Committed  by  the  Indians,  and 
of  the  Steps  I am  taking  to  prevent  their  Doing  any  more,  I Send  him 
with  this  Letter,  that  he  may  fully  Represent  to  You  the  Necessity

Dear  Sir, 

By  Sir  Jeffery  Amhersts  Order,  I waited  upon  the  Governor  here 
with  a letter  of  Sir  Jeffery’s,  I added  to  the  arguments  he  used  ev- 
erything I thought  coud  tend  to  enduce  the  Governor  and  the  commission- 
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ers  appointed  to  Superintend  the  raiseing  of  700  men,  to  put  these 
under  your  command,  and  finding  that  these  gentlemen  were  not  deter- 
mined by  what  they  had  read  or  heard,  I left  them  to  consult,  And  Vjent 
And  Supplicated  the  Aid  & influence  of  M?  Norris,  As  I found  that  the 
Governor  woud  readily  Agree  to  a measure  if  proposed  by  them,  that  he 
durst  Not  Seem  Otherwise  to  favor.  I tryd  to  persuade  mT  Norris,  that 
the  Indians  coud  not  by  an  defensive  plan  be  prevented  from  ravageing 
the  frontiers,  which  they  woud  effectually  be  by  the  Generals  plan  of 
carrying  the  war  into  their  country,  but  that  to  effectuate  this,  it 
was  Necessary  that  the  700  men  Shoud  bo  put  under  Sir  Jofferys  Command, 
in  order  to  defend  the  forts  & set  the  regulars  at  liberty  to  Act.  I 
threatened  to  abandon  the  forts,  and  I Urged  the  Illegality  of  arming 
lien,  without  their  being  [subject  ( to  the  Commander  in  Chiefs  Orders, 
that  this  innovation  was  a personal  Affront  to  Sir  Jeffery,  whose  Act- 
ions [deservdj  the  confidence  of  the  province,  but  I found  all  my 
pleading  Vain,  And  believe  Cicero’s  woud  have  been  so,  I never  saw  any 
man  so  determined  in  the  right,  As  these  people  are  in  their  absurdly 
wrong  resolve,  I hope  youl  have  Success  with  the  force  you  hove  with 
you,  these  people  dent  deserve  and  coud  not  much  relish  the  honor  of 
Shareing  a Victory,

I rec.  yesterday  your  Excellency’s  Letter  of  the  16. 


Eis  excellency  Sir  Jeffery  .unherst 
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with  their  Inclosures  --  The  Signal  for  Indian  Messengers,  & all  your 
Directions  will  be  observed.  I shall  procure  & transmit  to  you  Lists 
of  the  Persons  killed  or  taken  by  the  Savages  this  Way:  Three  more 

have  been  massacred  near  Shippensburgh  since  we  left  it  but  we  have 
not  perceived  yet  any  of  the  Villains. 

The  Troops  & Convoy  arrived  here  yesterday,  where  I must  give 
them  two  Days  Rest  to  enable  them  to  proceed;  the  Horses  having  great- 
ly suffered  by  the  bad  Roads. 

We  brought  so  far  all  the  Sick,  but  one,  of  the  two  Regts,  to 
be  left  by  Way  of  Garrisons  along  the  Communication.  We  lost  some 
Men  by  Desertion  from  Carlisle,  four  of  which  having  been  taken  up  & 
severely  punished  I hope  we  shall  lose  no  more  of  them. 

The  Government  of  Pennsyl?  having  repeatedly  refused  to 
Garrison  Fort  Lyttleton,  /a  Provincial  Fort/  even  with  the  kind  of 
Troops  they  have  raised,  I have  stationed  some  Inhabitants  of  the 
Neighbourhood  in  it,  with  some  Provisions  & Ammunition,  to  prevent  the 
Savages  burning  it. 

The  little  Post  of  Juniata  being  totally  decayed,  & having 
no  Time  to  repair  it,  I have  evacuated  it. 

I leave  at  this  Post  one  Officer  of  the  77^  and  thirty  Men 
of  both  Reg.  who  are  unable  to  march;  They  will  secure  it,  with  the 
Assistance  of  the  Inhabitants;  till  we  can  better  provide  for  it. 

Having  observed  on  our  March  that  the  Highlanders  lose  them- 
selves in  the  Woods  as  soon  as  they  go  out  of  the  Road,  & cannot,  on 
that  Acct  be  employd  as  Flankers;  I have  commissioned  a Person  here 
to  procure  me  about  thirty  Woodsmen  to  march  with  us:  Their  services 

are  obvious,  & if  I can  get  them  to  go  on  I would  send  them  with  the 
Detachment  to  Presqu’Isle.  This  is  very  irregular  in  me,  but  the 
Circumstances  render  it  so  absolutely  neessary  that  I hope  you  will 
approve  of  it. 

Colonel  Robertson  has  communicated  to  me  the  bad  Success  of 
his  Representations  to  the  Gov^  of  Pennsylv^1  & his  Commissioners:  The 

unanswerable  Arguments  in  your  Letters  would  have  made  Impression  on 
any  other  Set  of  Men:  I hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  save  that  in- 

fatuated People  from  Destruction,  in  spite  of  all  their  Indeavours 
to  defeat  your  vigorous  Measures. 
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I meet  every  where  with  the  same  Backwardness,  even  among  the 
Lost  exposed  of  the  Inhabitants;  which  makes  everything  move  on  heavily, 
& is  disgusting  to  the  last  Degree.  --  I have  heard  nothing  from  F. 

Pit x since  the  26;r~  of  June,  & Several  Expresses  sent  from  hence  must 
have  been  intercepted  — I have  sent  one  of  our  two  Indian  Prisoners 
from  hence  to  the  Ohio  for  Intelligence  who  is  to  meet  me  on  the  Way:

I was  favoured  yesterday  with  your  Letter  of  the  19^  in 
which  You  are  pleased  to  inform  me  of  the  Deafness  of  Gov?rs  & 
Commissioners  to  the  most  cogent  Arguments  of  the  Generals  Letters 


Colonel  Robertson. 
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& your  own  warm  Pleading  to  support  them.  This  is  no  Disappointment 
to  me  as  I know  their  Principles  & constant  Indifference  to  the  Ser- 
vice: Had  I been  in  Town,  I may  venture  to  say,  from  the  Confidence 
Hamilton  seemed  to  have  in  me,  that  I might  have  prevented  his  con- 
senting to  the  absurd  Vote  of  his  Assembly;  the  bad  Consequences  of 
which  he  was  not  aware  of:  and  if  that  had  been  the  Case  the  Cries 

of  the  Frontier  Inhabitants  would  soon  have  obliged  their  Represent- 
itives  to  raise  Troops  upon  the  former  Footing. 

Tho’  I find  myself  uterly  abandoned  by  the  very  People  I am 
ordered  to  protect,  I shall  do  my  utmost  to  save  them  from  Distruction, 
&,  should  I fail  in  the  Attempt,  it  is  a Satisfaction  to  me  that 
nothing  has  been  omitted  on  the  General’s  Side  or  ours,  to  obtain 
that  necessary  Aid  which  might  have  left  nothing  to  Chance 

I think  myself  sufficiently  strong  to  execute  all  my  Orders 
without  them,  but  I labour  under  a great  Disadvantage  for  want  of  Men 
used  to  the  Woods,  as  I cannot  send  a Highlander  out  of  my  Sight  with- 
out running  the  Risk  of  losing  the  Man;  which  exposes  me  to  a Surprise 
from  the  sculking  Villains  I have  to  deal  with  --  I find  the  last  Win- 
ter has  greatly  hurt  our  Roads  & swept  off  the  Remainder  of  our  tempo- 
rary Bridges,  which  makes  me  cra7/l  so  slowly  that  I have  employed  36 
Hours  in  going  3 Miles.  I ara  obliged  to  halt  two  Days  here  to  refit 
my  shattered  Carriages  & tired  Horses:  We  march  on  the  20^uL  --  I 

have  borne,  very  patiently,  the  ill  usage  of  this  Province,  having 
still  hopes  that  they  will  do  something  for  us;  & therefore  have  a- 
voided  to  quarrel  with  them  --  If  they  raise  Troops  at  the  next  Meet- 
ing of  their  Assembly,  it  will  be  necessary  that  they  be  put,  from 
the  Beginning,  under  the  Inspection  of  one  of  the  King's  Officers; 
as  I know  they  have  no  Body  able  to  form  them  into  Shape  --  I am  much 
obliged  you  for  your  good  Wishes  & am  most  sincerely  &ea

The  Second  Instant  the  troops  and  convoy  Arrived  at  Ligonier 
where  I could  obtain  no  Intelligence  of  the  Enemy,  the  Expresses  Sent 
since  the  beginning  of  July,  having  been  Either  kill’d,  or  obliged  to 
return  all  the  Passes  being  occupied  by  the  Enemy.  In  this  uncertain- 
ty I determined  to  leave  all  the  Waggons  with  the  Powder,  and  a quan- 
tity of  Stores  and  Provisions  at  Ligonier  and  on  the  4^  proceeded 
with  the  troops  and  about  340  Horses  Loaded  with  Flour. 


I intended  to  have  halted  to  Day  at  Bushy  Run  /a  mile  beyond 
this  camp/  and  after  having  refresh'd  the  men  and  Horses  to  have 
marched  in  the  Night  over  Turtle  Creek,  a very  dangerous  defile  of 
Several  Miles,  commanded  by  high  and  craggy  Hills.  But  at  one  o'clock 
this  afternoon,  after  a March  of  17  Miles,  the  Savages  suddenly 
attacked  our  advanc'd  guard,  which  was  Immediately  supported  by  the 
two  Light  Infantry  Companys  of  the  42t  Regiment,  who  drove  the  Enemy 
from  their  Ambuscade  And  pursued  them  a good  way.  The  Savages  re- 
turn’d to  the  Attack  and  the  Fire  being  obstinate  on  our  Front  and 
Extending  Along  our  Flanks,  we  made  a General  Charge  with  the  whole 
line  to  dislodge  the  savages  from  the  Heights,  in  which  attempt  we 
Succeeded  Without  obtaining  by  it  any  decisive  advantage  for  as  soon 
as  they  were  driven  from  one  Post  they  appeared  on  another  till  by 
continual  Reinforcements  they  were  at  last  able  to  surround  us  and 
Attack  the  Convoy  left  in  our  rear:  This  obliged  us  to  march  Back 

to  Protect  it,  The  action  then  became  General  & though  we  were 
attacked  on  every  side  and  the  savages  Exerted  themselves  With  un- 
comon  Resolution  they  were  constantly  repulsed  with  Loss.  We  also 
Suffered  considerably,  Capt  Lieut'  Graham  and  Lieu  If  James  McIntosh 
of  the  42^  are  kill'd  and  Cap"1'  Graham  wounded  of  the  R.A.R.  Lieu"*" 

Dow  who  acted  as  A.  D.  Q.  M.  G.  is  Shot  through  the  Body.  

of  the  77t^  Lieu^  Donald  Campbell  and  M-?  Peebles,  a Yoluntier,  are 
Wounded . 


Our  loss  in  men  including  Rangers  and  Drivers  exceeds  Sixty 
Killed  or  Wounded. 
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The  Action  has  lasted  from  one  O’clock  till  night  and  me  ex- 
pect to  begin  again  at  Day  break.  Whatever  our  Fate  may  be  I thought 
it  necessary  to  give  your  Excellency  this  Early  Information  that  you 
may  at  all  events  take  such  Measures  as  you  mill  think  proper  with  the 
Provinces  for  their  own  safety  and  the  effectual  Relief  of  Fort  Pitt; 
as  in  case  of  another  Engagement  I fear  Insurmountable  dificulties  in 
protecting  and  Transporting  our  Provisions,  being  already  so  much  Weak- 
ned  by  the  losses  of  this  day  in  men  and  horses  besides  the  Additional 
Necessity  of  Carrying  the  mounded,  whose  situation  is  truly  Deplorable. 

I cannot  Sufficiently  acknowledge  the  Constant  assistance  I 
have  received  from  Major  Campbell  during  this  long  action  nor  Express 
my  admiration  of  the  cool  and  Steady  behaviour  of  the  Troops  who  did 
not  fire  a shot  without  orders  and  drove  the  Enemy  from  their  Posts 
with  Fixed  Bayonets:  The  conduct  of  the  officers  is  Much  above  my 

Praises.

I had  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  in  my  Letter  of  yes 
terday  of  our  first  Engagement  with  the  Savages. 

We  took  Post  last  night  on  the  Hill  where  our  convoy  halted 
when  the  Front  was  attacked  /a  Coroodious  Piece  of  Ground  and  just 
Spacious  enough  for  our  purpose/  there  we  encircled  the  whole  and  cov- 
ered our  Wounded  With  the  Flour  Bags. 
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In  the  morning  the  Savages  surrounded  our  Camp  at  the  Distance 
of  about  500  yards,  And  by  Shouting  and  yelping  quite  round  that  Ex- 
tensive Circumference  thought  to  have  Terrified  us  with  their  Numbers 
They  attacked  us  early  and  under  favour  of  an  incessant  Fire  made  sev- 
eral bold  Efforts  to  penetrate  our  Camp,  and  tho*  they  failed  in  the 
attempt  our  Situation  was  not  the  less  perplexing  having  Experienc'd 
that  brisk  attacks  had  Little  Effect  upon  an  enemy  who  always  gave 
way  when  pressed  And  appeared  again  Immediately:  our  Troops  were 

besides  Extremely  fatigued  with  the  long  march  and  as  long  action  of 
the  Preceeding  Day,  and  Distressed  to  the  last  Degree  by  a Total 
Want  of  Water  much  more  Intolerable  than  the  Enemy’s  Fire 

Tied  to  our  Convoy  we  could  not  lose  sight  of  it  without  Ex- 
posing it  and  our  Wounded  to  fall  a prey  to  the  Savages,  Who  pressed 
upon  us  on  Every  side,  And  to  move  it  was  Impracticable  having  lost 
many  horses,  and  most  of  the  Drivers  Stupified  by  Fear  hid  them- 
selves in  the  Bushes  or  were  incapable  of  hearing  or  obeying  any  or- 
ders • 


The  Savages  growing  every  moment  more  Audacious  it  was  thought 
proper  still  to  incrase  their  Confidence;  by  that  means  if  Possible 
to  Entice  them  to  come  close  upon  us  or  to  stand  their  Ground  when 
attacked.  With  this  View  two  Companies  of  Light  Infantry  were  ordered 
within  the  Circle,  and  the  troops  on  their  right  and  left  opened  their 
files  and  filled  up  the  space:  that  it  might  seem  they  were  Intended 

to  cover  the  Retreat  the  third  Light  Infantry  Company,  and  the  Gren- 
adiers of  the  42:  Were  ordered  to  Support  the  two  first  Companies: 

This  manouevre  Succeeded  to  Our  wish,  for  the  few  Troops  who  took 
Possession  of  the  Ground  lately  Ocupied  by  the  two  Light  Infantry 
Companies,  being  brought  in  nearer  to  the  Centre  of  the  Circle,  the 
Barbarians  mistaking  these  motions  for  a Retreat  hurried  headlong  on, 
and  Advancing  upon  us  with  the  most  Daring  Intrepidity  galled  us  Ex- 
cessively With  their  heavy  Fire:  but  at  the  very  moment  that  certain 

of  Success  they  thought  themselves  Masters  of  the  Camp,  Major  Campbell 
at  the  head  of  the  two  first  Companies  Sallied  out  from  a part  of  the 
Hill  they  could  not  observe  and  fell  upon  their  Right  Flank,  they  Res- 
olutely Return’d  the  fire  but  could  not  stand  the  Irresistible  Shock 
of  our  men,  who  rushing  in  among  them  Killed  Many  of  them,  and  put  the 
rest  to  Flight,  the  orders  sent  to  the  other  two  Companies  were  deliv- 
ered so  timely  by  Captain  Bassett  And  Executed,  with  such  celerity  and 
spirit  that  the  Routed  Savages,  who  hapned  to  run  that  moment  before 
their  Front  received  their  full  Fire  when  uncovered  by  the  trees.  The 
four  Companies  did  not  give  them  time  to  load  a Second  time,  Nor  even 
to  look  behind  them  but  pursued  them  till  they  were  totally  disperced. 
The  left  of  the  savages  which  had  not  been  attacked  were  kept  in  awe 
by  the  Remains  of  our  Troops  posted  on  the  Brow  of  the  Hill  for  that 
purpose,  nor  durst  they  attempt  to  Support  or  assist  their  Right,  but 
being  Witness  to  their  defeat  followed  their  Example  and  Fled. 
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Our  brave  men  disdained  So  much  to  touch  the  dead  body  of  a 
Vanquished  Enemy  that  Scarce  a Scalp  Was  taken  Except  by  the  Rangers 
and  Pack  Horses  Drivers. 

The  woods  being  now  cleared  and  the  pursuit  over  the  four  Com- 
panies took  Possession  of  a Hill  in  our  Front  and  as  soon  as  Litters 
could  be  made  for  the  Wounded,  The  Flour  and  everything  Destroyed 
which  for  want  of  Horses  could  not  be  carried,  we  Marched  without  Mol- 
estation to  this  Camp.  After  the  severe  Correction  we  had  given  the 
Savages  a few  hours  before,  it  was  Natural  to  Suppose  we  should  Enjoy 
some  rest  but  we  had  hardly  fixed  our  Camp  when  they  Fired  upon  us 
again.  This  was  very  Provoking!  however  the  light  Infantry  dispersed 
them  before  they  could  Receive  orders  for  that  Purpose.  I hope  we 
shall  be  No  more  disturbed  for  if  we  have  another  Action,  we  Shall 
hardly  be  able  to  Carry  our  hounded. 

The  behaviour  of  the  Troops  on  this  Occasion  Speaks  for  itself 
So  Strongly  that  for  me  to  Attempt  their  Eulogium  would  but  Detract 
from  their  Merit.

Last  Night  I Received  your  Letter  of  the  26 1 July;  and  I 
Approve  of  Everything  you  Mention  to  have  Dene  for  the  Security  of 
the  Coirmunication,  and  for  Advancing  with  the  Troops  under  your  Com- 
mand, agreatle  to  my  former  Orders. 

The  Behavior  of  the  Province  of  pensylvania,  upon  this  Occa- 
sion, is  altogether  so  very  Unaccountable , that  were  the  Persons  who 
are  so  much  to  Blame  in  this  Affair,  the  only  Ones  who  would  be  the 
Sufferers,  I must  Confess  it  would  be  but  Just  that  they  felt  the 
Effects  of  their  Supineness  & Timidity,  which  Seem  to  Spring  from  an 
Obstinacy  peculiar  to  themselves. 

I Have  a Letter  from  Major  Campbell  concerning  the  Reduced 
Officers  of  the  42^  And  I herewith  Enclose  my  Answer,  open  for  your 
perusal:  By  my  Other  Letter  which  Accompanys  this.  You  will  be  fully 

Informed  of  my  Intentions  concerning  the  Reduction  of  that  as  well  as 
the  Other  Corps  now  with  You. 

The  Warrant  You  have  Received  for  Holding  Courts  Martial,  makes 
no  Alteration  in  your  Reporting  to  me  as  Usual:  The  Like  Warrants 

have  been  Sent  to  all  the  Commanding  Officers  of  Corps. 

I Have  Letters  from  'ajor  Gladwin  of  the  8P1  July:  He  had 

Baffled  all  the  Attempts  of  the  Savages,  Even  before  the  Schooner  Re- 
turned with  a Reinforcement;  But  all  the  Upper  Posts  had  been  Sur- 
prised, Sc  too  many  of  our  People  Suffered:  Major  Gladwin  sent  out  a 
Party,  who  pursued  the  Enemy  for  some  Distance,  Sc  Killed  Three  (One 
Chief ) But  I Fear,  from  what  he  Writes  me,  poor  Captain  Campbell  has 
been  Butchered  by  the  Villians.--  Christie , with  part  of  hi s* Garrison , 
v;as  Carried  to  the  Detroit,  where  Pauli  & Schlosser  likewise  were,  the 
Former  having  made  his  Escape,  and  the  Latter  was  Delivered  up. 

Captain  Dalyell,  with  260^  Men,  had  got  as  far  as  Presqu’lsle, 
the  15 . July;  and  the  Schooner  Left  Niagara,  the  Second  Trip,  with  a 
Reinforcement  of  60  Men , besides  Seamen,  with  Captain  Loring.

will  Advance  to  Presqu’Isle,  on  the  Arrival  of  the  46^  And  I shall 
Direct  that  the  Yliole  of  the  Royal  Americans  in  the  Upper  Posts,  are 
likewise  Brought  to  Presqu’Isle,  that  they  may  Jovn  the  Battalion  at 
Pittsburgh,  where  I Intend  they  shall  be  Formed,  according  to  the  New 
Establishment , as  You  will  See  by  my  Other  Letter. 

I Flatter  Myself  We  shall  soon  be  in  a Condition  to  Punish 
the  Barbarians  most  Effectually:  I Need  not  Repeat  to  you  my  Desires, 

that  the  Gu i It y , In  which  I Include  Every  Nation  that  has  been  Con- 
cerned in  this  Treacherous  Attempt,  who  may  Fall  in  your  Hands,  may 
meet  with  their  Deserts,  without  Delay. 

I Have  a Letter  from  Croghan,  wherein  he  gives  it  as  his 
Opinion,  that  as  soon  as  you  Arrive  at  Fort  Pitt,  the  Delawares  & 

Other  Indians  on  this  Side  the  Lakes,  will  Remove  with  their  Fam- 
ilys  over  the  Lakes:  My  Answer  is,  that  I Wish  there  was  not  an 

Indian  Settlement  within  a Thousand  Miles  of  our  Country;  for  they 
are  only  fit  to  Live  v-ith  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Woods,  being  more 
nearly  Allied  to  the  Brute  than  the  Human  Creation.

Having  Received  His  Majesty’s  Commands  for  the  Arrangement 
of  the  Troops,  & the  Reduction  of  the  Several  Corps,  that  are  to  Re- 
main in  this  Country;  I Have,  as  far  as  the  Service  will  permit  me, 
already  given  the  Necessary  Orders,  for  putting  the  King’s  Commands 
in  Execution:  But  the  Situation  of  Affairs  your  Way,  & to  the  'West- 

ward will,  in  all  probability,  prevent  the  Reduction,  from  taking 
place,  so  soon  as  I could  have  Wished:  I am  however  now  to  Transmit 

to  You,  Directions  for  Ccmpleating  the  42?  Regiment,  according  to  the 
Hew  Plan,  which  you  will  effect,  when  vou  think  the  Service  will  Per- 
mit, and  not  before. 

I Enclose  you  a Copy  of  an  Additional  Order  from  His  Majesty, 
Empowering  me  to  Cause  as  many  Drafts  to  be  made  from  any  of  the  Re- 
duced or  Disbanded  Corps,  as  may  be  wanted  to  Fill  up  the  Several 
Regiments  Destined  for  the  Service  of  North  America;  and  I should 
have  likewise  sent  you  a^Copy  of  the  Orders  & Instructions  for  the 
Reduction;  but  as  the  42/  Regiment  is  Under  the  Establishment,  and 
that  the  77^,  after  Furnishing  what  Drafts  may  be  Necessary  for  Corn- 
pleating  the  42.,  are  to  Return  to  Britain,  there  is  no  Occasion  for 
Transmitting  you  those  Orders.

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I May  Likewise  Tell  you,  that  it  is  my  Intention,  the  42^  Reg- 
iment should  all  Advance  hereafter,  to  the  Detroit;  So  that  should 
this  Reach  you  before  the  Detachment  is  Set  out  for  Presqu’Isle,  You 
may  Regulate  Yourself  accordingly. 

Great  part  of  the  Foregoing  Orders  rill  Serve  when  You  come  to 
Form  the  First  Battalion  of  the  60. ^ v:hich  I Would  have  you  Do,  when 
the  Several  Detachments  Arrive  at  Fort  Pitt:  And  that  You  may  be 

fully  Informed  of  the  King’s  Intentions  regarding  the  Reduced  Corps; 

I herewith  Enclose  You  an  Abstract  of  the  Orders  & Instructions,  which, 
in  the  beginning  of  this  Letter,  I mention  as  unnecessary:  You  will

Leagues  above  the 
Junction  of  the  Wabasche  into  the  Ohio ; and  the  French  have  an  Officer 
& between  Twenty  A Thirty  Men  there;  They  must  have  been  Relieved  from 
Below;  But  if  You  can  get  an  opportunity,  thor  it  is  a great  Distance, 
I think  it  will  be  proper  that  You  Write  to  the  Officer,  who,  if  he 
hears  from  below,  will  Receive  Orders  to  Deliver  it  up,  agreably  tc 
the  _7^k  Article  of  the  Definitive  Treaty  (of  which  I Enclose  you  a 
Copy)  and  We  must  take  Possession  of  it,  from  one  Route  or  the  Other, 
as  Circumstances  will  best  Permit.

I have  had  the  Pleasure  of  receiving  a letter  from  the  Secret- 
ary of  State,  Signifying  to  me  the  Kings  Gracious  Inclination  to  give 
every  possible  preference  & Encouragement  to  Such  Officers  as  should 
desire  to  settle  in  North  America,  & for  which  a Plan  is  actually 
under  Consideration,  and  as  the  adjusting  that  may  require  further 
time,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  informed  me  that  in  the  mean  time, 
if  any  of  the  Officers  or  Soldiers  who  are  to  be  reduced,  shall  agree 
to  take  up  any  Lands,  that  the  Governors  in  North  America  are  already 
Authorised  to  grant,  or  shall  desire  to  remain  in  North  America,  in 
order  to  avail  themselves  of  Such  future  Settlements  as  may  be  pro- 
posed, The  King  is  pleased  to  leave  it  to  all  the  Officers  & Soldiers 
above  mentioned,  either  to  return  Home,  or  remain  in  North  America 
as  they  themselves  shall  chuse.  This  therefore  you  will  make  known 
to  such  of  the  reduced  Officers  and  Soldiers  as  may  belong  to  the 
42^  Regiment .

Sir 


We  arrived  here  yesterday,  without  further  opposition  than 
Scattered  Shots  along  the  road. 

The  Delawares,  Shawanise,  Wiandots  and  Mingoes  had  closely 
beset,  and  attacked  this  Fort  from  the  27^  July  to  the  first  instant 
when  they  quitted  it  to  March  against  us.  The  Boldness  of  those  Sav- 
ages is  hardly  Credible  they  had  taken  Post  under  the  banks  of  both 
rivers  close  to  the  Fort,  where  digging  holes  they  kept  an  incessant 
fire,  and  threw  fire  arrows,  They  are  good  Marksmen,  and  tho  our 
people  were  under  cover  they  kild  one  and  wounded  seven.  Captain  Ecquy- 
er  is  wounded  in  the  Leg  with  an  arrow. 

I would  not  do  justice  to  that  Officer,  should  I omit  to  inform 
your  Excellency  that  without  Engineer  or  any  other  Artificers  than  a 
few  Shipwrights  he  has  raised  a Parapet  of  logs  round  the  Fort  above 
the  old  one  which  having  not  been  finished  was  too  low  &,  Enfiladed.  He 
has  Frased  the  whole,  Palisadoed  on  the  Inside  of  the  Aria,  constructed 
a fire  engine,  and  In  short  has  taken  all  the  Precautions  which  art 
and  Judgment  could  suggest  for  the  preservation  of  this  Post,  open  be- 
fore on  the  three  sides  which  had  suffered  by  the  flood.  The  Inhabit- 
ants have  acted  vdth  spirit  against  the  Enemy,  and  in  the  repairs  of 
the  Fort . 

Captain  Ecquyer  expressed  an  entire  Satisfaction  of  their  con- 
duct. The  artillery  and  the  small  number  of  Regulars  have  done  their 
duty  with  distinction.  As  nothing  more  can  be  done  to  this  post  for 
the  present.  I send  Captain  Basset  with  my  Letters  to  give  you  an  ex- 
act report  cf  its  actual  Condition,  and  answer  any  question  you  may  be 
pleased  to  ask  him  concerning  our  March  and  Engagements  in  which  he  has 
been  of  very  great  service  to  me. 

He  has  been  so  long  in  a bad  state  of  health  end  his  Disorder 
increasing,  upon  him,  I cannot  help  recommending  him  to  your  Excellen- 
cy's Indulgence,  The  Doctors  under  whose  care  he  was  for  a considerable 
time  have  assured  him  that  nothing  but  a long  course  of  the  Salt  Waters 
was  likely  to  do  him  any  good  --  I have  not  received  as  yet  any  intel- 
ligence from  Prisque  Isle  and  the  Detroit,  and  all  the  Savages  beyond 
this  River  having  now  openly  declared  against  us,  it  is  become  impos-

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sible  for  me  to  procure  any  intelligence  from  these  Posts;  and  after 
the  heavy  Loss  we  have  sustained  the  Troops  we  have  left  will  barely 
be  sufficient  for  the  Service  of  this  Department  &,  escorts  of  Provis- 
ions . 


Major  Campbel  with  400  men  goes  back  to  Legcnier  to  bring  up 

the  remains  of  our  Convoy,  all  useless  people  go  down  at  the  same  time, 

The  Lieutenant  & some  of  the  few  Rangers  I had  raised  from  March  have 
been  kild, 

I write  to  Capt.  Ourry  to  pay  the  rest  off  at  Eedford  and  trans- 
mit the  Accompt  of  the  Expence  to  your  Excellency  which  I flatter  my- 

self you  will  be  pleased  to  allow. 

Unless  husky  Indians  could  be  employed,  it  is  very  doubtful, 
whether  I shall  receive  your  Letters  as  it  is  probable  the  Enemy  will 
keep  spies  upon  the  road  to  obtain  intelligence  of  our  intentions,  and 
give  themselves  time  to  provide  for  the  safty  of  their  Eamilys  when 
their  own  Towns  will  be  threatned,  Had  the  Provinces  assisted  us  this 
would  have  been  the  favourable  moment  to  have  crushed  the  Barbarians  a 
service  we  cannot  effect  with  our  Force  alone,  the  carriage  of  the 
wounded  after  every  Action  being  a cruel  incumherance  upon  a few  Troops 
acting  in  the  Wood  at  a distance  from  Posts. 

You  will  please  to  observe  by  the  state  of  our  Provisions  here 
that  we  shall  wont  another  Supply,  I cant  expect  above  twenty  thousand 
weight  of  flour  more  from  Legonier,  and  no  meat,  I trust  the  provinces 
will  furnish  the  escorts. 

At  the  request  of  Maj . Campbel  I have  the  Honour  to  recommend 
to  your  Excellency  ML  Patrick  Balneaves.  the  oldest  Lieut  with  the  42 
Reg1;  to  succeed  to  the  Captain-LieutenY  vacant  by  the  death  of  Capt 
Lieutenant  Graham  kild  the  £Yn  And  if  you  are  pleased  to  grant  that 
favour  to  that  deserving  officer  there  will  be  two  Yacancys  more  for 
which  the  Major  desires  I would  recommend  Lieut.  Charles  Menzie  and 
Lieut  John  McIntosh  as  the  two  eldest  Lieutenants  here  of  the  second 
Battalion  who  chose  to  remain  in  full  Pay. 

I cannot  omit  to  mentioned  the  only  Volunteer  with  us  16c. 

Preble  dangerously  wounded.

It  is  with  great  Pleasure  I can  acquaint  you  that  we  have  been 
so  happy  as  to  Execute  the  Generals  orders  in  throwing  a supply  of  Pre- 
visions into  this  Fort,  And  in  Humbling  the  savages  by  the  most  com- 
pleat  defeat  they  ever  Received  in  the  woods:  Captain  Bassett  will 

inform  you  of  the  Particulars  of  our  two  Engagements 

Captain  Clark  finding  himself  in  a bad  State  of  health,  and  un- 
able to  go  through  more  of  this  hard  Service;  I have  at  his  Request 
Consented  he  should  go  to  the  Nearest  Town,  for  his  Recovery. 


I Lay  under  so  many  obligations  to  Major  Campbell  for  his  Inde- 
fatigable assistance  in  the  Various  Dificulties  we  have  had  to  Encoun- 
ter, that  I wish  Entreemely  to  do  him  some  Service,  and  I can  I\Ut  do  it 
more  Effectualy  than  by  Recommending  his  case  to  you;  he  is  now  upon 
half  pay  employed  in  a Very  Expensive  and  Disagreeable  Service,  while 
the  real  Major  of  the  42.  Re gin;  Remains  at  home;  Could  not  a Change 
be  brought  about  and  Lieu:  C~l.

Sir, 

I am  to  own  your  Letter  of  the  5^n  Instant,  which  I received 
the  Day  before  Yesterday;  And  I should  have  been  very  glad  had  it  been 
Dated  from  Fort  Pitt;  Altho’  I have  nc  Doubt  but  you  will  have  reached 
that  Post,  the  Day  after;  for  the  Resolution  & Steadiness  of  your  Lit- 
tle Army,  which  you  so  much  Commend,  will,  I trust,  have  enabled  you 
to  Baffle  any  future  Attempts  of  the  Savages. 

I regret  the  Loss  of  Captain  L:  Graham  & Lieut.  M?Intosh;  And 
am  Extremely  Sorry  for  those  that  are  Wounded ; But  I hope  the  latter 
will  Recover:  The  Savages,  no  Doubt,  have  Mustered  up  all  of  their 

Strength  on  the  Communication,  to  Attack  you;  and  their  way  of  Fight- 
ing would  lead  them  to  fall  upon  the  Weakest  part,  the  Rear,  when  they 
found  they  could  make  no  Impression  on  the  Front : Your  Convoy  was  too 

Essential  an  Article  to  be  Left  behind,  otherwise  the  pursuing  of  the 
Savages  when  once  they  gave  way,  would  have  been  the  Surest  Method  of 


Colonel  Bouquet,  Commanding 

His  Troops  in  the  Southern  District 
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making  the  Advantage  you  had  gained  Decisive. 

Upon  this  Occasion  I have  thought  proper  to  Appoint  Lieut. 
Balneavis,  who  altho ' not  the  Senior  Lieutenant  belonging  to  the  Reg- 
iment, is  the  Eldest  on  Service,  to  the  Captain  Lieutenancy;  And  I 
herewith  Enclose  you  a Commission  to  him  Accordingly.  The  Behavior 
of  Mr  Peebles,  on  former  Occasions,  particularly  at  Newfoundland,  & 
his  being  wounded  now,  makes  me  Break  thro*  the  Orders  I Have  Received 
from  His  Majesty  respecting  the  Reduced  Officers,  that  I may  provide 
for  him;  As  I Platter  Myself  the  King  will  be  graciously  Pleased  to 
Approve  thereof;  And  I Enclose  you  a Commission  Appointing  Mr  Peebles 
to  be  Ensign  in  the  ^2^  Regiment  which  you  will  please  to  Deliver  to 
him;  Acquainting  both  Captain  L^  Ealneavis  and  Ensign  Peebles  that 
they  have  no  pees  to  pay  for  those  Commissions. 

The  Infatuated  Obstinacy  of  the  People  in  Power  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Pensyl vania,  Renders  any  further  Application  from  me  unnec- 
essary, as  they  have  not  Paid  the  least  regard  to  the  Pressing  In- 
stances, I have  from  time  to  time,  Urged  to  the  Governor,  for  Exerting 
themselves  like  Men,  in  the  Defence  of  the  Lives  & Properties  of  the 
Back  Settlers;  But  I have  a very  Different  Account  from  Virginia;  for, 
the  L^  Governor,  Immediately  on  the  Receipt  of  my  Letter,  Desiring 
him  to  Concert  the  properest  Methods  for  the  Protection  of  that  Colony 
by  Virtue  of  the  Militia  Law,  which  happily  Subsists  there,  gave  Or- 
ders for  Assembling  One  Thousand  Men,  in  two  3odys,  of  500  Each,  giv- 
ing the  Command  to  Colonel  Stephen  and  Colonel^  Lewis ; The  Former,  I 
Find  by  a Letter  from  Captain  Ourry  of  the  17^  Instant,  & which  came 
to  hand  with  yours,  had  Reached  Fort  Cumberland,  with  about  400  Men; 
And  that  he  had  on  his  March  thither,  by  a Detachment  Routed  a Party 
of  Indians;  Killed  & Scalped  One;  Pounded  several;  & Recovered  two 
Prisoners  & three  Scalps:  A spirit  like  this  will  soon  Intimidate  the 
Villains;  And  as  I am  Sensible  you  will  not  have  men  to  Spare  for  Es- 
corting the  Provisions  &ca.  when  you  send  forward  the  Troops  to 
Presqu’Isle,  according  to  my  former  Orders,  I write  to  Colonel 
Stephen,  desiring  him  to  Employ  his  Men,  on  the  Communication  for  its 
Security,  & likewise  in  such  Offensive  Scouts  as  may  be  Judged  Neces- 
sary, for  Clearing  the  Country  of  any  Partys  of  Savages,  that  may  be 
Lurking  for  an  opportunity  to  do  Mischief. 

I Have  also  a Letter  from  Governor  Sharpe  Informing  me  that  he 
had  furnished  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Militia  on  the  Frontiers 
of  Maryland  with  Arms  & Ammunition,  & likewise  Sent  Instructions  to 
the  Commanding  Officers  for  Assembling  the  Militia;  & Acting  Offen- 
sively against  the  Indians,  as  Occasion  might  Require. 

Captain  Ourry  will  Inform  you  that  I have  Directed  Messrs 
Flumsted  & Franks,  to  Forward  what  Provisions  he  may  Demand  for  the 
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Troops  with  You,  Sir  John  St  Clair  has  unluckily  been  taken  111,  & is 
at  Trenton,  but  I shall  Order  him  to  the  Communication  again,  so  soon 
as  he  is  able  to  go. 

I am  in  hourly  expectation  of  Receiving  good  News  from  the  De- 
troit; as  the  Reinforcements  with  Captain  Dalyell  &,  Captain  Luring, 
must  have  Reached  that  Place  long  ago;  And  the  46^  & 80^ , with  Other 
Detachments,  will  be  at  Niagara,  in  a very  Short  time;  So  that  I Have 
no  Doubt  but  you  will  soon  find,  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Savages  will 
begin  to  Fall. 

I Have  only  at  Present  to  Add,  that  the  Commendations  you  give 
to  Major  Campbell,  and  all  the  Officers  & Men  under  your  Command,  when 
Attacked  by  the  Indians,  & during  the  whole  of  that  Affair,  give  me  a 
Sensible  pleasure;  And  to  Assure  you  that  I am,

By  the  fatigue  of  long  Marches,  and  the  necessity  the  Tree: s 
have  been  under  to  lay  without  Tents,  &,  upon  their  Arms,  so  many  men 
are  fallen  Sick  that  the  number  fit  for  duty  in  the  42.  &,  77t^  is  re- 
duced to  245,  which  to  my  great  mortification  puts  it  out  of  my  Power 
without  a Reinforcement,  to  send  them  to  Presqu'Isle,  agreable  to  your 
Excellency's  orders. 

To  save  Provisions  and  disincumber  the  Fort  of  useless  hands, 

I Send  to  Bedford  with  the  Waggons  &-  Pack  Horses,  all  the  sick  &,  wound- 
ed able  to  go;  after  furnishing  that  Escort,  The  Remains  of  the  two 
Regiments  would  not  have  been  in  a Condition  to  force  their  Fay  to 
Presqu'Isle,  had  they  net  with  opposition. 

Another  Circumstance  equally  distressing  for  me  is  a Spirit  of 
discontent  & deSertion  which  discovers  itself  among  the  Royal  Ameri- 
cans at  this  Post:  I had  the  honor  to  inform  you  at  different  times 
that  a Number  of  them  claimed  their  Discharges;  having  Served  the  time 
they  had  inlisted  for,  The  necessity  of  the  Service  has  not  permitted 
hitherto  to  grant  them  their  request,  and  occasions  those  bad  dis- 
positions -- 

The  militia  think  it  equally  hard  to  be  detained,  & they  take 
every  opportunity  to  deSert:  Not  to  be  obliged  to  rely  all  together 
upon  men  in  that  temper;  I keep  50  of  the  Highlanders  in  the  Fort,  and 
Send  as  many  Americans  with  the  Major,  chosen  among  those  who  are  less 
Suspected . 

I have  disposed  for  the  present  the  Troops  as  follows 

at  Fort  Pitt  200 

at  Ligonier  for  Escorts  100 

With  the  Waggons  to  Loudoun  100 
At  Bedford  with  the  Major  

Major  Campbell  will  send  back  from  Bedford  200  --  Horses  v/ith  Flour, 
and  if  he  can  Some  Cattle,  to  Ligonier,  which  is  in  an  immediate  want 
of  Provisions. 

The  100  men  who  escort  the  Waggons  from  Bedford  may  escort 
back  the  Provisions  you  will  please  to  order  for  the  use  of  this  gar- 
rison & Communication. 

I have  heard  nothing  from  Major  Gladwin  or  Captain  Dalyell,  It 
is  impracticable  to  send  any  but  Indians  to  Presqu'Isle,  and  the  only 
one  I had  employed  from  Bedford  is  supposed  to  be  killed,  having  not 
appeared  Since  he  lefft  this  Fort  on  his  way  back  to  me.

Sir 

After  I had  wrote  my  Letter  of  yesterday,  a french  Indian  ar- 
rived with  a Packett  from  the  Detroit  of  the  2S^n  July,  and  the  in- 
closed from  Major  Gladwin  for  your  Excellency. 

I have  the  honor  to  Send  you  a Copy  of  his  Letter  to  me,  and 
other  Papers,  which  I Suppose  have  already  been  Sent  you  by  the  way 
of  Niagara,  in  which  Case  I would  beg  the  favor  to  have  them  returned 
to  me. 


This  Express  Says  that  after  he  leff't  the  Detroit  he  was  in- 
formed by  seme  Wyandots,  that  Major  Rogers  with  300  Men  had  been 
attacked  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  by  the  Pout ewat amis,  had  beat  them, 
& got  into  the  Fort,  and  that  he  himself  saw  the  Sloop  Sailing  up  the 
River.  That  at  Sandusky  he  found  that  the  Detachment  had  burnt  the 
Indian  Village,  near  the  Place  where  the  Fort  had  Stood. 

That  when  he  was  coming  here  with  the  first  Letters  The  Del- 
awares would  not  let  him  pass:  But  were  so  dejected  at  present  by 
their  Loss  in  the  Engagement,  that  they  had  not  attempted  to  Stop 
him,  tho’  they  wanted  to  have  the  Letters. 

That  one  Hundred  Warriors  of  the  Suawanese  were  on  their  Way 
to  their  Towns  from  the  Detroit  where  they  had  Spirited  the  revolted 
Indians  to  continue  the  War,  & that  the  Delawares  were  preparing  to 
join  the  Shawanese. 

I Send  this  Indian  to  Presqu* Isle  with  Letters  for  the  Com- 
manding officer  there,  & for  Major  Gladwin,  to  give  them  Intelligence 
of  the  Situation  of  affairs  in  this  Quarter. 

He  is  to  return  here  without  delay,  In  the  meantime  I hope  to 
hear  whether  we  have  any  Reinforcement  to  expect  from  the  Provinces, 
and  I can  make  no  alteration  in  the  disposition  of  the  Troops,  our 
Numbers  being  insufficient  to  undertake  this  March,  without  running 
the  Risk  of  losing  the  few  men  we  have  lefft  fit  for  action. 
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300  good  men  Regulars  or  Provincial  Rangers  Would  now  enable 
us  to  burn  & destroy  all  the  Delaware  Towns  and  clear  the  Country  of 
that  Vermine  between  this  Fort  £c  Lake  Erie,  and  if  Provisions  Sc 
Batteaux  could  be  had  for  these  Troops  at  Sandusky,  they  might  yet 
go  to  the  Detroit  that  way,  or  by  Presqu’Isle.

Pitt,  yet  I would  Try  to  Spare  some  from  thence  to  Joyn  the  Vir- 
ginians in  Offensive  operations  against  the  Shawnese  Towns,  on  the 
Banks  of  the  Ohio.  I Shall  Trite  to  Colonel  Bouquet  on  this  Sub- 
ject; And  if  Colonel  Stephen  can  get  men  for  that  Service,  I Should 
hope  it  might  be  Executed  with  Success. 

I Have  no  Late  Accounts  from  the  Detroit;  but  am,  in  hourly 
Expectation  of  hearing  from  thence;  And  Flatter  myself  that  the 
Accounts,  when  they  Do  come,  will  be  as  favorable  as  I could  wish 
for.

Colonel  Stephen  Commanding  ^ 
the  Virginia  Volunteers  S 

Fort  Bedford] 
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Accounts  of  Colonel  Bouquet’s  Arrival  at  Fort  Pitt,  after  having  total- 
ly Routed  the  Body  of  Indians  who  had  Attacked  his  Little  Army,  near 
Bushy  Run;  And  Captain  Basset,  who  Brought  me  those  Accounts,  having 
Acquainted  me  that  you  were  Arrived  at  Fort  Bedford;  I Enclose  this  to 
Captain  Ourry,  that  he  may  Deliver  it  to  You;  In  hopes  that  you  will  be 
able  to  prevail  on  a Respectable  Body  of  Volunteers  from  the  Men  under 
your  Command  to  Undertake  an  Expedition  against  the  Shawanese  Settle- 
ments on  the  Banks  of  the  Ohio , this  being  the  favorable  time  for  Ex- 
ecuting such  a Blow,  that  would  tend  so  greatly  to  the  Security  of  the 
Frontiers  for  the  future,  &,  Reflect  the  Highest  Honor  on  the  Dominion 
of  Virginia. — 

I Have  Wrote  to  the  Lt  Governor  on  this  Subject;  And  I now  Ac- 
quaint Colonel  Bouquet,  that  he  may  Concert  with  you,  & should  it  appear 
practicable  that  he  will  give  every  Assistance  he  can,  with  the  Neces- 
sary Directions,  for  putting  it  in  Execution;  furnishing  you  with  what 
Men  &ca  he  can  Spare  from  Fort  Pitt:  The  Batteaus  that  have  been  lately 

Built  there  will  Answer  a very  good  purpose,  if  they  are  Employed  on  the 
Occasion;  And  I Really  think  the  Service  so  desirable,  & Judge  the 
Scheme  so  feasible,  that  I Flatter  Myself  you  will  be  able  to  prevail 
on  a Sufficient  Number  of  Men  to  Undertake  it,  and  that  it  will  not 
fail  of  Success.

Indians  now  find,  that  good  Conduct  & perseverance  will  defeat  their 
enterprises,  I hope  your  Victory  will  have  lay'd  the  foundations  of 
future  peace,  8c  tranquillity  on  our  borders. 

The  General  thought  what  you  proposed  in  regard  to  Major  Camp- 
bell, so  right  & reasonable,  that  he  desired  me  to  go  immediately  upon 
the  receipt  of  the  letter,  &,  mention  it  to  Col.  Reed,  who  writes  to 
Major  Campbell  upon  it;  you  set  that  gentleman’s  conduct  in  such  a 
light,  that  it  is  with  pleasure  I shall  embrace  any  occasion  that  may 
offer  of  rendering  him  service,  in  my  power  to  forward  it;  8c  at  the 
same  time  I shall  be  happy,  to  shew  my  readiness  in  complying  with 
your  desire. 


The  General  hopes  with  all  his  heart,  8c  sc  do  I most  sincerely, 
that  Lt  Dow,  may  recover  of  his  dangerous  wound  8c  see  his  family  pro- 
vided for  according  to  his  wishes:

Letters  of  the  _6;  & 11.  " Confirming  my  hopes  of  your  having  Reached 
Fort  Pitt,  & Routed  the  Savages  who  had  Attacked  Your  Little  Army,  gave 
me  the  highest  Satisfaction.  T'be  Disposition  you  made  for  the  Recep- 
tion of  the  Indians,  the  Second  Day,  was  Indeed  very  wisely  Concerted, 

& as  happily  Executed:  I am  pleased  with  Every  part  of  your  Conduct 

on  the  Occasion,  which  being  so  well  Seconded  by  the  Officers  & Sol- 
diers under  your  Command,  Enabled  you  not  only  to  protect  your  Large 
Convoy,  but  to  Route  a Body  of  Savages  that  would  have  been  very  For- 
midable against  any  Troops,  but  such  as  you  had  with  you. 


You  will  have  seen  by  my  Last,  that  Immediately  on  the  Receipt 
of  your  letter  cf  the  J5  • I Appointed  Lieut:  Balneavis  to  the  Capt: 
Lieutenancy,  & Likewise  provided  for  Mr  Peebles;  By  the  List  which  I 
transmitted  to  you,  ’when  I sent  you  the  Orders  for  the  Reduction,  You 
will  See  that  the  Officers  of  the  42  . must  Stand  according  to  Seniori- 
ty in  the  Regiment  without  Regarding  the  Battalions;  so  that  I Cannot 
Remove  the  two  Officers  you  Recommend;  but  they,  of  Course,  get  a Step 
by  these  Vacancys;  And,  as  I give  the  preference  to  the  Lieutenants  on 
Service,  they  may  probably  Continue  with  the  Regiment  on  Ensign’s  Pay; 
After  the  Reduction  has  taken  place,  that  will  give  them  a Title  to 
Succeed  to  the  Vacancys  in  Turn. 


I Hope  Major  Campbell  has  soon  Returned  to  you,  with  the  Re- 
mains of  your  Convoy:  You  did  Right  to  get  quit  of  your  Useless  People 
And  I Approve  of  your  having  Ordered  the  Rangers  to  be  Discharged;  for 
I have  a very  poor  Opinion  of  them:  The  Accompts  Shall  be  paid,  when 

Captain  Ourry  transmits  them  to  me.

Captain  Ourry  might  Demand  for  the  Troops  under  your  Command,  without 
waiting  for  Orders  from  You:  And  as  I Learnt  by  a Letter  from  Captain 

Ourry  that  Colonel  Stephen  had  Reached  Fort  Cumberland  with  a Large 
Body  of  Virginia  Volunteers , I Immediately  Wrote  to  the  Colonel,  Desir- 
ing he  might  upon  this  Occasion,  Employ  his  men,  on  the  Communication, 
for  Escorting  Provisions  &ea  to  Fort  Pitt,  that  you  might  be  the  better 
Enabled  to  Execute  my  Orders  for  Punishing  the  Savages:  Captain  Basset 

tells  me  Colonel  Stephen  was  at  Fort  Bedford,  as  he  past  that  place; 

And  therefore  I now  write  to  him  again  cn  another  Subject,  in  hopes 
that  he  will  be  able  not  only  t-o  keep  open  the  Communication,  but 
Spare  some  Troops  to  Act  Offensively  against  the  Shawnese  Settlements 
on  the  Banks  of  the  Ohio;  I Have  Likewise  Wrote  to  Lt  Governor  Fauquier 
to  the  same  purpose:  Enclosed  are  Copys  of  my  Letters;  And  as  I think 

this  the  Favorable  time,  for  Executing  such  a Blow,  that  must  greatly 
tend  to  the  future  Security  of  the  Frontiers,  I must  Desire  you  will 
Concert  with  Colonel  Stephen;  And.  should  it  be  Judged  practicable, 
that  you  will  give  the  Necessary  Directions  for  putting  it  in  Execution 
furnishing  Colonel  Stephen,  with  what  Assistance  of  Men  &ca  you  can 
Spare;  without  retarding  mere  than  needs  must  the  other  Services  point- 
ed out  to  you,  by  my  former  Orders:  The  Batteaus  that  have  been  Built, 
will  Answer  a very  good  End,  by  being  Employed  on  this  Occasion;  And 
I Trust  with  the  Assistance  you  will  be  able  to  give  Colonel  Stephen, 
this  Elow  may  be  Executed  with  Certain  Success. 

Altho’  I Could  have  Wished  Captain  Basset  had  Remained  with 
you,  as  I am  persuaded  his  Services  would  be  Necessary  at  present; 

Yet  as  he  has  Represented  to  me  that  his  State  of  Health  is  such  as  to 
give  him  little  Hopes  of  Recovery  unless  permitted  to  go  to  England;  I 
shall  give  him  Leave;  altho’  I must  Confess,  I think  he  has  as  good  a 
Chance  for  Recovering  here  as  in  England. 

Captain  Ecuyer’s  Behaviour  during  the  time  his  post  has  been 
Invested,  Deserves  my  Approbation:  I am  Sorry  for  his  Wound;  but  I 

hope  it  is  no  ways  Dangerous. 

I Have  had  no  Accounts  from  above  Niagara,  Since  Captain  Dal- 
yell  Left  Presqu’Isle;  But  I Flatter  Myself  Everything  at  the  Detroit 
&ca  goes  or  as  well  as  We  could  Wish:  & it  is  very  probable  you  may 

have  Intelligence  from  thence,  by  means  of  the  Trusty  Indians  Sir 
William  Johnson  sent  to  Captain  Dalyell,  before  the  News  can  Reach  me. 

I Have  Wrote  particularly  to  Major  Gladwin,  to  have  an  Eye  to- 
wards Presqu’Isle;  and  to  Endeavor  to  Send  some  Troops  to  meet  the 
Corps  from  Fort  Pitt,  which  may  facilitate  the  March  of  the  Latter,  & 
inable  them  to  Act  in  an  Offensive  manner  against  any  Indian  Settle- 
ments that  may  be  in  that  Neighborhood. 
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I Enclose  You  Letters  to  Major  Campbell;  Captain  L.  McDonald 
& Lieutenants  Donald  & Alexander  Campbell,  which  I Leave  open  f'or  your 
perusal,  after  which  you  will  please  to  Seal  3c  Deliver  them  to  those 
Gentlemen.

A Court  of  enquiry  held  by  Order  of  Colonel  Boquet  to  examine 
into  the  reasons  why  an  Indian  named  Andrew,  did  not  proceed  with  a 
packet  to  Presque  Isle. 

The  Court  being  assembled  are  informed  by  the  Indian  that  on  the 
evening  of  the  29^  of  AugT^  he  mett  four  Indians  of  his  own  Nation  viz.- 
Hurons , near  Venango,  -ho  told  him  that  there  were  assembled  at 
Presque  Isle  one  hundred  and  fifty  Otto,  was  & Chipm&s  Indians,  deter- 
mined to  wait  the  arrival  of  any  party  of  our  Troops  which  might  be 
sent  to  the  relief  of  Detroit;  that  they  were  in  possession  of  a 
Breast  work  erected  by  our  Troops  3c  had  mounted  two  swivels  which  had 
been  buried  by  the  savages  when  they  took  the  Blockhouse,  and  that 
his  informer  said,  they  then  had  been  there  twelve  days,  and  intended 
soon  to  march  back  and  take  the  swivels  to  their  Grand  Camp  at  Detroit, 
consisting  of  4000  Men  composed  of  six  different  Nations,  viz. 
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He  also  informs  the  Court  that  Eight  days  after  he  had  left 
Detroit  with  Major  Glad wins  dispatches  for  his  Post,  he  was  told  by 
some  of  his  oom  Nation  at  Sandusky  that  four  hundred  men  had  sallied 
from  Detroit  to  attack  an  Ottawa  villiage  a league  and  a half  from 
the  Fort  but  had  been  obliged  to  retire;  after  an  action  of  six 
hours  having  had  one  hundred  & fifty  killed  & wounded,  The  command- 
ing officer  & five  men  Killed  & Cant  Pogers  wounded  in  the  thigh,  he 
was  also  told  the  same,  near  Vennango  by  the  four  Indians  he  met  there.

I had  the  honor  to  inform  your  Excellency  in  my  Letter  of  the 
27^  August,  that  I had  Sent  to  Presqu'Isle,  the  Indian  Express,  who 
had  brought  Major  Gladwin's  Faekett. 

He  returned  after  proceeding  about  half  Way  the  Intel- 
ligence included. 

I detain  him  here  till  I receive  a Letter  from  you  and  send 
him  daily  out  to  be  informed  of  the  motions  of  the  Savages.  Yesterday 
he  told  me  that  Several  Parties  were  about  the  Fort,  watching  an  oppor- 
tunity to  Strike  & cut  off  our  grassguard.  but  as  he  speaks  very 
little  of  their  Language  he  would  not  know  their  Numbers. 

He  has  met  this  morning  over  the  River  two  Wiandot  (Sent  frcm 
Sandusky  to  inquire  what  had  become  of  him)  who  have  told  him  that  800 
Western  Indians  in  80  Canoes  were  gone  towards  Niagara  to  take  Post 
at  the  Carying  Place  and  cut  cff  all  communication  w^h  ye  Detroit 
where  one  of  cur  Vessels  had  arrived  about  12  days  ago  and  that  the 
Ottawas  & Chipwas  who  were  at  Presqu'Isle  were  not  yet  come  back 
If  this  War  continues,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  keep  Cattle  at  the 
Posts,  without  exposing  the  men  too  much  to  guard  them 

The  Mingoes,  Delawares,  &,  Shawanese  are  now  collecting  their 
men  at  Muskingum  to  the  Head  of  Scioto,  as  it  is  probable  that  they 
will  attempt  to  cut  off  the  Communication  to  this  Post,  our  Party  must 
be  Strong  to  avoid  a Check

I had  informed  you  in  my  Letter  of  the  26^  August  of  the  Neces- 
sity I had  found  myself  under,  to  dsfer  sending  the  remains  of  the  42$ 
to  Presqu'Isle  as  soon  as  a convoy  can  be  got  ready  below,  /which  for 
want  of  a Proper  Person  to  quicken  the  Slow  Motions  of  our  Contractors 
will  take  more  time  than  necessary/  The  Troops  are  to  Return  to  this 
Post,  when  I shall  proceed  immediately  to  the  Reduction  of  these  two 
Corps,  and  Execute  all  the  Orders  I have,  and  those  I may  receive  in 
the  best  manner  that  Circumstances  will  Permit. 
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( September  15,  1763) 


It  would  ill  become  me  to  presume  to  make  any  representation 
on  this  early  and  General  Suppression  of  Provisions,  but  I cannot 
help  thinking  that  if  the  Case  of  the  Troops  actually  employed  in  this 
Savage  War,  was  known  to  His  Majesty,  That  order  would  be  mitigated: 

I shall  Execute  it  at  the  precise  time  and  with  the  prudence  necessary

It  will  be  a great  Satisfaction  to  me  to  See  the  first  Bat- 
talion of  the  together,  after  having  been  divided  from  May  1757 

I shall  take  the  first  Opportunity  to  Write,  to  the  Officer 
Commanding  the  Post  at  the  Head  of  the  Rapids  of  the  Ohio,  and  if  it 
was  not  already  in  our  Possession,  The  French  Garrison  might  be  re- 
lieved from  Fort  Pitt. 

The  natural  Obstinacy  of  the  Government  of  Pennsylvania  dis- 
ables us  from  crushing  the  Savages  on  this  side  of  the  Lakes,  and  may 
draw  us  into  a lingering  War,  which  might  have  been  Terminated  by  an- 
other Blow 

The  Provinces  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  have  indeed  exerted 
themselves  in  the  defence  of  their  Frontiers,  but  they  do  nothing  for 
us,  as  by  Law  this  Militia  cannot  be  compelled  to  serve  out  of  their 
Respective  Provinces,  a right  They  will  no  Doubt  be  tenacious  of 

Captain  Ourry  Writes  me  that  Colonel  Stephen  could  not  furnish 
an  Escort  from  Bedford  to  Ligonier,  thof  he  had  a Hundred  Voluntiers 
with  him,  and  that  Post  was  in  great  want  of  an  immediate  Supply, 
having  been  drained  to  Supply  this  - - 

I see  that  the  whole  Burthen  of  this  War  will  rest  upon  you, 
and  while  the  few  Regular  Troops  you  have  left  can  keep  the  Enemy  at 
a distance,  the  Provinces  will  let  them  fight  it  out,  without  inter- 
fearing

I Herewith  Return  you 
the  Papers  from  Major  Gladwin,  as  I had  before  received  all  the  par- 
ticulars Contained  in  them,  by  the  way  of  Niagara. 

You  will  have  seen  by  my  Late  Letters  that  it  was  out  of  my 
Power  to  Send  you  any  Reinforcements  from  honce;  And  I am  Sorry  to 
Find,  the  Advancement  of  the  42 a to  Presqu’Isle  cannot  take  place 
this  Fall:  As  that  is  the  Case,  I Doubt  not  but  you  will  have  been 

Able,  with  the  Assistance  of  Colonel  Stephen,  & the  Virginia  Volun- 
teers, to  have  given  the  Shawnese  a Seasonable  Blow,  & Likewise  to 
have  Destroyed  Some  of  the  Delaware  Settlements,  &ca;  for,  altho’  the 
getting  up  the  Convoy  of  Provisions  was  very  Essential  for  Subsisting 
the  Troops;  yet,  were  We  to  make  that  the  only  Point  in  View,  the 
Punishment  of  the  Savages  can  never  take  place;  And  I Trust,  you  will, 
that  Instant  that  you  gave  over  thoughts  of  Sending  the  42^  to  Presqu’- 
Isle,  have  Formed  some  Designs  of  Acting  Offensively  against  the  In- 
dians, & of  Employing  the  Troops  in  such  Operations  as  can  most  Dis- 
tress the  Savages  who  have  committed  the  Depredations-- 

As  you  have  found  it  Impracticable  to  Send  forward  the  42^ 
to  Presqu’Isle;  end  Should  nothing  happen  after  the  Date  of  your 
Letter,  that  you  can  pursue  the  first  Plan,  it  will  bo  Necessary 
that  One  or  two  Officers  of  that  Corps,  who  are  to  Stand  on  the  New 
Establishment,  should  Immediately  proceed  Either  by  the  Route  from 
Pittsburgh,  or  come  this  Way,  to  Presqu’Isle,  to  take  the  Command 
of  the  _40  Men  gone  from  Albany,  as  mentioned  in  my  Last,  as  Captain 
Erving,  & Lieut:  Mont  must  Return  to  Joyn  the  77.  who -are  Ordered 
Home  to  be  Reduced.  The  Men  of  the  42^  & 77^  will  Either  Remain  at

directly  to  Joyn  the  Battalion:  Tho  Supernumerary  Men  gone  to  Ni- 

agara will  be  Drafted  into  the  46^  & Major  Wilkins  will  take  the 
Officers  to  Presqu'Isle,  agreably  to  the  Orders  I have  Sent  him. 

I Have  just  now  spoke  to  the  Director  of  the  Hospital,  about 
the  Medicines,  and  have  Ordered  him  to  Send  what  are  Demanded  to  mF 
Plumsted  that  they  may  be  forwarded  without  Delay  to  Fort  Pitt.

Orders 

The  Commander  in  Chief  having  Received  Directions  from  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Treasury,  as  well  as  from  the  Sec- 
retary at  War,  for  Causing  Stoppages  to  be  made  from  the  pay  of  the 
Troops  that  shall  be  Stationed  at  such  places,  where  Provisions  are 
Supplied  them  by  the  Crown,  of  Four  Pence  Sterling,  for  Each  Ration 
that  shall  be  Issued,  being  Agreable  to  what  was  practised  during  the 
Last  Peace,  This  Regulation  is  to  be  punctually  Observed;  And  to  the 
End  that  the  Stoppages  may  be  made  in  a Regular  manner,  the  Commanding 
Officer  at  Each  Post  will  take  up  all  Small  Receipts,  & give  a General 
one  on  the  ?A+:'1  of  Each  Month  to  the  Commissary,  or  Person,  that  Is- 
sues the  Provisions,  Signing  throe  of  the  same  Tenor  & Date;  The  Sec- 
ond marked  Duplicate,  & the  Third  Triplicate;  that  two  of  them  maybe 
transmitted  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Stores  & Provisions;  One  of 
which  will  be  Annexed  to  the  Warrant  for  the  Masterly  Subsistence  of 
the  Corps,  &■  the  Amount  of  the  Four  peaces  Stopt  in  the  DepY  Paymf 
General's  Hands 

In  Garrisons  where  there  maybe  Detachments  of  Different  Corps, 
there  must  be  as  many  Receipts  given  as  there  are  Different  Corps 

Receipts  in  the  same  Form  of  the  Provisions  Issued  to  the  De- 
tachments of  the  Royal  Artillery,  to  be  given  to  the  Commissary,  that 
he  may  transmit  two  of  them  to  the  Commissary  General;  And,  the  Com- 
manding Officer  will  order  the  Stoppages  to  be  made,  &.  Lodged  in  the 
Hands  of  the  Paymaster  of  that  Corps  to  be  forthcoming  on  Demand. 

As  the  Troops  are  not  Obliged  by  the  foregoing  Regulation  to 
Draw  Provisions,  if  they  cn  Subsist  themselves  at  a Cheaper  Rate,  the 
Commander  in  Chief  Recommends  to  the  Officers  Commanding  at  the  Posts, 
that  the  Men  may  Cultivate  some  Ground  within  the  Bounds  of  the  Posts 
where  they  may  be  Stationed,  when  the  Service  permits;  And,  with  the 
help  of  Fi sh , Game , & the  Vegetables  they  may  Raise,  they  then  may  Do 
very  well  with  Four  Portions  for  Eight  days,  which  they  may  Receive 
in  the  Species  that  will  best  Answer  to  them;  Agreable  to  the  Orders 
which  have  been  given  for  Receiving  of  One  Species  in  Lieu  of  another; 
So  that,  Instead  of  Four  pence  p Diem,  it  will  really  Amount  to  no 
more  then  Two  pence;  Supposing  they  Draw  as  Above  mentioned;  but  they 
may  have  more  or  Less,  as  they  themselves  shall  Chuse.-- 


To  Colonel  Bouquet;  Or  Officer  Commanding  at 
Fort  Pitt,  & Dependent  Posts 
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By  this  Regulation  no  Officer  can  Draw  more  than  One  Ration; 
for  which  the  Like  Stoppage  of  Four  Pence  must  be  made;  & this,  of 
Course,  Strikes  off  all  Women,  & Every  other  person  from  whom  Stop- 
pages cannot  be  made--

Sir, 


I am  to  Own  your  Letter  of  the  7^  Instant,  Enclosing  the 
Report  of  the  Indian  Express,  who  had  Returned  to  Fort  Pitt,  after 
having  been  half  way  to  Presqu* Isle . 


Colonel  Bouquet 
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It  is  Likely  that  a Party  of  Indians  may  have  teen  at  Presqu' 
Isle,  at  that  time;  but  I cannot  think  they  will  have  Remained  there 
long:  And  I Hope  the  Detachment  from  Niagara  will  have  been  Sufficient 

to  take  possession  of  that  Place,  &.  ReEstablish  a Post  agreably  to  my 
Orders;  The  Sloop  in  which  Captain  Hope,  with  a Detachment  of  the  17." 
Regiment,  &,  Lieut.  Montresor,  Sailed  from  Niagara  about  the  Middle  of 
Last  Month,  was  Unfortunately  Drove  on  a Bank,  between  that  & Presqu’ 

Isle  on  the  28_th  August;  And  I Fear  She  will  be  Lost:  All  the  People 

were  Saved;  Lieut.  Montresor  took  post  ashore,  & Sent  Advice  to  Major 
Wilkins,  who  Ordered  Captain  Cochrane,  with  Boats,  & Men,  to  their  Re- 
lief; & I Conclude  they  will  have  proceeded  directly  to  Presqu’ Isle, 
from  whence  I would  chuso  the  Indians  should  be  gone,  as  the  Party  can- 
not be  so  well  Provided,  after  being  Cast  away,  as  they  would  have  been, 
had  they  Set  out  with  the  Design  of  Forming  the  Post  at  Presqu ’Isle. 

There  is  no  Doubt  but  the  Indians  on  your  Communication,  if  they 
have  Ammunition,  will  try  to  Destroy  the  Cattle:  And  the  only,  & best 
way,  to  prevent  that,  unless  you  can  keep  them  in  Certain  Security,  is 
to  Slaughter  the  Cattle,  & have  them  Salted. 

Mr  Croghan  is  Just  now,  Arrived  here,  last  from  Sir  William 
Johnson’s;  What  carryed  him  there  I know  not;  He  has  brought  me  Dis- 
patches from  Sir  Wi-liam,  by  which  I Learn  that  the  Five  Friendly 
Tribes  of  the  Six  Nations,  at  the  Conference  he  has  now  with  them,  Ex- 
press great  firmness  & Steadiness  in  our  Interest;  And  the  Canada  In- 
dians have  Even  offered  to  Act  Offensively  against  the  Western  Tribes, 
who  have  Committed  the  Hostilities:  This  is  so  far  good;  but  I shall 

not  Employ  them,  as  all  I Desire  is  their  Remaining  Quiet,  for  I never 
will  put  the  least  Trust  in  any  of  the  Indian  Race.-- 

Mr  Croghan  has  Desired  Leave  to  go  to  England,  on  account  of  his 
Private  Affairs;  but  I Have  absolutely  Refused  to  Comply  with  his  Re- 
quest, as  I think,  if  his  Presence  ever  was  of  any  Consequence  in  the  De- 
partment he  filled,  it  certainly  is  so  at  this  present  time. — 

I Have  already  Acquainted  you  that  I had  thought  proper  to  Allow 
Provisions,  to  the  Troops  under  your  Command,  untill  the  present  Disturb- 
ances are  Quelled;  But  as  I have  given  a General  Order  concerning  the 
Stoppages,  which  have  already  Commenced  in  Several  Districts,  I Likewise 
Enclose  you  a Copy  thereof  that  the  same  may  be  made  publick,  & observed 
hereafter,  when  I shall  Judge  it  Reasonable  that  the  Troops  with  you, 
should  be  put  on  the  same  Footing  with  the  Others.--  You  will  Furnish 
the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Three  Companys  Ordered  to  South  Carolina, 
with  a Copy  of  the  Orders,  as  he  must  Observe  the  Directions  concerning 
the  Receipts;  for  the  Stoppages  are  to  Commence  in  South  Carolina,  on 
the  Formation  of  the  Companys;  And  that  these  stoppages  may  be  made  in  a 
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Regular  manner,  from  the  Subsistence  of  the  Battalion;  I herewith  trans- 
mit you,  a Form  for  the  Abstract,  when  the  Receipts  are  Received  from 
Carolina:  And  the  Same  Method  will  be  Observed  hereafter  in  making 

the  Stoppages  from  the  Whole  Battalion.--

I think  myself  very  happy  in  the  Approbation  You  have  been 
pleased  to  Express  of  my  Conduct  in  the  Execution  of  your  Orders, 
and  I beg  leave  to  return  you  my  thanks  for  the  Commissions,  you 
have  so  graciously  granted  to  Captain  Lieutenant  Belneavis,  and  M? 
Peebles.  The  other  Officers  whom  I had  the  Honor  to  recommend,  will 
I hope  chearfully  accept  the  favour  of  being  continued  in  the  Service 
upon  Ensigns  pay,  with  the  Prospect  of  Succeeding  in  turn  to  the 
vacancies . 

Captain  Ecuyer  is  recovered  of  his  wound,  and  desires  me  to 
Express  his  respectful  Gratitude  for  the  Honourable  mention  you  have 
Condense ended  to  make  of  him;  He  dreads  the  inaction  to  which  he  will 
shortly  be  reduced,  and  is  resolved  to  remain  in  America,  in  hopes 
of  being  sooner  employed  -- 
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The  Plan  you  have  proposed  to  Coll.  Stephen  Appears  to  me  no-1: 
only  practicable,  but  I think  the  Execution  would  be  attended  with 
little  danger,  I Enclose  an  Estimate  of  the  distances,  and  as  the 
Shawano es  Towns  are  now  very  far  from  the  Ohio,  and  the  Scioto  a Shal- 
low River  at  this  Season,  and  narrow,  I would  rather  incline  to  go  by 
Land,  However  this  must  depend  upon  the  Weather — 


Colonel  Stephen  is  a Man  of  Resolution,  and  in  my  opinion  very 
capable  of  Executing  this  Commission,  he  will  certainly  put  all  the 
Springs  in  Motion,  Spirit  up  his  Men,  and  if  he  can  prevail  on  a Suf- 
ficient Number  to  follow  him,  I hold  his  Success  for  Certain-- 

I write  to  him  immediately  to  Offer  any  Assistance  in  my  Pow- 
er, and  press  him  by  every  Motive  that  can  Stimulate  his  Ambition  and 
Publick  Spirit. 


The  Several  Letters  you  have  been  pleased  to  leave  open  for  my 
Perusal  are  Soaled  and  forwarded  by  this  Opportunity. 

I am  Sorry  Captain  Bassett  has  left  us,  but  seeing  he  was  de- 
termined to  sacrifice  his  Commission  to  the  Recovery  of  his  Health, 
made  me  recommend  his  case  to  you-- 

Agreeably  to  your  Orders  of  the  7^  I have  fixed  up  Three 
Companies,  as  they  will  stand  when  the  New  Establishment  takes  place, 
to  go  to  South  Carolina,  and  have  Appointed  the  Officers  as  in  the 
enclosed  List,  In  case  any  of  them  Should  be  at  New  York,  I beg  they 
may  receive  your  Orders  or  proceed  to  their  destination, 

I send  tc  morrow  from  hence  Cant?  Lieut!1  Phillips  with  all  his 
Orders  and  Letters,  and  Ensign  Price,  and  has  added  Lieut!'  BailLie 
for  want  of  another;  As  he  will  be  included  in  the  Reduction,  Captain 
Phillips  is  to  ask  your  Orders,  whether  he  is  to  go  with  the  Detach- 
ment from  Philadelphia,  The  Enclosed  State  of  the  Officers  of  the 
60th  at  Present  in  this  Department,  will  Accompt  for  my  not  sending 
the  Complement  Ordered,  having  only  the  Adjutant,  as  one  Ensign  left 
here  for  Duty — 


We  have  neither  Spare  Arms  nor  Accoutrements  to  send  with 
them,  many  being  lost  with  the  Men  at  the  out  Posts,  Besides  we  have 
no  Carriage  of  any  kind  here  at  Present-- 


I must  therefore  bog  you  would  grant  an  Order  to  Captain 
Phillips,  for  the  Number  of  Arms  and  Pouches  wanted  to  Compleat  these 
three  Companies  which  we  shall  replace  o.s  soon  as  the  Men  will  be 
Collected,  and  the  Battalion  formed — 
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I have  not  omitted  to  deliver  to  Capt?  Phillips  a Copy  & that 

Part  of  your  Orders  of  the  7^ 1 August  relative  to  the  Stoppage  to  be 

made  for  Provisions  when  received  in  kind,  and  which  are  to  Commence 
the  day  after  these  three  Companies  are  fixed  at  their  Respective 
Posts  - - 

I am  relieved  from  a Painful  anxiety  by  your  Generous  Suspen- 
sion of  that  order  in  favour  of  the  Troops  now  acting  in  this  and  the 

Detroit  Departments  --  For,  even  the  Palliatives  you  had  at  first 
thought  of,  to  soften  that  retrenchment  could  not  avail  them  as  they 
are  Circumstanced , nor  indeed  can  they  Subsist  without  the  full  Ration, 
out  of  the  Settlements,  till  they  have  been  One  Year  at  a Post,  to 
raise  some  Eatables  as  Greens  and  Indian  Corn 

I still  flatter  myself  for  the  Good  of  the  Service  that  by 
the  favour  of  your  Intercession,  The  Government  will  take  into  Con- 
sideration the  higher  Price  of  all  kinds  of  necessaries  in  this  Coun- 
try, which  doubles  again  at  the  distant  Posts,  and  the  want  of  Quar- 
ters and  small  douceurs  allowed  in  England,  that  are  in  fact  part  of 
a Soldiers  pay,  of  which  he  is  totally  deprived  in  America  --  And 
that  Bsme  allowance  will  be  thought  just,  as  an  Equivalent  for  those 
real  differences 

I have  not  received  yet  any  Intelligence  by  the  way  of  Pres- 
qu’Isle,  nor  any  further  Account  from  the  Detroit  than  the  Magnified 
Tales  which  I transmitted  to  you,  the  unfortunate  fate  of  Captain 
Dalyell  affects  me  Sensibly,  shall  we  not  soon  obtain  an  adequate 
Vengeance  of  those  infernal  Wretches, 

That  insignificant  Success  will  ha\Te  raised  the  Expectations 
of  those  Villains,  and  I hope  that  Major  Gladwin  wall  tame  advantage 
of  their  insolence  to  curb  their  Pride,  and  crush  them  at  last-- 

I write  to  M?  Read  how  he  is  to  act  in  regard  to  the  Certifi- 
cates transmitted  to  him  from  Fort  Cumberland.  I had  sent  orders 
from  Carlisle  to  Captain  Ourry  to  allow  no  Provisions  /part  of  the 
first  moment  of  the  Alarm/,  but  to  such  persons  as  could  be  of  Ser- 
vice for  the  defence  of  the  Post,  and  from  Bedford  I put  the  same 
stop  to  the  Provisions  at  Fort  Cumberland.  M:  Read  will  inform  me 
from  the  Dates  of  the  Certificates,  whether  those  Orders  have  been 
observed,  and  he  will  receive  Directions  accordingly  --

Sir , 


I am  Sorry  to  Tell  you  of  a Loss  we  have  had  on  the  Niagara 
Carrying  Place  on  the  14  September;  The  Waggons  Returning  to  the  Low- 
er Landing  under  a Convoy  of  a Serjeant,  & 28  Men  of  Wilraot’s,  were 
Attacked  by  some  Savages:  Their  Fire  being  heard  by  Lieut':  Campbell  & 
Fraser,  who  were  Encamped  with  two  Company s at  the  Lower  Landing,  those 
Gentlemen  Immediately  Marched  out  their  Companys  to  Reinforce  the  Con- 
voy; And,  I Conclude,  Imagined  it  might  be  a small  Body  of  Indians,  & 
pressed  to  get  to  them  as  fast  as  Fossible;  & perhaps  were  more  Huddled 
together,  & less  on  their  Guard,  than  they  would  have  been  on  any  other 
Occasion:  Their  Zeal  was  very  Commendable,  but  the  Companys  were  almost 

Entirely  Cut  off,  by  being  Surrounded  by  a very  Superior  Large  Body  of 
Savages,  said  to  be  500.-- 

As  soon  as  the  Affair  was  Known  at  Niagara,  L.  Colonel  Browning, 
Sent  out  Major  Wilkins  with  a Large  Reinforcement;  but  before  he  could 
get  up,  the  Mischief  was  Done,  & the  Enemy  gone:  The  Oxen,  Horses,  & 

Waggons  that  were  carryed  off,  or  Destroyed,  will  be  Soon  Replaced; 

But  I Lament  the  Loss  of  so  many  Officers  & Good  Men  v ho  Fell  in  the 
Discharge  of  their  Duty,  by  the  Hands  of  the  Bloody  Villains:  All  the 

Officers  who  were  there,  Viz?  Lieut?  Campbell  &,  Fraser,  of  the  80. 

Lieut:  Rosco  of  the  Royal  Artillery:  Captain  Johnson  of  the  Jersey 

Provincials,  & Lieut:  Dayton  of  the  Yorkers,  were  Killed;  And  by  the 
Return,  We  have  Lost  Six  Serjeants  & 70  Rank  & File , besides  two  Ser- 
vants, who,  I Suppose,  were  Waggoners.

There  is  One  Circumstance  I think  it  Necessary  you  should  Know,  that 
you  may  be  on  your  Guard,  in  Case  the  Villains  should  make  any  Attempt 
to  Deceive  your  Garrison,  or  the  Other  Posts:  I mean  by  the  Cloathing 

of  the  30 1*1  Regiment  as  they  Stript  all  the  Dead,  &.  Carryod  off  the 
Cloathing,  Arms  & Accoutrements .

EXTRACT  OF  A LETTER  FROM 
SIR  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  TO  SIR  JEFFERY  AMHERST 

[B.  M. , Add.  MSS.  21634,  f.  414,  C.J 

Dated  Johnson  Hall  6^n  October  1763. — 

This  Morning  a Seneca  Chief  of  Canadasegey  the  first  Castle  of 
that  Nation,  and  which  has  not  been  Concerned  in  any  of  the  Hostilities 
arrived  here  and  gives  me  the  following  Information,  which  he  had  from 
a Party  of  Warriors  Just  Returned  with  some  Scalps,  & Prisoners  from 
the  Cherokee  Country,  Vizt  "That  on  their  way  home  they  met  a Large 
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"Body  of  Several  Nations  Assembled  at  a Village  of  Delawares  on  the 
"River  Adjuketa,  which  Bnptys  into  Muskingam  or  Elk  River,  where  they 
"Saw  the  Ottawawa  Confederacy  Deliver  the  War  Hatchet,  Bov;  & Arrows 
"to  the  Delawares ; And  desire  they  would  use  the  same  with  Vigour 
"against  the  English,  who  were  about  taking  away  their  Country.  -- 
"That  they  then  pointed  out  the  Forts  Pitt  & Augusta  as  the  greatest 
"Eye  Sores  to  the  Indians  in  them  parts;  therefore  desired  they 
"would  loose  no  time  in  Distressing  and  Attacking  them,  on  which 
"they  would  all  Joyn  in  a Body  & proceed  towards  Philadelphia,  that 
"while  the  Delawares  were  Engaged  in  that  Affair,  they,  the  Qt towns ,

"&  Conferences,  with  the  English,  to  prevent  which  they,  the 
"Ottowawa  Confederacy,  Plucked  the  Horns  from  their  Heads  (i.  e. 
"removed  everything  but  War  from  the  thoughts  of  their  Sachims) 

"and  made  them  become  Warriors,  desireing  they  would  Exert  them- 
"selves  in  Conjunction  with  the  Delawares  to  which  they  Agreed."

As  Ensign  Tucker  is  going  to  Joyn  the  Battalion,  I Take  the 
Opportunity  of  Acquainting  you,  that  it  is  my  Intentions  the  Eight 
Companys  of  the  42^  Regiment  (for  I Conclude  you  have  not  been  able 
to  Send  them  forward  to  Presqu ’ Isle ) Should  Winter  on  the  Communica- 
tion between  Philadelphia  & Pittsburgh;  And  You  will  therefore  Fix 
them,  when  You  have  no  further  Ooerations  to  Carry  on,  in  the  best 
Quarters  You  can,  that  the  Men  may  have  all  possible  Advantages  for 
the  perfect  Recovery  of  their  Healths,  & that  they  may  likewise  be  in 
the  Way  for  the  Protection  & Safety  of  the  Communication.  I Would 
not  have  any  of  the  42*t  Left  at  Pittsburgh. 


From  the  42.  not  Advancing  to  Presqu’Isle  there  is  little  prob 
ability  of  the  Officers  & Men  of  the  lst  Battalion,  who  are  on  Lake 
Erie,  Joyning  you  this  Winter,  from  that  Post. 


Baron  Munster  is  gone  to  England,  on  Account  of  his  Health; 
hut  I hone  soon  to  Send  You  a Duty  Major  in  his  Room.  As  Captain  Coch- 
rane is  a kind  of  an  Invalid,  & not  fit  for  Active  Service,  & I Suppose 
will  Return  here,  I think  it  will  be  best  to  Appoint  him  to  One  of  the 
Companys  Ordered  to  South  Carolina:  That  Climate  will  Suit  his  Constit 
ution  better  than  this  Northern  One:  Capt : Prevost , who  is  now  here, 

has  likewise  Requested,  that  he  may  be  One  of  the  Captains  Destined 
for  Carolina,  to  which  I have  no  Objection;  Aid  You  will  Please  to 
Settle  this  accordingly,  & as  You  think  best.

The  Commander  in  Cnief  having  Represented  Home  that  the  Stop- 
page of  Four  Pence  Sterling,  for  Each  Ration  Supplyed  by  the  Crown, 
was  rather  more  than  the  Soldier  could  afford  to  Puy,  Considering  the 
Dearness  at  this  Time  of  all  Kinds  of  Necessaries  in  this  Country,  The 
Commander  in  Chief  (tho*  he  has  not  Received  any  further  Directions  on 
this  Head  from  His  Majesty's  Ministers)  takes  upon  Himself,  in  Consid- 
eration of  the  present  very  high  price  of  Necessarys , & that  the  Sol- 
dier cannot  as  Yet  Supply  himself,  as  he  may  Do  hereafter;  to  Lower 
the  Stoppage  for  the  Ration  to  Two  Pence  half  penny  Sterling,  'till 
the  King's  pleasure  shall  be  further  Known”:  And  this  Stoppage  of  Two 
Pence  half  penny  Sterling  is  to  Commence  from  the  Day  that  was 
Ordered  for  the"  Stoppage  of  Four  pence. 

The  Order  of  the  22^  September,  Regarding  the  Provisions,  is 
to  be  Obeyed  in  Every  Respect , Except  that  a Stoppage  of  Two  Pence 
half  penny  Sterling  for  Each  Ration,  is  to  be  made  Instead  of  Four 
Pence .

But  I Cannot  think  but  that  their  Ammunition  & Supplys  must  be 
Soon  greatly  Exhausted,  yet  they  may  do  a great  deal  more  Mischief, 
before  We  can  put  a Stop  to  their  Ravages. -- 

I Have  Wrote  to  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania;  giving  him  the 
Intelligence  I have  Received,  and  Repeating  my  Surprize  that  no  Steps 
seem  to  be  taking  by  the  People  of  that  Province  for  their  own  De- 
fence & Protection;  But  I Fear  all  that  I can  Say  will  have  little 
Effect . —

I have  to  acknowledge  your  Excellencies*  Letters  of  the  18. ‘ 

19 25.  September,  and  one  of  the  3^  October  all  received  the  21?^  In- 
stant, when  the  Convoy  and  our  Troops,  arrived  at  this  Post-- 


I immediately  Ordered  the  42^  and  77^h  to  proceed  to  the  Reduc- 
tion agreeably  to  the  New  Establishment,  which  will  take  place  on  the 
25^h  of  this  Month,  and  when  the  Service  of  this  Campaign  is  over,  the 
Officers  and  Remains  of  the  77th  will  March  to  New  York  with  part  of  the 
Reduced  Officers  of  the  42^  tut  as  most  of  the  Senior  Officers  of  this 
Corps,  who  are  to  remain  upon  full  pay,  are  absent,  I shall  be  Obliged 
to  detain  as  many  of  the  Reduced  Officers  of  the  421  as  will  be  wanted 
to  Compleat  the  Nine  Companies,  till  the  others  Joyn,  or  till  your  In- 
tentions thereupon  are  known. 


I have  the  Honor  to  Transmit  you  the  Rolls  of  these  two  Regi- 
ments, both  as  they  stood  before,  and  will  stand  after  the  Reduction. 

The  Officers  and  Men  Wanted  to  Compleat  the  Companies  of  the  42^ 
at  Niagara  are  sent  to  New  York,  Your  Orders  of  the  22^  of  September  re- 
garding the  Stoppage  for  Provisions  will  be  given  forthwith  to  the 
Troops  in  this  District,  with  the  MB.  at  the  end;  and  the  directions 
Concerning  the  Receipts  &?  is  Sent  to  the  Officer  Commanding  the  3 Com- 
panies of  the  bOt*1  in  South  Carolina;  as  ordered  Lieutenant  Van  Ingen 
will  be  exchanged  at  the  formation  of  the  first  Battalion  for  Lieutt 
Turnbul 


As  soon  as  the  Officers  destined  for  that  Corps  can  Join  us, 
Those  who  are  to  be  reduced  will  be  sent  down,  except  the  Pay  Master 
Capt?  Barnsley  who  must  Settle  the  Accounts  with  every  Company  when  it 
will  be  Possible  to  bring  them  here-- 

The  Steadiness  of  the  five  Nations,  and  the  Offers  of  the  Can- 
adian Indians  are  agreeable  I wish  they  may  Continue  in  these  disposi- 
tions: But  the  losses  ve  have  Sustained  at  Niagara,  and  more  particu- 

larly that  of  the  Sloop,  are  most  unfortunate  at  this  time  the  Season 
being  so  far  Advanced  as  to  make  it  very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
repair  it,  before  Winter,  and  the  Consequences  must  be  Severely  felt  at 
the  Detroit,  and  Presqu’Isle,  for  which  I own  I am  uneasey-- 

The  many  unavoidable  Accidents  and  disappointments  at  Such  dis- 
tances, and  the  difficulty  of  the  Communication,  render  it  nearly  im- 
practicable at  this  time  for  different  Departments  to  Act  in  Concert, 
and  assist  one  another-- 
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(October  24,  1763) 


The  Troops  on  this  side  have  indeed  been  all  together  em- 
ploy’d in  Escorting  of  Provisions,  and  have  not  boen  able  to  Act 
offensively.  But  that  Article  as  you  are  pleased  to  mention  re- 
quired the  first  Attention,  as  the  foundation  of  all  Operations,  And 
even  after  their  Continual  Fatigues  and  Marches  of  upwards  of  800 
Miles  Since  June  last,  we  are  not  yet  sufficiently  Provided,  there 
being  yet  a Convoy  at  Bedford  Stoped  for  want  of  Escort  with  the  most 
Material  Articles,  of  Salt,  Pork,  Flour,  and  Cattle  — the  Contractors 
say  that  they  could  not  get  them  ready  to  Join  the  last  having  not 
received  their  Orders  in  time,  tho’  I gave  them  as  soon  as  you  Auth- 
orized me  to  do  it-- 

I have  all  along  expected  some  Assistance  of  Escorts  from 
the  three  Provinces,  so  nearly  Concerned  in  the  Support  of  this  Post, 
but  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  have  taught  us  to  depend  upon  our- 
selves, and  in  Consequence,  I must  make  some  shift  to  bring  up  this 
last  Convoy  which  will  leave  this  Fort  well  Supplied-- 

Coll.  Stephen  has  furnished  94  Volunteers  x7ho  have  assisted  in 
Escorting  the  last  Provisions  arrived  --  I have  tryed  every  Method 
to  engage  them  to  March  with  us  over  the  Ohio  to  the  nearest  Dela- 
wares Towns,  my  endeavours  have  Proved  ineffectual,  they  are  gone 
back-- 


That  is  one  of  the  two  Attacks  that  Can  be  executed  this 
way,  and  which  I mentioned  to  you  as  practicable,  with  a Reinforce- 
ment of  300  Men  Ecwever  in  obedience  to  your  desire,  I would  have 
attempted  it  with  that  Small  Addition  of  Men  fit  for  Such  Expedi- 
tions, But  ’without  a Certain  Number  of  Woodsmen,  I cannot  think 
it  Adviseable  to  employ  regulars  in  the  Woods  against  Savages,  as 
they  cannot  procure  any  Intelligence,  and  are  open  to  Continual 
Surprises,  nor  Can  they  Pursue  at  any  distance  their  Enemy  when 
they  have  Routed  them,  and  should  they  have  the  Misfortune  to  be 
Defeated  the  whole  would  be  Destroyed  if  above  one  days  March  from 
a Fort 


That  is  my  opinion  in  which  I hope  to  be  deceived  The  first 
of  those  five  Delaware  Towns  is  52  Miles  distant  The  furthest  100. 

The  other  Attack  may  be  directed  against  the  Shawanoes 
Settlements,  and  requires  a great  force  on  Account  of  the  Apparrant 
impossibility  of  Surprising  them  as  they  are  now  Situated  having  to 
go  about  70  Miles  against  Streams  up  the  Muskingum  to  their  Nearest 
Town  from  the  Ohio,  and  Supposing  one  to  be  Surprised  they  are  so 
near  one  another  that  the  Alarm  would  be  immediately  Spread,  they  are 
not  far  from  the  Miami s Indians,  and  most  of  the  Delawares  have  Joyn’d 
them,  so  that  they  must  be  Carried  by  main  Force. 
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(October  24,  1763) 


Coll.  Stephen  Writes  me  of  the  10 1?*1  instant  that  he  can  raise 
1000  Men  for  that  Expedition  and  March  as  soon  as  he  is  informed 
whether  the  Crown  or  the  Colony  are  to  defray  the  Expense  If  that  Dif- 
ficulty can  be  got  over,  the  Month  of  November  if  the  most  favourable 
for  the  Execution  of  that  Plan,  and  I shall  keep  the  Troops  ready  to 
reinforce  him  with  a Detachment  and  25  Batteaux  for  the  Provisions  and 
light  Baggage  of  the  Men,  who  can  March  unencumbered  along  the  Shore, 
and  Cover  the  Batteaux  --  If  it  cannot  take  place  this  fall  it  may  in 
the  Spring,  tho ' by  no  means  so  Proper  for  Several  reasons 

The  Remains  of  the  Militia  of  this  Post  being  most  of  them  nak- 
ed and  without  any  Certainty  of  being  paid  for  their  services  have 
refused  to  stay  here  any  longer,  and  are  going  down  — Their  wretched 
Condition  pleads  in  their  favour,  and  as  they  have  hitherto  behaved 
well,  and  been  usefull  on  several  Occasions,  I take  the  Liberty  to 
recommend  them  to  your  Consideration  for  an  Allowance  of  Pay  from  the 
Provinces  cr  the  Crown,  during  the  time  of  their  Services,  which  I 
have  Certified  excluding  all  Deserters  Sc® 

A Number  of  them  have  lost  their  Horses  & Cattle  by  being  de- 
tained for  the  defense  of  the  Fort,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  their 
Houses 


From  the  inconsiderable  Number  of  Royal  Americans  remaining  in 
this  Department,  and  the  improbability  that  the  Detachments,  from 
DeTroit  and  Niagara  can  Join  us  this  year  to  form  the  Six  Companies  it 
becomes  unavoidable  to  employ  the  42  Reg.  to  Garrison  this  Fort  and  the 
Communication  as  you  chuse  that  the  Corps  should  remain  as  much  to- 
gether as  the  Service  will  Permit,  Would  you  indulge  me  Sir,  to  pro-

Appears  that  the  Indians  have  again  Infested  the  Communication,  which 
I Do  not  Wonder  at,  for  I Expected  it;  But  I Flatter  Myself  the  Cir- 
cumspection of  the  Officers  Commanding  the  Convoys  will  put  it  out  of 
the  Power  of  the  Savages  to  Succeed  in  any  Attempts  they  can  make  on 
them. — 


I Have  Likewise  a Letter  from  Colonel  Stephen,  Acquainting  me 
of  his  Intentions  of  Sending  100  Volunteers  to  Joyn  the  Escort;  & that 
he  had  Engaged  a Respectable  Body  to  March  against  the  Indian  Settle- 
ments; but  that  he  Could  not  proceed  with  these  Last,  untill  he  heard 
from  the  L^  Governor:  From  what  I have  received  from  that  Quarter,  I 

Doubt  whether  anything  Effectual  has  been  Done,  A it  is  now  too  Late 
in  the  Season  to  think  of  making  further  Application  for  the  present 
Intended  Service:  If  anything  has  been  Done,  in  Consequence  of  my 

former  Letters,  it  is  so  much  the  better:  If  not,  We  must  have  Pa- 

tience untill  the  Winter  is  over,  when,  I Trust,  We  shall  be  Able  to

to  the  lowest  Number  that  the  Extent  of  the  Fort,  and  the  precarious 
State  of  its  temporary  Fortifications  absolutely  require,  I must  add 
to  the  Royal  Americans  three  Companies  of  the  42^  Reg^  another  to  be 
Stationed  at  Ligonier,  one  at  Bedford,  and  three  at  Carlisle,  Tne 
ninth  is  at  Niagara.  Captain  Cochrane  will  be  exchanged  for  Captain 
Gordon  in  Carolina  but  he  must  first  clear  his  own  Company  here,  which 
for  want  of  the  Books  has  not  been  Settled  with  for  the  time  they  have 
been  at  Niagara  & Presqu’Isle  and  have  large  Claims  of  arrears,  of 
which  I Send  him  the  Accompt,  which  he  alone  can  Settle. 

I shall  be  very  glad  to  See  as  soon  as  possible  the  Duty  Major 
you  have  promised  me  in  the  room  of  Baron  Munster:  The  42^  Regx  would 
likewise  be  much  the  better  for  one  of  their  Field  officers. 

The  Combination  of  all  the  Indians  against  us,  may  prolong  the 
War,  but  can  make  little  alteration  in  the  Event,  if  the  Provinces 
will  exert  themselves,  & enable  you  to  act  vigorously  next  year. 

As  to  the  particular  Intelligence  transmitted  by  Sir  William 
Johnson  of  the  Si*1  October,  it  gives  me  little  Concern,  Being  usual 
with  our  pretended  Indian  Friends  to  give  us  Informations  of  the 
Enemy’s  Intention  after  they  have  had  time  to  Strike  their  blow,  and 
I make  no  doubt  that  what  he  Said  thought  to  have  happened  previously 
to  the  attack  of  this  Post,  and  our  Engagement  in  the  Woods,  which 
Seems  to  have  cured  them  from  attempting  any  thing  of  Consequence 
gainst  our  Troops  this  way  They  find  it  easier  to  attack  the  defence- 
less Inhabitant.
